SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: 
On February 10, 1977, the Nuclear Regu¬ 
latory Commission published in the 
Federal Register (42 FR 8382) proposed 
amendments to its regulations In 10 CFR 
Part 73. "Physical Protection of Plants 
and Materials." which would clarify the 
responsibilities of the onsite guards for 
the protection of special nuclear material 
from theft and licensed plants from In¬ 
dustrial sabotage, and would assure uni¬ 
formity in the application of regulatory 
requirements In this important area. 

Interested parties were invited to sub¬ 
mit comments and suggestions in con¬ 
nection with the proposed amendments 
within 60 days after publication in the 
Federal Register. Upon consideration of 
the comments received and other factors 
Involved, the Nuclear Regulatory Com¬ 
mission has adopted the proposed 
amendments, with certain modifications 
as set forth below. Significant differences 
from the proposed amendment published 
for comment are: <1 > Restructuring and 
rewording of the measures to be taken 
to neutralize a threat, and <2> rewording 
of conditions for the use of deadly force. 

Some of the comments received indi¬ 
cated a belief that the guard force ac¬ 
tions listed in the proposed rule were 
sequential, that te, (iv) was not to begin 


until (ill) was completed. To clarify its 
intent, the rule was reworded to require 
that actions to neutralize the threat (in¬ 
terposing guards between special nuclear 
material and any person attempting 
entry for the purpose of industrial sabo¬ 
tage or theft, etc., and informing local 
law enforcement agencies of the threat 
and requesting assistance) be taken con¬ 
currently Additionally, the words "if 
necessary" were deleted with regard to 
requesting assistance from the local law 
enforcement agency. In any instance 
where active measures to neutralize a 
threat arc undertaken, requesting as¬ 
sistance from law enforcement personnel 
appears prudent. 

Three commentors addressed the Com¬ 
mission's statement on the use of deadly 
force as contained in the proposed rule. 
One commentor felt the Atomic Energy 
Act of 1954. as amended, should be 
viewed as preempting state law In this 
area. Others said the rule should permit 
the use of deadly force to prevent a 
felony. 

The use of deadly force by private 
guards at nuclear power plants and fuel 
cycle facilities has for mapy years pre¬ 
sented a regulatory problem to the Nu¬ 
clear Regulatory Commission. In the 
absence of overriding Federal authority, 
the law governing the liability of a pri¬ 
vate guard la State law. That is. if a pri¬ 
vate guard while on duty killed or 
wounded someone, the killing or wound¬ 
ing would be Justifiable or not depending 
upon the law of the State In which it oc¬ 
curred. Experience with licensees and re¬ 
search has shown that considerable 
variation in State law exists on the ques¬ 
tion of Justifiable homicide. However, in 
the narrow context of private guards 
doing their Job on private property, there 
arc three major aspects of Justifiable 
homicide that the Commission thinks are 
universally acceptable in this country and 
that can. accordingly, be embodied in a 
rule of general application. The first Ls 
that the guard has no duty to retreat 
from a show of force, or from a situation 
that could lend to use of force. This prin¬ 
ciple is embodied in the response rule in 
the requirement that the guard inter¬ 
pose himself between the adversary and 
the material access areas or vital areas 
subject to attack. A second principle is 
that guards may generally meet force 
with force. This principle is stated in the 
response rule. Finally, there is general 
acceptance of the use of deadly force 
when there is a reasonable belief it is 
necessary In self-defense or defense of 
others. It is made clear in the rule that 
licensee's guards arc expected to stand 
and use their right of self-defense 
against adversaries The Commission be¬ 
lieves tliat these three principles, taken 
together, constitute an adequate, prac¬ 
tical. and publicly acceptable response 
rule. 

Whether the Commission should go 
further in its response rule is a matter 
currently under consideration. The Gen¬ 
eral Accounting Office, in a classified re¬ 
port on security at fuel-cycle facilities, 
has recommended that the Commission 
seek Federal and/or State legislative au¬ 


thority, "as appropriate," to allow guards 
to use firearms to prevent the theft of 
special nuclear material if such action 
is the minimum necessary to accom¬ 
plish the task. The Commission Is eval¬ 
uating this recommendation In light of 
Its current policy needs and the apposite 
legal authorities. An unclassified digest 
of the report has been published by GAO 
(EMD-77-40a, May 2. 1977). 

To clarify the regulatory intent con¬ 
sidering the above principles, the condi¬ 
tions for the use of deadly force were 
reworded to emphasize that the guard 
applying deadly force is the person who 
must have a reasonable belief that such 
force is necessary in self-defense or in 
the defense of others. 

Pursuant to the Atomic Energy Act of 
1954. as amended, the Energy Reorgani¬ 
zation Act of 1974. one 1 Section 553 of 
Title 5 of the United States Code, the 
following amendments to Title 10, 
Chapter I. Code of Federal Regulations, 
Part 73 arc published as a document sub¬ 
ject to codification. 

8ectlon 73 50(g) Is changed by amend¬ 
ing subparagraph (2) and adding sub¬ 
paragraph (3) to read as follows: 

§ 73.50 ltr*p«»u«M* rrqtsirt'mrnl. 

• • • • • 

(2) Upon detection of abnormal pres¬ 
ence or activity of persons or vehicles 
within an Lsolation zone, a protected 
area, a material access area, or a vital 
area; or upon evidence or indication of 
Intrusion Into a protected area, material 
access area, or vital area, the licensee 
security organization shall : 

(l) Determine whether or not a threat 
exists. 

(ti) Assess the extent of the threat, if 
any. 

(ill) Take Immediate concurrent 
measures to neutralize the threat by: 

(A) Requiring responding guards to 
interpose themselves between material 
access areas and vital areas and any 
adversary attempting entry for the pur¬ 
pose of theft of special nuclear material 
or industrial sabotage and to intercept 
any person exiting with special nuclear 
material, and. 

(B) Informing local law enforcement 
agencies of the threat and requesting 
assistance. 

(3) The licensee shall Instruct every 
guard to prevent or Impede attempted 
acts of theft or industrial sabotage by 
using force sufficient to counter the force 
directed at him including deadly force 
when the guard has a reasonable belief 
it is necessary in self-defense or in the 
defense of others.

Texaco. Inc. (‘Texaco”) 1» a refiner sub¬ 
ject to the petroleum price rules of 10 CPR 
Part 212, Subpart E, and the allocation rules 
of 10 CFR Part 211, Subpart C. 

Under contract* In effect on December 1. 
1973. and until August 1. 1074. Texaco pur¬ 
chased crude oil from Mobil Oil Corp. 
("Mobil"). 

In July 1074. Texaco received notice that, 
effective August 1, 1074. Mobil's lease would 
terminate under tta own terms and that 
Travelers OU Co. ("Travelers'*), having en¬ 
tered Into an agreement with the lessor of 
the oil-producing property concerned, would 
become the new leasee upon that date. 

lYavelera took the position that, as the 
new lessee-producer, It was entitled under 
10 CFR Part 212. Subpart D. to sell all pro¬ 
duction from the property concerned as 
“new 4 * crude oil, regardless of the level of 
production for the property concerned In the 
1972 base period. 

Under the "December 1 rule" of 10 CPR 
211.63. as In effect In 197i. la domestic crude

oU supplier/pure baser relationships in effect 
under sales, purchase, and exchange con¬ 
tracts on December 1. 1973. were required 
to remain In effect for the duration of the 
petroleum allocation program. The require¬ 
ment did not apply, however, to the first sale 
of "new" and "released" crude petroleum 
from a property from which no "new" and 
"released" crude petroleum was produced 
and sold In December. 1973.* Travelers there¬ 
fore took the further position that It was 
now required under the petroleum allocation 
regulations to continue to supply Texaco with 
any crude oU from the property concerned. 

After July 31, 1974, Texaco was no longer 
supplied by any party with respect to its 
supply lights as previously associated with 
crude oil supply by Mobil from the property 
concerned. Texaco did not consent to termi¬ 
nation of these supply rights.

Texaco asks In 1U interpretation request 
whether, solely by vlrtuo of the substitution 
of a new lessee-producer of the previous lea- 
see-producer whose lease had expired, the

Texaco also asks whether the supplier/ 
purchaser relationship established as of De¬ 
cember 1, 1973, with respect to crude oil pro¬ 
duced from the property concerned, survives 
the change In the Identity of the lessee of 
the property, so as to bind the new lessee- 
producer.

BPCL Is aero and there can be no current 
cumulative deficiency In such circum¬ 
stances. 4 

The definition of "hew crude oil" Is sig¬ 
nificant, of course, chiefly because "new'" 
crude oil Is permitted to be sold in first 
sales at the substantially higher "upper tier" 
celling price compared with the "lower tier" 
celling price available with respect to first 
sales of "old" crude olL The purpose of this 
two-tier pricing system has often been ex¬ 
plained. The "upper tier" price Is extended 
as an Incentive to encourage additional pro¬ 
duction. where possible, from older proper¬ 
ties (the Incremental production Is per¬ 
mitted to be told at the higher upper tier 
price) and to stimulate exploration and de¬ 
velopment of new producing properties (to¬ 
tal production in such cases Is permitted to 
be sold at the higher price). 

As Indicated above, the unit to which the 
price rules pertaining to qualification for 
"new" crude oil apply Is the “property," 
"Property" la defined as "the right to pro¬ 
duce domestic crude oil. which arises from 
a lease or from a fee Interest • • •."• In 
Ruling 1977-1 • FEA reviewed In detail the 
meaning of the terms "property" and "lease" 
and concluded that— 

"Property." as defined by FEA. Is gener¬ 
ally to be understood as synonymous with 
the physical "tract" or "premises" as to 
which a working Interest Is established by 
an oil and gas lease, or by a fee Interest. 

In other words. FEA has Interpreted tho 
"property" for price control purposes. In 
those cases involving an oil and gas lease, 
as the right to produce crude oil relating to 
specific leased premises as described In the 
lease and not to that right only as vested in 
a particular lessee. 

While it Is true that the meaning of 
"lease" Is broad enough In ordinary usage 
to Include the Instrument of conveyance 
itself as well as the piece of land or other 
property leased, It would be wholly Irra¬ 
tional. in the context 'of the definition of 
"property" In 1212.72. to Interpret "lease" 
as a reference to a particular lessee's rights 
under a particular lease. If a "new" property 
(and thus "new" crude oU) could be created 
merely through the execution of new lease¬ 
hold agreements between the same leaser 
and lessee, or through the substitution of 
a new lessee, the purpose of the two-tier 
crude oil pricing system as a production in¬ 
centive would be quickly circumvented and 
defeated. The price regulatlona applicable 
to producers of crude oil require for their 
effectiveness a concept of "property 4 * which 
provides a constant frame of reference for 
measurement of crude oil production be¬ 
tween the base level and the current level. 
Aa stated In Ruling 1976-15 (40 FR 40832. 
September 4, 1976). "the need to compare 
like quantities, today and In 1972. In order 
to ensure a meaningful application of the 
new and released provisions," requires that 
the "property" be defined by reference to the

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“property” m It existed In 1072 Thus, the 
definition of “property" was not made de¬ 
pendent upon the continued effectiveness of 
n specific lease agreement or upon the rights 
accruing to any specific leasee.' 

This provision, in virtually Identical form, 
was among the Initial Phase TV petroleum 
price regulations effective August 19, 1973 
16 CFR 150.301(c) (2)). 

The foregoing disposition of the pricing 
question also disposes of the allocation ques¬ 
tion. Insofar as It concerns the “new" crude 
oil exception to the general supply obliga¬ 
tion imposed by 10 CFR 211.03. Since Travel¬ 
ers at no time produced “near crude oil 
under 10 CFR Part 212, Subpart D. by virtue 
of having become the successor lessee with 
respect to the property concerned, the rule 
excepting the first sale of “new 1 * * 4 * crude oil 
from tho general supply obligation under 
I 211453 did not apply on that basis to first 
sales of crude oil from the property con¬ 
cerned beginning August 1. 1974. 

Beyond this, however. Texaco seeks an af¬ 
firmative interpretation that Travelers la 
bound to continue to suyply Texaco under 
the general supply obligation of 1211.63/ 
which generally requires that, except as 
otherwise provided, “all supplier/purchaser 
relationships'* in effect under sales contracts 
on December 1, 1973, “shall remain In effect 
for the duration of tills program " • 

The rule as previously embodied In I 211.- 
63(a) provided that the December 1, 1073, 
supply relationships to which the rule ap¬ 
plied could be terminated only by (1) mu¬ 
tual consent of both the supplier and the 
purchaser, or (2) as to "now“ and 'released" 
crude oil. refusal of the purchaser to meet 
an offer of a higher lawful price tendered by 
another purchaser.* 4 

It 1* clear from the foregoing discussion 
that case (2) la not applicable to the sup- 
pller/purchaser relationship between Mobil 
and Texaco. With regard to case (I). the 
facts Indicate that Tcxaoo did not at any 
time consent to termination of its December 
1. 1973. relationship with Mobil. It follows 
that the unilateral withdrawal by Mobil did 
not terminate tho supplier purchaser rela¬ 
tionship and that Texaco retains the light 
to Insist upon fulfillment of the supply 
obligation. 

The next question Is whether the supply 
obligation remains with the former supplier- 
lessee (l.e.. Mobil), requiring It to provide 
the purchaser with crude oil from alternate 
sources, or whether the supply obligation In 
effect runs wtth the property concerned, so

that the successor supplier-lease© (la . Trav¬ 
elers) succeeds to Mobil's supply obligation 
Our conclusion under the facta in this case 
is that the succeaor supplier-lv««ace succeeds 
to the former supplier-lessee's obligations to 
Texaco. 

On June 11, 1976. FKA Issued a number of 
amendments to the crude oil supplier/pur¬ 
chaser rule In ( 211.63. Among these amend¬ 
ments was a new I 211.634c) (4). which pro¬ 
vided (and today continues to provide) as 
follows; 

In the event that a pr .Trig which pro¬ 
duces crude oil subject to this section le 
transfer! d to a new oicner. the obligation to 
supply • • • purchasers of that property's 
crude oil production shall attach to the new 
ot cner and new supplier, purchaser relation¬ 
ships subject to this section shall be estab¬ 
lished on that basts (emphasis added). 

The term “owner," while often used to refer 
to the owner of the fee Interest In land. Is uot 
necessarily restricted to this meaning and has 
been construed in particular contexts to ex¬ 
tend to lessees and other owners of possessory 
interests." Moreover, the term “property," 
also used In 1 211.63(c) (4), is specifically de¬ 
fined few price purposes to Include production 
rights arising from a fee Interest or a lease." 
In addition, the FEA described 1211.63(c) 
(4). both at the time It was proposed and 
upon its adoption, as applying to "the owner¬ 
ship of or rights to the production of a prop¬ 
erty • • “ For these reasons, phis tho 

considerations noted below, we construe 
f 211.03(c) (4) as applying to the transfer of 
the rights of the owner of live working Inter¬ 
est (leasee-producer) as well as to the rights 
of the owner of the royalty interest (lessor). 

As noted above, I 211.63(c)(4) was one of 
a number of amendments to the exude oil 
supplier/purchaser rule Issued on June 11, 
1976. These amendments were made effective 
"Immediately," as a group, without discus¬ 
sion of the timing of effectiveness or con¬ 
sideration of different effective dates for In¬ 
dividual amendments. Tble treatment evi¬ 
dently resulted from the fact that most of 
the amendments represented true substan¬ 
tive modifications which would normally be 
issued on a prospective basis only. Moreover, 
the rulemaking which gave rise to the 
amendments concerned grew out of an initial 
rulemaking proceeding earlier In 1976 which 
was designed primarily to reflect changes In 
the domestic crude oil pricing structure man¬ 
dated by the Energy Policy and Conservation 
Act. enacted December 22. 1975." Thus, there 
was additional reason for viewing the pack¬ 
age of amendment* which Included the rule 
at Issue as generally consisting of evolution¬ 
ary changes in the crude oil supplier/pur¬ 
chaser rule. 

However, in the ahsence of any discussion 
In the preamble to the final rulemaking effec¬ 
tive June 11, 1978, explaining why 1211.63 
(c)(4) In particular was made effective “im¬ 
mediately." we no not believe that the in¬ 
clusion of I 211.63(c)(4) in that rulemaking 
U conclusive evidence that KKA viewed the 
ride in 1211.63(c)(4), as applied to the 
transfer of lessee interest*, to be such as to 
preclude its application to transfers of such 
Interests which occurred prior to June 11, 
1976, through an Interpretation of the pre¬ 
existing crude oil suppller/purchaser rules In 
I 211 63 generally. We believe that the reasons 
set forth below for applying the substanco

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of the rule In 1211.69(c)(4) to the present 
case substantially outweigh any presumption 
against such application arising from pro¬ 
mulgation of I 2U.61(c)(4) effective June 11, 
1976. 

Before passing to general consideration* 
supporting application of the rule In f 211 63 
(c)(4) to the period prior to Juno 11, 1970. 
we note that at least one of the firms par¬ 
ticipating in the public hearings an May 6. 
1976. concerning the group of proposed 
amendment* eventually issued in fln*l form 
ou June 11, 1976. Interpreted the then-pro¬ 
posed 1211.63(c)(4) as a clarifying amend¬ 
ment rather than a substantive change. This 
firm s testimony in support or f 211.63(c)(4) 
Included the comment that “(tJho new pro- 
poi»ed rules which facilitate transfers of own¬ 
ership of producing properties • • • and 
imposing the existing supply obligations on 
the successor-owner is. In our minds, only a 
clarification of the present regulatory 
intent " M 

At the time the working Interest (leasee- 
producer) rights of Mobil were transferred to 
Travelers on August 1. 1974. the general sup¬ 
plier/purchaser rule In | 211.63 provided that 
oil “supplier/purchaser relationships" In ef¬ 
fect under contracts for sales, purchases, and 
exchanges of domestic crude oil on December 
1. 1973, shall remain in effect for the dura¬ 
tion of the petroleum allocation program. 
Such relationships could, however, be termi¬ 
nated by the mutual consent of both parties 
to the relationship. 

It Is not clear from the language of | 211.63 
whether, when the supplier of crude oil u a 
producer, the obligation to supply for the 
duration of the program Is a “personal" obli¬ 
gation which continues to attach to the pro¬ 
ducer if for whatever reason he lost his pro¬ 
duction rights to the property concerned 
prior to June 11, 1970. or whether this obli¬ 
gation In effect runs wtth the property and 
thus attache* to the new holder of the pro¬ 
duction right*. Although "supplier" is de¬ 
fined in 1211.81 as a "firm" rather than a 
"property," there to no general supply obli¬ 
gation affirmatively, imposed on Individual 
suppliers of crude oil In f 211.63. All that the 
general rule or I 21163 requires Is the main¬ 
tenance of supply relationships. The term 
"supplier/purchaser relationships" is not de¬ 
fined In the petroleum allocation regulations. 

It t* pertinent to note that the general 
allocation provisions In 10 CFR Part 211, Sub¬ 
part A. do affirmatively Impose an obligation 
on "fe|ach supplier of an allocated product" 
to continue to supply that product to the 
base period purchaser (I 211.9(a)). However, 
the definition of "allocated product" In 
121141 includes only “residual fuel ar»d re¬ 
fined petroleum product s" an d thus excludes 
crude oil. Therefore, 10 CFR Part 211, Sub- 
part A. cannot be Interpreted as Imposing a 
“personal" supply obligation on the Decem¬ 
ber 1. 1973, supplier of crude oil In the cir¬ 
cumstances addressed by this Interpretation 

When the language of specific regulations 
under consideration doe* not lt»elf provide 
a sufficient basis for resolving an interpretive 
question arising under those regulations, it 
Is usually necessary to consider the under¬ 
lying purposes of the regulations In order to 
resolve the question at Issue. The purpose* 
Intended to be served by adoption of the 
crude oil suppller/purchaser rule In 1211.63 
were; (!) To preservo the nation's crude oil 
distribution system from disintegration dur¬ 
ing periods of embargo or other shortage/ (2) 
to establish a supply floor upon which sup¬ 
ply estimates could be furnished In order to

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Implement the buy-sell program to allocate 
crude oil at the refinery level, and (8) to 
preserve access by small and Independent re¬ 
finers to loweT-prlccd domestic crude oil.* 

Xt can be seen from the foregoing that the 
crude oil suppllcr/purchaser rule was Intend¬ 
ed. in particular, to maintain the sources of 
supply of crude oU purchaser* (especially 
small and independent refiners), and 
through this and other means to preserve 
the crude oil distribution system In general. 
One means of doing this was to provide In 
1211.68 for the maintenance of “supplier/ 
purchaser relationships ' and termination 
thereof only by mutual consent of both 
parties. When the facts In the present case 
are reviewed In light of the foregoing pur¬ 
poses, It ts evident that (1) attainment of 
both the general objective of preservation of 
the crude oil distribution system and the 
more specific objective of preservation of 
crude oil purchasers* sources of supply were 
Impaired when Texaco was cut off from the 
particular supply of crude oil under dis¬ 
cussion without Its consent, and (2) at¬ 
tainment of these objectives In this case 
depends. In the last analysis, upon selection 
of the alternative which will best preserve 
Texaco’s supply rights. 

We believe that the supply guarantee af¬ 
forded to the refiner by 1211.63 is better 
preserved and Implemented by assuring con¬ 
tinued access by the refiner to the same 
crude oil through the successor supplier-les¬ 
see. The former supplier-lessee In a given 
case may not have any alternative sources 
available with which to supply the purchas¬ 
er, or If such crude oil Is available to the 
former supplier-leasee It may not have physi¬ 
cal characteristics suitable for processing by 
the refinery served under the supply contract. 
In addition, the price of crude oil from al¬ 
ternative sources may well be higher pursu¬ 
ant to the stripper well lease exemption, the 
rules permitting “new” crude oil to be priced 
at upper tier price levels, or because of price 
variations within tho same price tier. 

In addition to being more consistent with 
tho purpose of I 211.63. we believe the fore¬ 
going approach Is more consistent with 
relevant goals of the Emergency Petroleum 
Allocation Act of 1978, as amended, which 
include, tn section 4(b)(1) thereof (em¬ 
phasis added): 

(E) The allocation of suitable type*. 9 taitea 
and quality of crude oil to refineries In the 
United States to permit such refineries to 
operate at full capacity; 

(P) equitably distribution of crude oil 
• • • at equitable prices among all • • • 
sectors of the petroleum Industry. • • • 

The approach taken tn this Interpretation 
would appear better to assure equitable dis¬ 
tribution of suitable grades of crude oil 
at equitable prices to re finer-purchasers. The 
preferability of this approach was echoed in 
comments received by FEA In support of 
1211.63(c)(4) prior to Its adoption. Indi¬ 
cating that the proposed amendment “serves 
to maintain established lines of aupplj to 
a particular facility (le„ refinery) regard¬ 
less of the Identity of the tltteholder.” w 

In Interpretation 1977-16, PEA took a 
somewhat different approach with respect 
to the question of maintenance of supplier/ 
purchaser relationship* between a producer 
and a reseller of crude oil. on the one hand, 
and the same reseller and a refiner, on the

other. There, the reseller terminated Its sup¬ 
ply relationship with the producer by mutual 
consent without, however, obtaining the ap¬ 
proval of the refiner. Interpretation 1977-16 
notes that this had the indirect effect of 
terminating the corresponding relationship 
between the reseller and the refiner without 
the latter’s consent, the “very result which 
10 CFR 211.63 wss designed to prevent ” 

As requested by the refiner. FEA ruled In 
Interpretation 1077-16 that the reseller could 
not terminate Its supply relationship with 
the producer without obtaining the refiner’s 
consent. The reseller was therefore required 
to re-enter the supply chain and resume its 
supply obllgstlon to the refiner. 

Interpretation 1977-15 and the present In¬ 
terpretation are similar in that they both 
seek to preserve the purchaser-refiner’s sup¬ 
ply rights. The fact that they achieve this 
through somewhat different approaches can 
be explained by the fact that (1) the re¬ 
finer’s supplier in Interpretation 1977-15 was 
a reseller, and somewhat different allocation 
rules apply to crude oil resellers, wberea* 
the supplier here Is a lessee-producer; and 
(2) unlike the present case, no substitute 
supplier at the same level or supply was 
present in Interpretation 1977-15 (the 
producer there began to sell crude oU from 
the property concerned directly to another 
refiner after the withdrawal of the reseller). 
Under these circumstances. It was necessary 
and appropriate to coll upon the reseller 
to resume supply In order to preserve the 
original refiner’s supply rights. In the present 
Interpretation. It I* not necessary to recall 
Mobil to supply Texaco from other sources 
or to Interfere with present lease ownership 
because Travelers Is In position as current 
lessee-producer to restore the original ’Tines 
of supply.” It l* less appropriate to require 
Mobile to supply Texaco from other sources 
than to require Travelers to supply from 
the original production source primarily be¬ 
cause of actual or potential crude oil price 
and quality variations from alternative 
sources ss discussed above.

This U In response to your tetter of • • •• 
requesting an official staff Interpretation of 
Regulation Z with regard to the disclosures 
required In connection with the type of 
transaction described below. 

You state that your client sells vacant land 
under Instalment sale contracts and retains 
title to the land until such contracts are 
paid In full. Your client Intends to give a 
five per cent discount off the cash price of a 
lot to each purchaser who substantially com¬ 
plete construction of a home on the lot with¬ 
in six months after the consummation of the 
Instalment sale. The same discount will be 
given to any cash customer who substantial¬ 
ly completes construction of a home within 
six months after purchasing a lot from your 
client. The five per cent discount option will 
be made known to each purchaser at the 
time the sale transaction Is entered Into. The 
purpose of the discount, according to your 
letter, is not to Induce prepayments, but 
rather to enhance the valuo of the entire de¬ 
velopment by encouraging construction. You 
ask staff to confirm your conclusion either 
that the five per cent discount does not con¬ 
stitute a discount, an that term Is used in 
1 226 4 of Regulation Z (Determination of 
Finance Charge) or that giving the discount 
constitutes a subsequent event under | 226.6 
(g) of the regulation. 

In stalTs view. Inasmuch as the five per 
cent discount offered by your client Is equally 
available to all purchasers who substantially 
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complete construction of a home In six 
months, the discount would not constitute 
a finance charge under I 226 4 of Regula¬ 
tion Z. Ai a general matter, a discount is 
considered a finance charge only where the 
discount is unavailable to some or all credit 
customers, and, therefore, those credit cus¬ 
tomers are charged more than the customers 
to whom the discount Is given. Our Public 
Information Letter 648 gives examples of 
types of discounts which would be treated 
ss finance charges, and a copy of that letter 
to enclosed for your convenient reference. 

Furthermore, staff feels that the receipt 
of the discount by a credit customer who 
completes construction of a home within 
six months, as described to your letter, would 
be a subsequent occurrence within the 
meaning of I 220.(g) of Regulation Z which 
need not be reflected in your client’s Truth 
In Lending disclosures in any way. 8tail 
views the discount ms a purely contingent 
benefit, available to cash and credit cus¬ 
tomers alike, and not an integral part of 
the credit transaction which must be taken 
account of In calculating or disclosing the 
information required by Regulation Z. 

This Is an official staff Interpretation of 
Regulation Z. Issued in accordance with 
1226.1(d)(3) of the regulation, and. aa 
such. It Is limited solely to the facts and 
issues discussed above. I trust thst this 
interpretation is responsive to your inquiry.

You state that your client. In disclosing 
the “previous balance” required by | 226.7(b) 
0)0). discloses a “previous balance” for 
purchases and checks and a separate "pre¬ 
vious balance" for cash advances No total 
previous balance to reflected on the periodic 
statement. You Indicate that the periodic 
statement does reflect, however, the total 
outstanding balance (-new balance”) for 
that particular billing cycle, aa well as a 
“now balance” applicable to purchases and 
checks and a “new balance” applicable to 
cash advances You also state that your 
client. In disclosing the balance on which 
the finance charge was computed as re¬ 
quired by f 226 7(b)(1) (vlll). furnishes the 
balance on which the finance charge was 
computed for purchases and checks separate¬ 
ly from the disclosure of the balance on 
which the finance charge was computed for 
cash advances. 

You argue that your client’s disclosures 
as described above arc in accordance with 
the provisions of II 226.7(b) (1) (1) and 
220.7(b) (1) (vlll) in light of Official Staff In¬ 
terpretation FC-0086, In FC 0686 staff stated 
that It la permissible for purposes of | 226 7 
(b)(1) (iv) to disclose separately the pur¬ 
chase and cash advance portions of the fi¬ 
nance charge without disclosing a total or 
the two figures. You also argue that the 
disclosures described above should be con¬ 
sidered to be in compliance with the re¬ 
quirements of the regulation bocau&e pur¬ 
chases and chscks are often treated differ¬ 
ently from cash advances under the terms 
of credit programs (eg,, different periodic 
rates are applied to the two categories). 

It Is the staffs* opinion that the regula¬ 


tion permits disclosure of the previous bal¬ 
ance for purchases and checks separately 
from the previous balance disclosure for cash 
advances. Moreover, ft would be permtaalble 
for Regulation Z purposes to disclose the 
balance on which the finance charge was 
computed for purposes of purchases and 
checks separately from the balance on which 
the finance charge was computed for cash 
advance transactions. 

This Is an official staff Interpretation of 
Regulation Z. issued In accordance with 
I 226.1(d)(8) of the regulation. It Is limited 
to the facta and Issues presented herein. 
Furthermore, nothing in this letter Is to be 
construed aa a review or approval of the dis¬ 
closure form which you enclosed with your 
letter. 

I note that you may represent creditors 
subject to the lawa of the State of Connect¬ 
icut.

This is In response to your letter of • • •. 
in which you ask several questions about the 
applicability of If 220 4(1) and 2266(o) of 
Regulation Z. Your client, a farmer s coop¬ 
erative. desires to offer cash discounts to its 
customers In accordance with I 226.4(1). You 
aak staff to ataurne that In addition to pay¬ 
ing for goods by cash, check, or similar 
means, a customer may elect to pay by use 
of (!) au open end credit card account; (2) 
an open end account that Involves no credit 
card; or (3) a closed end credit transaction 
(eg., a retail Instalment contract). 

Based upon those factual assumptions you 
pose three questions, which will be answered 
In turn. 

1. If a creditor offers a 5 percent discount 
only to those customers who purchase prop¬ 
erty or services by cash, check or similar 
means, and the creditor compiles with all of 
the disclosure and other requirements of 
I 226.4(1) of Regulation Z. should the credi¬ 
tor exclude the discount from the finance 
charge as to those customers who choose to 
make a purchase by use of an open-end 
credit account without a credit card (he., 
no credit card has been issued to the custo¬ 
mer for the account used in the purchase) or 
by use of a closed-end credit account? 

Yea. The languago of both f 167(b) of the 
Truth In Lending Act and |226.4(1)(1) of 
the regulation states that such a discount 
■hall uot constitute a finance charge. The 
effect or these statutory and regulatory pro¬ 
visions is uot limited to a particular type of 
credit transaction. 

2. If the answer to the foregoing question 
is * yea" how ahould the creditor disclose the 
cash discount to a closed-end credit aa2c? 

Section 2266(c) governs disclosures for 
credit sales. The 6 percent discount must be 
deducted from the ’Tegular price” of the 
merchandise aa defined by f2262 (U). to 
order to arrive at the “cash price" required to 
be disclosed by | 226.8(o) (1). (Staff has 
previously taken this position In Public in¬ 
formation Letter 1070.) In addition, the 


discount will be an "other charge” which Is 
included in the amount financed, but is not 
part of the finance charge. Consequently. It 
must be Individually Item toed pursuant to 
12266(0(4). 

S. Is the full difference between the cash 
price and the credit price In any credit trans¬ 
action. including a cash discount under 
1 226 4(1), a *d 15-count for payment on or 
before a specified date* under 1 2266 ( 0 ). 
thereby necessitating the additional disclo¬ 
sures prescribed by the latter section? 

As staff understands this question, you 
are asking whether a cash discount as de¬ 
scribed to 1226 4(1) may simultaneously be 
a discount for prompt payment as meant by 
f 2266(0). You state that a literal reading 
of the language of |2266(o), including the 
examples set forth In footnote 13a to | 226.8 
(o) (2), suggests such a conclusion. 

Staff believes that the prompt payment 
discount contemplated by | 2266(a) Is dis¬ 
tinguishable from the cash discount de¬ 
scribed in | 226.4(1). As stated in Public In¬ 
formation Letter 999: 

Section 2266(0) Is Intended to apply to 
transaction* where the consumer receives an 
extension of credit and has the option of 
either paying within a specified period of 
time and receiving a discount off the full 
credit price or repaying the full credit price 
over the period specified in the contract. In 
ejther case, the consumer receives an exten¬ 
sion of credit • • *. 

Public Information Letter 1039 reiterates 
that f 226 8(o) applies to situations In which 
prompt, rather than immediate payment la 
contemplated. 

Staff's conclusion is based largely upon a 
reading of the initial phrase in ! 226 6(c) (1) 
which states. “For the purpose of this para¬ 
graph. a ’transaction subjfect to |2268(o)* 
Is a credit sale transaction • • • which Is 
subject to a discount for payment on or 
berore a wpectjled date (Emphasis 

added.) The Italic words are describ¬ 
ing a particular and alternative payment 
date, subsequent to the date of purchase, 
that to designated by the creditor-seller as 
the time before which receipt of payment 
will entitle the buyer to a reduced price. 
Section 226.4(1), on the other hand, con¬ 
templates a discount which to generally given 
at the time and point of sale (except, per¬ 
haps. when sales are transacted via telephone 
or mall), and which is offered to all prospec¬ 
tive customer* for the purpose of enooumg- 
Ibg payment by cash, check, or similar 
means, rather than by use of a credit card. 

This Is an official staff Interpretation of 
Regulation Z. Issued pursuant to 1226.1(d) 
(3) and limited to iu application to the 
facts and issues discussed herein. X trust It 
to responsive to your inquiry.

In which you request an official staff inter¬ 
pretation of 12266(b)(5) of Regulation Z. 
Your letter raises two questions, the first 
of which staff deems appropriate for an 
official staff interpretation of Regulation Z. 
That question to answered hereto. Your sec¬ 
ond question will be dealt with to a separate 
and unofficial staff interpretation of Regula¬ 
tion Z. 

Your letter Indicates that your client se¬ 
cures extensions of credit with a security 
Interest In stated collateral to the form 
of a chattel mortgage. You state that your 
client does not uso the chattel mortgage 
to secure undesignated future advances 
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However, you Indicate that the customer may 
become liable to repay the kinds of “ad¬ 
vance*** discussed below. 

You ask whether any disclosure Is required 
under the “future indebtedness’* provision 
of 1220.8(b)(5) of Regulation Z by reason 
of the fact that. In accordance with the 
terms of an extension of credit, a customer 
may become liable for advances made by 
your client to cover: 

1 . Interest (accruing after the date of 
closing): 

2. Delinquency charges: 

3. Deferral charges (tf any or If available 
under 8tate law); 

4 Attorney s fees for collection: 

5. Premiums for Insurance If the customer 
falls to provide Insurance; 

6 . Advances for taxes If the customer fails 
to pay taxes; 

7. Advances for repairs; and 

8 . Advances for collection expense*. 
Apparently the chattel mortgage taken by 
your client would secure such advances as 
well as the underlying debt. 

In addition to requiring that a Truth In 
tending disclosure statement provide **|a] 
description or Identification of the type of 
any securtty Interest held or to be retained 
or acquired by the creditor In connection 
with the extension of credit and a clear 
Identification of the property to which the 
security Intercet relate* • • V* 12288(b) 
(5) also mandates that “If other or future 
indebtedness 1* or may be secured by any 
such property, this fact shnll be clearly set 
forth in connection with the description or 
Identification of the type of security Interest 
held, retained or acquired.** In staff's opinion, 
the “future Indebtedness** provision of f 226- 
8 (b)(5) does not require any additional dis¬ 
closure where, by the terms of an extension 
of credit, a customer la obligated for the 
type* of charge* listed above, and the credi¬ 
tor properly discloses that the customer's ob¬ 
ligations in connection with the extension 
of credit ore secured by adequately Identi¬ 
fied collateral. Such charges do not consti¬ 
tute “future Indebtedness’’ aa that term Is 
used in I 226.8(b) (5) but are, rather, simply 
additions to the indebtedness which result 
from tho original obligation* of the cus¬ 
tomer. 

The view expressed above, as you note, is 
supported by our Public Information Letter 
344, which states: 

The term “future Indebtedness" In Section 
220 .8(b)(5) was not Intended to encompass 
mere additions to the Indebtedness as a 
result of tax payment* by the mortgagee if 
the mortgagor failed to make the required 
payments. Only further amount* directly 
loaned by the (mortgagee), as for examplo 
where a security Interest in property will 
secure any other obligations which the 
debtor may have with the creditor, were in¬ 
tended to be Included In the term “future 
indebtedness. M 

Although the fact that collateral may 
secure a customer's potential obligation for 
the Items listed above necessitates no dis¬ 
closure under the “future Indebtedness" pro¬ 
vision of I 226.8(b) (5). staff does not intend 
to Indicate that none of these items requires 
any disclosure under Regulation Z. Because 
the disclosure# required would depend on the 
fact* of each particular transaction, staff is 
not In a position to prescribe the disclosures 
your client should make. However we would 
suggest that you refer to 11226.4, 226.8(c) 
<8)(l) and/or 12268(d)(3) relating to dis¬ 
closure of Interest as a finance chATge; 
| 226.8(b) (4) regarding delinquency charges; 
I 2368(1) regarding deferrals or extensions; 
Official Staff Interpretation PC-0064 (a copy 
of which is enclosed) dealing with the pos¬ 
sible necessity of disclosure of attorney's 
fees and collection cost* as default, delin¬ 
quency or late payment charges under I 2268 


(b)(4): and 11226.4(a) (5) and (6) regard¬ 
ing disclosure of charges for Insurance.

each component of required Insurance which 
is offered as a package need not be itemized 
in order to exclude It from the finance charge 
under ! 226.4(a)(6). 

Section 4(a) (6| permits the exclusion from 
the finance charge of “charges or premiums 
for Insurance, written In connection with 
any credit transaction, against loss of or 
damage to property or against liability aris¬ 
ing out of the ownership or use of property** 
when the creditor discloses the cost of the in¬ 
surance if obtained from or through the 
creditor and that the customer may choose 
the person through whom the insurance will 
be obtained. 

Your client offers an insurance package In 
connection with credit sales of automobiles 
which Includes several kinds of required in¬ 
surance of the type described In 1226.4(a) 
(6). These include collision, personal liabil¬ 
ity and vendor's single Interest Insurance 
(the last with waiver of subrogation). You 
Inquire whether or not the disclosure of the 
aggregate cost of the required Insurance 
package, if purchased through the creditor, 
compile* with I 226.4(a) (6). 

It Is the staff's opinion that the creditor 
need disclose only the aggregate cost of the 
insurance In order to exclude the premium 
amount from the finance charge: Provided, 
That the other requirements of f 226 4(a) (6) 
and the interpretations thereof are met. 
There is no requirement in the regulation 
that the cost of each component of the 
Insurance package be itemized. 

This Is an official staff interpretation of 
Regulation Z and U» limited in its applica¬ 
tion to the facts stated herein. We note that 
your client may be a creditor subject to the 
laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
81nco Massachusetts has been granted an ex¬ 
emption from the relevant provisions of the 
Federal Troth in Lending Act, you may wish 
to obtain the views of the Commissioner of 
Banks of the Commonwealth of Massachu¬ 
setts regarding this matter.

This will respond to your letter of • • •, 

concerning the applicability of certain provi¬ 
sion* of Regulation Z to a proposed home 
financing Insulation plan adopted by a State 
public utility commission. Under this plan, 
the gas and electric utilities would provide 
financing for certain home improvement de¬ 
signed to conserve energy. The home Im¬ 
provement work Is to be done by an Inde¬ 
pendent contractor chosen by the customer 


from among those licensed or approved by 
the State to do such work. After the work la 
accepted by the utility, the utility pays the 
contractor for the work, and the customer re¬ 
imburses the utility for his payment. Tho 
customer is given a period of up to 3 year* 
to repay the loan, and will be charged 1 per 
cent Interest per month on the unpaid bal¬ 
ance. If. however, the customer repays tho 
entire loan within 00 day*, no Interest will be 
charged. It is our understanding that there 
are no finance charges other than interest 
Involved In these loans. 

You aak first whether such credit trans¬ 
actions are exempted from Regulation Z by 
virtue of 12268(d). Section 2203(d) ex¬ 
empts from coverage of the regulation certain 
public utility transaction* which Involve 
services provided through pipe, wire, or 
other connected facilities. It Is staff's opinion 
that this exception Is Inapplicable to the 
plan you describe because, although the 
plan doe* Involve public utilities, it does not 
Involve “services provided through pipe, 
wire, or other connected facilities." There¬ 
fore. financing by a public utility of home 
Insulation for its customers is not the type 
of transaction exempted from the regula¬ 
tion's coverage by | 226.3(d). 

You ask further whether f 226 8(o) Is ap¬ 
plicable to such transactions. Section 226 8 
(o) concerns discounts for prompt payment 
or sales transaction*. It Is stairs opinion that 
this section does not apply to the plan you 
describe. Section 2268(0) concerns only 
credit sales transactions In which goods or 
services are purchased and a discount Is of¬ 
fered for payment within a specified period; 
It does not apply to plan* such os your* 
which involve direct loans to customers. 

It Is staff’s belief that the home financing 
insulation plan under consideration in your 
letter should be considered and disclosed as 
a normal instalment loan with a term of 3 
years (or such other period as is agreed to). 

This Is on official staff Interpretation of 
Regulation Z. issued In accordance with 
« 226 1(d) (3) of the regulation. It Is limited 
to the facts and issue* as discussed herein, 
and I trust that It proves to be of assistance 
to you.

PART 329—INTEREST ON DEPOSITS 

Interest Rate Differential on Loans Secured 
by Time or Savings Deposits 

AGENCY: Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation (“FDIC”). 

ACTION: Final rule. 

SUMMARY: The regulations of the 
FDIC require that where a loan made by 
an Insured non member bank is secured 
by a Umo or savings deposit, the rate of 
interest paid on the time or savings de¬ 
posit must be at least 2 percent per year 
less than the rate of interest charged on 
the loan. The FDIC is amending this rule 
to reduce the 2 percent differential re¬ 
quirement to 1 percent. The amendment 
is designed to make it easier for deposi- 
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tors to borrow funds secured by their 
deposits. 

EFFECTIVE DATE: This amendment 
takes effect December 22, 1977.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: 
FDIC regulations currently require loans 
secured by time or savings deposits to 
bear interest at an annual rate at least 
2 percent above the rate pai d on the 
corresponding deposit. 12 CFR 329.4<h> 
and 329.5(b). Withdrawal of a time de¬ 
posit prior to maturity entails a very 
substantial penalty under the current 
regulations of FDIC. To alleviate the 
severity of this penalty, the Board of 
Directors of FDIC has, after consultation 
with the Board of Governors of the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve System and the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board, decided to re¬ 
duce the 2 percent differential require¬ 
ment on loans secured by time or sav¬ 
ings deposits to 1 percent. This action is 
being taken pursuant to sections 9 and 
18(g> of the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Act (12 U 8.C. 1819 and 1828(g)).

Certain Restrictions on Speeches, Lec¬ 
tures, and Publications by Department 
Employees 

AGENY: Department of Justice. 
ACTION: Final rule. 

SUMMARY: The Standards of Conduct 
for the Department of Justice place cer¬ 


tain restrictions on speeches lectures 
and publications by Department em¬ 
ployees. These restrictions pertain pri¬ 
marily to situations in which the outside 
activity la closely related to the em¬ 
ployee's work for the Department. The 
regulations do not. howover. expressly 
prohibit employees from lending, or ap¬ 
pearing to lend, official Department sup¬ 
port to unrelated outside activities, such 
as fundraising for charitable, political 
or similar causes. 

The purpose of the new paragraph in 
the Department's Standards of Conduct 
U to p re v ent employees and outside or- 
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gonizations from utilizing the prestige of 
the Department In this fashion. Top- 
ranking officials will bo barred from 
lending prominent support to fund¬ 
raising efforts under any circumstances, 
because it is difficult to separate the 
private and official activities of such per¬ 
sons. All other employees will be barred 
from lending prominent support to fund¬ 
raising efforts where it affirmatively ap¬ 
pears that the organization intends to 
utilize the individual’s affiliation with the 
Department to support the fundraising 
effort. 

Exceptions are provided permitting 
employees to participate In the Com¬ 
bined Federal Campaign and similar 
drives and to appear at seminars, con¬ 
ferences. and meetings sponsored by ap¬ 
propriate organizations. The regulation 
has been approved by the Office of the 
General Counsel of the Civil Service 
Commission as required by 5 CFR 
735.104.

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original rule. These tolerances along with 
the manufacturer's need to ensure com¬ 
pliance with the requirements have re¬ 
sulted In unnecessarily restricted scat 
spacing. To provide for the seat spacing 
that the agency has determined proper, 
therefore, the NBTSA U proposing to ex¬ 
tend the maximum seat spacing to 21 
inches. This extension should permit 
manufacturers to provide approximately 
the 20 inches of space between seats in¬ 
tended under the initial standard. 

This amendment is being adopted 
without notice and public procedure and 
made effective immediately because of 
the urgent need for action. The NHTSA 
finds it important that the increase in 
scat spacing be mode effective Im¬ 
mediately to provide relief to manufac¬ 
turers currently producing some buses 
with Insufficient scat spacing. Since this 
^amendment can be expected to result In 
the production of seats that are spaced 
at intervals at approximately 20 inches, 
the currently prescribed maximum, it 
should not reduce the level of safety 
established by the agency for school bus 
scats. Under the Administrative Pro¬ 
cedures Act <5 U-S.C. 553< b> > notice and 
public pro c edure on a rule-making action 
are not required when such are found to 
be Impracticable and contrary to the 
public interest. Given the immediate 
need to clarity the agency's intent with 
regard to seat spacing, and the deter¬ 
mination that the agency's action will 
not degrade the safety level it has 
deemed necessary, it la found that notice 
and public procedure on this interim 
amendment would be impracticable and 
not in the public interest. The interim 
amendment is made effective Immediate¬ 
ly. It win remain in effect pending ac¬ 
tion on the proposed permanent amend¬ 
ment 

The agency has considered the eco¬ 
nomic impacts of this amendment and 
believes that it should not increase the 
costs of school buses.

Procedures for filing appeals on ad¬ 
verse actions within the National Wild¬ 
life Refuge System have previously been 
provided only for rights-of-way <50 CFR 
29.22). The rights-of-way regulations 
have unergone cxUnave revision but 
the appeals procedure for rights-of-way 
will remain in that section. While few 
problems with appeals of Service de¬ 
cisions or orders concerning permits have 
existed in the past, It has been deter¬ 
mined that the public should be pro¬ 
vided with a procedure that clearly 
allows for filing an appeal which will be 
reviewed -promptly and fairly by the 
proper authorities. 

On July 7. 1977. there was published 
<42 FR 34897 > a noti ce of proposed rule- 
making amending 50 CFR Part 25. by the 
addition of a new §25.44, Appeals pro¬ 
cedure. The public was provided a 30-day 
comment period. No unfavorable com¬ 


ments were received. The final rule pro¬ 
vides for a more liberal 30-day period 
wtthln which to file an appeal, rather 
trmn the 15-day period in the proposed 
rule. In addition to minor procedural and 
editorial changes, provision lias also been 
made for a decision to be rendered by an 
area manager or regional director within 
30 days from the postmarked date of the 
appeal.

<b> Preliminary Procedure . Prior to 
making any adverse decision or order on 
a permit or application for permit, the 
refuge manager shall notify the permit¬ 
tee or applicant orally or in writing of 
the proposed action and its effective 
date. 'Hie permittee or applicant shall 
have twenty (20) days after notification 
in which to present to the refuge man¬ 
ager, orally or in writing, a statement in 
opposition to the proposed action or date. 
The permittee or applicant shall be noti¬ 
fied in writing within twenty (20) days 
after receipt of the statement in oppo¬ 
sition. of the refuge manager's final de¬ 
cision or order. 

<c> Appeals . how taken . If the refuge 
manager still intends to proceed with the 
proposed action, the permittee or appli¬ 
cant shall have thirty <30) days from the 
postmarked date of the refuge manager s 
final decision or order In which to flic a 
written appeal to the appropriate area 
manager. The appellant (permittee or 
applicant) shall be notified in writing 
within thirty <30) days from the post¬ 
marked date of the appeal cf the area 
manager's decision. The appellant shall 
have (30) days from the postmarked dale 
of the area manager's decision to fur¬ 
ther nppeal in writing to the appropriate 
regional director. 

(d> Decision of regional director . The 
regional director's decision shall be final 
and issued In writing to the appellant 
within thirty (30) days from the post¬ 
marked date of the appeal. 

<e> Oral presentation. The appellant 
shall be provided an opportunity for oral 
presentation before the area manager or 
the regional director within the respec¬ 
tive thirty <30i day appeal periods 

<f) Addresses. The addresses of the 
appropriate officials to whom appeals 
may be taken shsll be furnished in each 
decision or order. 

(g> Suspension pending appeal. Com¬ 
pliance with any decision or order of 
a refuge manager shall not be suspended 
by reason of an appeal having been 
taken unless such suspension is au¬ 
thorized in writing by the area manager 
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or regional director (depending upon the 
official before whom the appeal la pend¬ 
ing). and then only upon a determina¬ 
tion by these officials that such suspen¬ 
sion will not be detrimental to the in¬ 
terests of the United States or upon 
submission and acceptance of a bond 
deemed adequate to Indemnify the 
United States from loss or damage.

The NMFS published regulations in the 
Federal Register on March 1, 1977. 42 
FR 12010-12014. governing the taking of 
marine mammals incidental to com¬ 
mercial fishing operations. These regula¬ 
tions. as amended, include provisions 
concerning the importation of yellow fin 
tuna and tuna products from nations 
known to be involved in the tuna purse 
seine fishery in the eastern tropical 
Pacific Ocean <ETP) effective January 1, 
1978: contingent upon certain findings by 
the Assistant Administrator for Fisher¬ 
ies in accordance with regulations pub¬ 
lished at 50 CFR 216.24(e) (5). 

Canada. Ecuador. Mexico, and Nether¬ 
lands Antilles previously supplied the 
NMFS with adequate information to in¬ 
dicate that their tuna purse seine opera¬ 
tions In the ETP are in substantial con¬ 
formance with U.S. regulations. Sub¬ 
sequently. the Assistant Administrator 
for Fisheries gave notice published at 42 
FR 56617 on October 27. 1977. that yel¬ 
lowfin tuna and tuna products from those 
four nations are exempted from the im¬ 
portation prohibition provisions which 
would have affected them after Decem¬ 
ber 31. 1977. Nicaragua is hereby given a 
similar exemption. 

This finding by the Assistant Admin¬ 
istrator for Fisheries, made in accord¬ 
ance with 9 216.24(e) (5) <l) t exempts 
Nicaragua from the Import provisions 
concerning yellowfin tuna and tuna 
products listed in 0 216.24<e><2>(ill. 
However, the requirements listed in 
0 216.24(e)(4) will continue to apply. The 
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Assistant Administrator considered all 
available Information In making this 
finding. Information submitted by Nic¬ 
aragua is available to the public at the 
information contact address set out 
above, and is summarized in the follow¬ 
ing: 

Nicaragua 

(a) Fleet. —Two Nicaraguan tuna 
purse seine vessels will operate in the 
ETP in 1978. The vessels will be equipped 
with porpoise rescue gear similar to 
that used on U.8. vessels. The skippers on 
their vessels ore familiar with the U S. 
requirements and will follow them while 
fishing in the ETP. 

<b> Porpoise Mortality .—The Nicara¬ 
guan government has stated that their 
vess les h ad not operated extensively in 
the HTTP during 1977. and are presently 
located in the Atlantic Ocean. Therefore, 
porpoise mortality data had not been col¬ 
lected during their 1977 operations in the 
ETP. 

<c> Miscellaneous. —Nicaragua, as a 
member of the Inter-American Tropical 
Tuna Commission (IATTC), will partici¬ 
pate in the IATTC international tuna- 
porpoise research and observer program. 
Nicaragua may take advantage of a U.S. 
offer to assist In training Nicaraguan ob¬ 
servers prior to placement on their 
vessels. 

This finding will be subject to annual 
review by NMFS which will require an 
update of the items listed in 0 216.24(e) 
(5)<U> which supported the original 
finding. 

The status of the international tuna 
purse seine fleet operating in the ETP 
will be monitored by NMFS. Changes to 
the list of nations affected by the impor- 
tation prohibitions of yellowfin tuna and 
tuna products under 0 216.24(c) (5) will 
be published in the Federal Register.

SUMMARY: This decision would amend 
the Federal marketing program cover¬ 
ing California dates. The proposed 
changes were recommended by the Cali¬ 
fornia Date Administrative Committee, 
the industry group established under the 
program to administer its terms and pro¬ 
visions. The changes would improve pro¬ 
cedural operations and program effec¬ 
tiveness.

Date growers will vote in a referendum 
on the proposed changes. So that the 
order can respond to market conditions 
more effectively, an important change in 
the current volume regulation concept 
is proposed to recognize the growth and 
increased importance of the export and 
product markets since the inception of 
the program in 1955. Another important 
change recognizes changes which have 
occurred in the date industry's struc¬ 
ture. and have a bearing on Committee 
representation. Committee membership 
will be increased from eight to nine. Also, 
committee representation would be 
changed so producer membership no 
longer would be apportioned between 
cooperative producers, and producers 
who do not belong to cooperatives. The 
term “producer-handler" would include 
date handlers as well as producers who 
handle dates. 

Other changes would: (1) Permit a 
handler to move dates to storage for his 
own account in any county adjoining the 
area of production free from regulatory 
requirements; (2) lengthen Committee 
members’ terms from one year to two; 
<3> provide a polling place and allow' 
absentee ballots for nomination of Com¬ 
mittee members; (4) authorize the 
Committee to Include a consumer con¬ 
sultant on its staff; (5) make other mi¬ 
nor changes in Committee voting proce¬ 
dures and changes In procedures for fill¬ 
ing vacancies; and (6) make minor 
changes in assessment and recordkeep¬ 
ing provisions. 

Preliminary Statement 

A public hearing was held upon pro¬ 
posed further amendment of the market¬ 
ing agreement, as amended, and Order 
No. 987, as amended (7 CFR Part 987). 
regulating the handling of domestic 
dates produced or packed in Riverside 
County. Calif. The hearing w*as held, 
pursuant to the provisions of the Agri¬ 
cultural Marketing Agreement Act of 
1937, as amended (7 U.8.C. 601 et seq.), 
and the applicable rules of practice (7 
CFR Part 900). in Indio. Calif., on March 
21. 1977. pursuant to notice thereof. 

Upon the basis of the evidence intro¬ 
duced at the hearing and the record 
thereof, the Deputy Administrator, on 
September 6, 1977, filed with the Hear¬ 
ing Clerk. U.S. Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, his recommended decision contain¬ 
ing the notice of the opportunity to file 
w'rittcn exceptions thereto. One excep- 
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tion was filed by the California Date Ad¬ 
ministrative Committee. 

The material issues, findings and con¬ 
clusions, rulings and general findings of 
the recommended decision published 
Monday, September 12.

Rulings on exceptions. In arriving at 
the findings and conclusions and the 
regulatory provisions of this decision, the 
exception to the recommended decision 
was carefully and fully considered in con¬ 
junction with the record evidence. To 
the extent that the findings and conclu¬ 
sions. and the regulatory provisions of 
this decision are at at variance with the 
exception, such exception Is hereby over¬ 
ruled for the reasons previously stated in 
this decision.

Discussion of the Proposed Regulation 

In the September 26 Federal Register, 
the Coast Guard published rules for 
chemical tankers (42 FR 49016>. These 
rules go into effect on December 27. 1977. 

One of the rules describes a resusci¬ 
tator that chemical tankers must carry 
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<f 153.214(d)). This rule requires a “bag 
valve mask manual resuscltator* *’. The 
Coast Guard phrased the rule to require 
a “bag valve mask manual resuscltator” 
after a person commented that the rule 
the Coast Guard first proposed was 
worded in such a way as to allow a dan¬ 
gerous type of resuscltator. The person 
making the comment recommended the 
wording of the final rule as a way to 
exclude the dangerous type of resuscl¬ 
tator. 

Since the final rule was published, 
several people have commented that the 
description of the resuscltator Is worded 
too tightly. They recommend that “a 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation (CPR) 
demand-valve, oxygen powered resuscl¬ 
tator" also known as a “manually trig¬ 
gered ‘time cycled), oxygen powered re¬ 
suscltator” be allowed as an alternative. 
They argue that the bog-valve mask 
manual resuscltator requires more train¬ 
ing and experience to use properly than 
the other type. Since the officers and 
crewmembers of a ship are often not able 
to get the training and experience neces¬ 
sary to operate the bag-valve mask man¬ 
ual resuscltator. they argue that the 
Coast Guard should allow a tanker to 
carry the CPR demand-valve oxygen' 
powered resuscltator Instead. They sug¬ 
gest as a reference “Standards for Car¬ 
diopulmonary Resuscitation (CPR> and 
Emergency Cardiac Care (ECC»'\ sup¬ 
plement to the “Journal of the American 
Medical Association”. Volume 227. No. 7. 
February 18. 1974. 

The Coast Guard has studied the infor¬ 
mation it has available and proposes to 
allow the CPR demand-vale oxygen 
powered resuscltator as an alternative to 
the bag valve mask type described in 46 
CFR 153.214(d). Until a final determi¬ 
nation can be made and issued, the Coast 
Guard will consider the CPR demand- 
valve oxygen powered resuscltator to 
be equivalent, under 46 U.S.C. 170(11). to 
the bag valve mask resuscltator. 

In consideration of the foregoing, the 
Coast Guard proposes to amend Part 153 
of Title 46 of the Code of Federal Reg¬ 
ulations as follows:

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: 
On April 20, 1977, the Commission pub¬ 
lished a notice In the Federal Register 
(42 FR 20502) inviting public comment 
on the question of whether it should dis¬ 
close the identity of persons under in¬ 
vestigation prior to the Issuance of a 
complaint. Numerous comments were re¬ 
ceived. on the basis of which the Com¬ 
mission determined not to make such 
disclosure. 

Discussion or Major Comments 

Fifty-four comments were received on 
this proposal. Many commenters object¬ 
ed that discosure of the identities of 
businesses under investigation would 
cause those businesses severe economic 
injury even before the Commission de¬ 
termines whether there is reason to be¬ 
lieve the law has been violated, as it 
does when it issues a complaint. In addi¬ 
tion. it w r as argued that the routine dis¬ 
closure proposed would remove an incen¬ 
tive for investigated parties to cooperate 
voluntaiily, even to enter consent orders, 
to avoid premature adverse publicity of 
a Commission investigation. The Com¬ 
mission was persuaded that the above 
arguments have merit and that it has 
the legal authority to withhold the iden¬ 
tities of persons investigated under the 
Freedom of Information Act. 5 U.S.C. 
552(b)(4) and (b)(7)(A), for the rea¬ 
sons stated above. In view of the serious 
economic harm that routine disclosure 
could cause and of the harm to the Com¬ 
mission’s investigations, it determined to 
reject the proposed change. The Com¬ 
mission will continue its policy of dis¬ 
closing industrywide investigations as 
well as those investigations which in¬ 


volve significant risk of economic harm 
or risk to public health or safety. 

Some commenters urged the Commis¬ 
sion to disclose all investigations, saying 
that it will aid consumers in their choice 
in the marketplace. The Commission 
publicizes the issuance of an administra¬ 
tive complaint which occurs when it has 
reason to believe the law has been vio¬ 
lated. Until that time the Commission 
believes that the public Interest in know¬ 
ing the identity of persons under in¬ 
vestigation Is outweighed by the harm 
caused to the person under investigation 
and its ability to conduct Us investiga¬ 
tions. 

Other comments urged the Commis¬ 
sion to withhold motions to quash and 
applications for clearance, at least until 
a complaint has Issued. The Commission 
believes that the administrative inter¬ 
pretations of its laws and rules embodied 
in the motions and the applications, and 
the Commission’s response thereto 
should be disclosed without delay. The 
Commission considered but rejected the 
option of releasing said documents after 
deletion of references to the investi¬ 
gated party. Such a procedure would 
impair the public’s ability to assess and 
understand these Important rulings. 

Accordingly, no change in the Com¬ 
mission's rules of practice is being made.

November 2. 1977. Commissioner Collier 
filed a dissenting statement.

I am compelled to dissent from the 
Commission’s determination to with¬ 
hold the names of corporations that are 
under investigation. I dissent, not be¬ 
cause I think it Is desirable to engage in 
such disclosure, but because in the great 
majority of cases I do not believe that 
the Commission has lawful authority 
to withhold corporate identities from 
mandatory disclosure under the Free¬ 
dom of Information Act. 

Mast of the commenters opposed to 
disclosure have objected to the adverse 
publicity that would attend the release 
of the names of persons under Investiga¬ 
tion. I do not doubt that such damage 
might occur; 1 and while its effects can 
easily be overstated.’ I do not savor this 
prospect. 


1 Some of those who commented In sup¬ 
port of the proposal seem to have errone¬ 
ously assumed that the existence of an In¬ 
vestigation Implied wrongdoing. 

* During the period of fiscal years 1974 
through 1976 and the first three quarters 
of FY 1977. for example. 8490 Investigations 
were opened but only 587 complaints filed 
and 568 orders issued It seems obvious that 
premature conclusions about the signifi¬ 
cance of the pendency of Investigations 
would be un warranted Eventually, one 
would expect that this Information would 
be taken with the grain of salt It is due 
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I am much less impressed with the 
suggestion from other Quarters that 
public disclosure would discourage vol¬ 
untary compliance with demands lor in¬ 
formation during investigations. The 
troublesome aspect of this argument, 
particularly in the mouths of the Com¬ 
mission staff, is the underlying intima¬ 
tion that disclosure is a cudgel which 
can be waved over the head of a com¬ 
pany under Investigation to elicit co¬ 
operation That use of disclosure unfor¬ 
tunately suggests that the decision for 
or against will depend on some consider¬ 
ation other than the public s right to 
know as that right is codified in the 
Information Act. 

Apart from the propriety of such a 
suggestion, the behavioral assumptions 
it depends on seem to me open to ques¬ 
tion. If. in the absence of a disclosure 
policy, the subject of an investigation 
were able to preclude us from obtaining 
inculpatory evidence, it would certainly 
do so. secure in the knowledge that no 
complaint would be Issued and Its name 
would not be Implicated in a possible vio¬ 
lation. Since inculpatory information can 
normally be obtained elsewhere, however, 
the Investigative target will want to sup¬ 
ply as much exculpatory evidence as 
possible in the attempt to forestall Issu¬ 
ance of a complaint and the attendant 
publicity. It seems unlikely that disclos¬ 
ure at the Investigative stage would give 
the company an Incentive to withhold 
exculpatory data. IX it has such evidence, 
it will likely bring it forw ard in any event 
as rapidly as possible. If the only evidence 
it has is inculpatory, on the other hand, 
neither disclosure nor non-disclosure 
provides any apparent motive to yield it 
up. If anything, disclosure might be mar¬ 
ginally more likely to do so. since in some 
circumstances even an adverse resolu¬ 
tion of an investigation may be prefer¬ 
able to letting it drag on in extended and 
public uncertainty. 

These purely pragmatic considerations 
do have some bearing on the status of 
target-company identity 1 under the 
Freedom of Information Act and this 
provides the proper context for under- 
handing our staff's argument that dis¬ 
closure would discourage target-company 
cooperation. The only exemption from 
mandatory disclosure under the Infor¬ 
mation Act which seems to come close 
to blanketing this information, at least 
under normal circumstances, is Exemp¬ 
tion 7<A>. This provision allows with¬ 
holding of investigative records the pro¬ 
duction of which '‘would interfere with 
enforcement proceedings." 

I have great difficulty concluding that 
any threat posed to voluntary coopera¬ 
tion by disclosure warrants blanket 
treatment. To test this hypothesis of tn- 


■The FOIA ipeclflcaily deal* with disclo¬ 
sure of "records'* rather than Information. 
Since many of the records attending an in¬ 
vestigation will contain company identity, 
however, the quoatlon become* whether such 
Information may be deleted from any records 
disclosed. 


Jury we might look to those situations 
where disclosure now occurs and deter¬ 
mine whether there is noticeably less co¬ 
operation than in other investigations 
where it does not For example, publicly 
held companies arc often required at 
present to disclose to investors and po¬ 
tential investors the pendency of other¬ 
wise non-public FTC investigations. I am 
unaware of any proof that these com¬ 
panies are less cooperative with our in¬ 
quiries os a result of this disclosure. In 
short, even If it could be established that 
disclosure would complicate the conduct 
of some investigations, it would not fol¬ 
low that all investigations could be con¬ 
cealed. The Information Act, after all, 
places a heavy burden on the government 
to establish that it is entitled to withhold 
agency records; and the Act's exemptions 
are to be read narrowly, not expansively. 
Other situations can be imagined w r here 
release of this information would 
threaten to interfere with enforcement 
proceedings—for example, where the 
company is unaware of the investigation 
and there are grounds for fearing de¬ 
struction of evidence. However, our ex¬ 
perience in these matters makes it clear 
that this type of threat cannot be made 
out in the great majority of cases. 

As I have already suggested, the most 
persuasive policy ground for withholding 
this information is that its release could 
create an unjustified inference of guilt 
in the minds of customers. Investors, and 
the public generally. Unfortunately for 
this concern, however, the FOIA does not 
appear to contain a vehicle for its ex¬ 
pression. The closest approximation. Ex¬ 
emption 7(C>. clearly protects only na¬ 
tural persons, not business entities, 
against "unwarranted lnvasionlsl of 
personal privacy," Where, as in most 
cases, businesses are the targets of our 
official scrutiny, this provision and the 
pcflicy it reflects have no application. 

If my reading of the Freedom of In¬ 
formation Act is correct, our blanket 
policy of withholding the names of in¬ 
vestigative targets < except as It applies 
to natural persons* is unsupportable. 
Only in exceptional circumstances could 
a sufficient showing of interference with 
our enforcement proceedings be made. 
Since the only such circumstances which 
come to mind are the release of the sub¬ 
ject’s name before it is aware of the 
investigation. I believe this residual con¬ 
cern would be obviated by a policy of 
releasing its name only after the subject 
has been notified.' I would accompany 
the release of any such information with 
a clearly worded cautionary statement 
setting out what being under investiga¬ 
tion does and does not mean. Further. I 
would delay the effective date of such a 
policy until perhaps thirty days after its 
announcement, Indicating that the de¬ 
lay was intended to afford any company 


* Under our Rule I 2.6. "|alny person under 
Investigation compelled or requested to fur¬ 
nish information or documentary evidence" 
must be told that he/it is under investiga¬ 
tion and not Just a third-party Information 
source. 


In or affecting commerce the opportunity 
to seek Judicial review of the Commis¬ 
sion's decision. Hopefully, such an an¬ 
nouncement would afford standing to 
any such potentially affected company 
to obtain a Judicial determination of the 
meaning of the Information Act. 

For all of the reasons indicated, then. 
I dissent from the Commission’s deci¬ 
sion. I believe it merely postpones a day 
of reckoning.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: 
The National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration < NHTSA* is proposing 
a minor modtftc&Uon of Standard No. 
222. 8 chool Bus Passenger Seating and 
Clash Protection, extending the maxi¬ 
mum seat spacing from 20 to 21 Inches. 
In a separate notice published today, the 
NHT 8 A has made effective an interim 
amendment of Standard No. 222 extend¬ 
ing the maximum scat spacing by the 
same amount to alleviate Immediately 
the problem of insufficient seat spacing 
in school buses. 

On April 1. 1977, new school bus safety 
standards became effective as mandated 
by the Motor Vehicle and Schoolbus 
Safety Amendments of 1974 (Pub. L. 93- 
4921. One of those new standards regu¬ 
lates school bus seats and. in particular, 
school bus scat spacing. Recently, the 
agency has received numerous com¬ 
plaints alleging that the seat spacing in 
school buses is too small to accommo¬ 
date larger high school students. The 
NHTSA also received petitions for rule¬ 
making from the Wisconsin School Bus 
Association and the National School 
Transportation Association (NSTA> to 
increase seat spacing. As a result of the 
above, the agency has undertaken a 
thorough review of buses currently being 
manufactured and concludes that the 
seat spacing In those buses is slightly 
less than the spacing that the NHTSA 
anticipated when it promulgated the 
regulation. 

Seat spactng in school buses has been 
limited by the agency in order to provide 
for compartmentalization of students. 
Comments received during earlier agency 
rulemaking on Standard No. 222 , indi¬ 
cated that this was a prudent means for 
ensuring the protection of children 
transported in school buses. The com- 
partmcnt&llzation scheme achieves safe¬ 
ty for school children by requiring seats 
to absorb energy during impact and by 
limiting distance between seats. Energy 
absorption and restricted seat spacing 
arc tied together to ensure seats that will 
perform a safety function during acci¬ 
dents. As the distance between seats in¬ 
creases, energy absorption requirements 
must also increase in order to preserve 
the- safety performance level of the seat¬ 
ing systems. 

The agency, after extensive testing, 
decided upon a 20 -inch scat spacing re¬ 
quirement to be measured from the seat¬ 


ing reference point while establishing 
the energy absorption requirements 
specified in Standard No. 222. The 
NHTSA's test data underlying the 20- 
inch seat spacing came from the AMF 
Corp. tests conducted on school bus seats 
‘NHTSA Docket 73-8-OR-039>. Seats 
used in that test were spaced at the then 
existing standard school bus seat spac¬ 
ing, approximately 27*4 inches measured 
from seat center to seat center. Actual 
knee room provided by this standard 
scat spacing was approximately 25 
inches. The NHTSA then'adapted this 
standard 25 inch scat space into its re¬ 
quirements which were expressed as 20 
inches measured from a seating refer¬ 
ence point about 5 inches from the seat 
back. The NHTSA’s method of express¬ 
ing seat spacing should yield the same 
amount of seat spacing as found In school 
buses manufactured prior to the stand¬ 
ard. 

Through tts monitoring of the stand¬ 
ard’s implementation, the NHTSA has 
discovered that manufacturers arc not 
achieving the seat spacing that the 
agency had contemplated at the time the 
regulation was promulgated. The instal¬ 
lation of seats in school buses cannot be 
done with the precision that the NHTSA 
had anticipated. Accordingly, manufac¬ 
turers in their attempts to ensure they 
do not violate the 20 -inch space require¬ 
ment must design seat spacing as much 
as an inch short of the 20 -lnch spacing 
allowance. 

The NHTSA did not fully take into 
consideration the effect of manufac¬ 
turing tolerances when it promulgated 
the original rule These tolerances along 
with the manufacturer's need to ensure 
compliance with the requirements have 
resulted in unnecessarily restricted seat 
spacing. To provide for the seat spacing 
that the agency has determined proper, 
therefore, the NHTSA is proposing to 
extend the maximum seat spacing to 21 
Inches. The extension should permit 
manufacturers to provide approximately 
the 20 Inches of space between seats in¬ 
tended under the initial standard. To the 
extent that the petitions from the Wis¬ 
consin School Bus Association and the 
National School Transportation Associa¬ 
tion are not identical to this proposal, 
they are denied. 

The NSTA among others has recom¬ 
mended that seat spacing be increased 
by two or three inches without any cor¬ 
responding increase in the energy ab¬ 
sorption levels of the seat. The NHTSA 
is unable to make such a change, because 
to do so would sacrifice the safety of 
school bus seats. Agency test data Indi¬ 
cate that scats designed In accordance 
with the requirements specified In the 
standard will provide occupant protec¬ 
tion when spaced to 21 inches. However, 
agency projections, based on sound engi¬ 
neering data, indicate that a further in¬ 
crease in seat spacing of 1 inch (up to 22 
inches i would require an Increase in the 
energy absorption capacity of the seat 
back to restrain the lower torso of two 
and one-half times the level required 
with currently proposed seat spacings. 
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Therefore, an increase in seat spacing of 
this magnitude would require redesigning 
existing school bus seats at great cost to 
school bus purchasers. 

The NSTA stated that an engineering 
evaluation of static and dynamic test 
data generated by the AMF Corp. indi¬ 
cates that safety does not require the 
imposition of the maximum barrier-scat 
spacing currently established in the 
standard. The NSTA stated further that 
the AMF test data may be interpreted as 
not precluding the safe addition of two 
inches of barrier-seat spacing. The 
NHTSA does not agree with the con¬ 
clusions drawn by the NSTA in evaluat¬ 
ing the AMF test data. Although the 
range of variations of the upper seat back 
separation distances did vary I to 2 
Inches in the AMF test, the critical area 
of lower seat back separation distances 
did not exceed the 27*4 inch center-to- 
center seat spacing standard by more 
than *4 of an inch In any Individual test. 

The NHTSA realizes that the modifica¬ 
tion proposed today will only alleviate 
some of the problems with seat spacing 
In school buses. This proposal is not in¬ 
tended to respond to the problem of seat 
spacing in activity buses which are in¬ 
volved in long distance student trans¬ 
portation. The agency is currently ex¬ 
ploring alternatives for seat spacing in 
activity buses and will publish a notice 
of proposed rulemaking on this subject 
in the future. 

The agency has considered the eco¬ 
nomic and safety impacts of this pro¬ 
posal and tentatively concludes that the 
rule should not increase the costs of 
school buses nor should It have any im¬ 
pact on the level of safety now achieved 
by school buses. 

For the reasons set forth above, the 
NHTSA proposes to amend Standard No. 
222. School Bus Passenger Seating and 
Crash Protection ‘49 CFR 571.222). as 
follows: 

1. Paragraph S5 2 of 49 CFR 571.222 
would be amended to read: 

S5.2 Restraining barrier requirements. 
Each vehicle shall be equipped with a re¬ 
straining barrier forward of any desig¬ 
nated seating position that does not have 
the rear surface of another school bus 
passenger seat within 21 inches of its 
seating reference point, measured along 
a holizontal longitudinal line through the 
seating reference point in the forward 
direction. 

2. Paragraph S5.2.1 of 49 CFR 571.222 
w r ould be amended to read: 

S5.2.1. Barrier-seat separation. The 
horizontal distance between the restrain¬ 
ing barrier's rear surface and the seating 
reference point of the seat in front of 
which the barrier Is required shrill not 
be more than 21 inches measured along 
a horizontal longitudinal line through 
the seating reference point in the for¬ 
ward direction. 

Interested persons are Invited to sub¬ 
mit comments on the proposal. AU com¬ 
ments must be limited not to exceed 15 
pages in length. Necessary attachments 
may be appended to these .submissions 
without regard to the 15-page limit. This 
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limitation is intended to encourage com¬ 
mon ters to detail their primary argu¬ 
ments in a succinct and concise fashion.

<i) A person or agency seeking to con¬ 
duct such research must first obtain any 
Federal or State of Alaska permit re¬ 
quired for the type of research involved, 
and register with the Director, Pribilof 
Islands Program. National Marine Fish¬ 
eries Service, NaUonal Oceanic and At¬ 
mospheric Administration. 1700 West- 
lake Avenue North. SeatUe. Wash. 98109. 

(2) An application for research regis¬ 
tration shall Include: 

(i) Copies of the required Federal and 
State of Alaska permits; and 

(ID A resume of the intended research 
program. 

(3) Any research conducted shall be 
sub feet to all regulations and admin is - 
traUve procedures in effect on the Prib¬ 
ilof Islands, and such research shall not 
commence until approval from the Di¬ 
rector of the Pribilof Islands Program is 
received. 

(4) Any approved research program 
shall be subject to such terms and con- 
diUons as the Director. Pribilof Islands 
Program, deems appropriate and per¬ 
mission to utilize the Pribilof Islands 
may be revoked by the Director. Pribilof 
Islands Program, at any time for non- 
compliance with such terms and condi¬ 
tions. or for vlolaUons of any regulaUon 
or administrative procedure specified in 
subparagraph <3> of this paragraph.

In carrying out this directive, entries of 
wool textile products in Category 120. pro¬ 
duced or manufactured In Colombia and ex¬ 
ported to the United 8tates prior to Janu¬ 
ary 1, 1978, shall be charged to the level of 
restraint set forth herein for Category 443. 

The levels of restraint set forth above are 
subject to Adjustment pursuant to the provi¬ 
sions of the bilateral agreement of May 28, 
1975, between the Governments of the 
United States and Colombia, which provide. 
In part, that: (1) Within the aggregate the 
applicable group limits, specific limits may 
be exceeded by designated percentages; (2) 
specific levels of restraint may be Increased 
for carryover and carryforward up to 11 per¬ 
cent of the applicable category limit; and (3) 
administrative arrangements or adjustments 
may be made to resolve minor problems 
arising In the Implementation of the agree¬ 
ment. Any appropriate adjustments under 
the provisions of the bilateral agreement 
will be made to you by letter. 

A detailed description of the categories in 
terms of TB.UB.A. numbers was published 
In Statistical Head note 4. Schedule 3 of the 
Tariff Schedules of the United States Anno¬ 
tated < 1978), 

In carrying out the above directions, entry 
into the United States for consumption 
shall be construed to Include entry for con¬ 
sumption into the Commonwealth of Puerto 
Rico. 

The actions taken with respect to the 
Government of Colombia and with respect 
to Imports of cotton, wool and man-made 
fiber textile products from Colombia have 
been determined by the Committee for the 
Implementation of Textile Agreements to 
involve foreign affairs functions of the 
United States. Therefore, the directions of 
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the Commissioner of Customs, being neces¬ 
sary to the implementation of such actions, 
fall within the foreign affairs exception to 
the rulemaking provisions of 5 U.S.C. 553.

El Paso states that 
its jurisdictional rates which are firm 
and which were approved by order 
Issued August 1, 1977. at Docket No. 
RP77-18. are deficient based upon the 
test period cost of service and project¬ 
ed sales volumes in a basic amount of 
approximately $112,176,111 annually. 
Such deficiency is applicable to all 
items of cost, including that portion of 
El Paso’s increased gas well royalty 
and production tax expense which 
would result from increases In the 
price of natural gas up to the Opinion 
No. 770 and 770-A level. El Paso, to 
insure the opportunity of full cost re¬ 
covery, has also reflected In its pro¬ 
posed rates the impact upon its gas 
well royalty and production tax ex¬ 
pense of the enactment of the Pear- 
son-Bentsen II deregulation proposal 
as passed by the Senate, which in El 
Paso's view represents the most rea¬ 
sonable estimate of the maximum in¬ 
crease in gas well royalty and produc¬ 
tion tax expense which can be expect¬ 


ed to eventuate, given the various leg¬ 
islative options currently before Con¬ 
gress. On this basis, the deficiency in 
El Paso's jurisdictional rates consists 
of the basic deficiency of $112,176,111 
annually, plus an additional deficiency 
of approximately $122,343,354. or a 
total deficiency of $234,519,465. annu¬ 
ally.

The RPAR was based on stud¬ 
ies reporting that exposure to lindane 
is associated with oncogenic, terato¬ 
genic. and fetotoxic effects in labora¬ 
tory animals. In addition. EPA re¬ 
quested further information and com¬ 
ment on the extent to which lindane 
may be causing various blood dyscrasia 
problems. However. EPA specifically 
indicated that It was not presuming 
against lindane on the basis that It 
caused blood dyscraslas. 
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The purpose of this notice is to clari¬ 
fy a reference in the HPAR notice 
which may have incorrectly implicated 
lindane smoke products with blood dy- 
scrasias. In the portion of that notice 
discussing studies reporting that lin¬ 
dane has been associated with blood 
dyscrasias in humans following expo¬ 
sure to vaporized lindane (42 FR 
9821), there is a footnote referring the 
reader to the Regulatory History sec¬ 
tion of the Position Document. In this 
section. EPA reviewed litigation in¬ 
volving Continental Chemiste Corp.'s 
lindane smoke products. 

Continental Chemiste Corp. con¬ 
tends that the footnote reference cre¬ 
ates the misimpression that its smoke 
products were involved in the medical 
case histories cited in the test. This 
notice is Intended to make it clear that 
the medical histories involved expo¬ 
sure to lindane vaporizers. None of the 
case histories are known to have in¬ 
volved exposure to lindane smoke 
products. Vaporized lindane differs 
from lindane smoke in the size of par¬ 
ticles emitted.

Nuclear Regulatory Commission 

The NRC is requesting clearance of 
a revision to 10 CFR 20.203. Caution 
Signs, Labels. Signals and Controls. 
The amendment to section 20.203(c), 
High Radiation Areas, establishes ad¬ 
ditional requirements to improve 
safety in the use of and reduce the 
probability of accidental exposure of 
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workers to sealed sources that produce 
very high levels of radiation. Footnote 
2 of the effective rule sets out the re- 
porting requirement to achieve com¬ 
pliance with section 20 203. Subsection 
20.203(cXvli) requires that records be 
kept of tests of entry control into 
areas where a sealed source of radi¬ 
ation is used to insure that personnel 
entering the area after use of the 
source are not exposed to radiation 
doses above 100 mrcm an hour. The 
NRC estimates that respondents are 
approximately 50 licensees and that 
reporting time for the one-time report¬ 
ing requirement required under foot¬ 
note 2 averages 16 hours per respon¬ 
dent and the recordkeeping time aver¬ 
ages one hour per year per facility. 
The NRC states that similar reports 
would be required from about 3 appli¬ 
cants per year for irradiator licenses 
and that burden would average ap¬ 
proximately 13-14 hours per year for 
irradiator license applicants.

propriate for the construction or carrying 
out of this Final Judgment, for the amend¬ 
ment or modification of any of the provi¬ 
sions thereof, for the enforcement of com¬ 
pliance therewith, and for punishment of 
violations thereof.

COMPETITIVE IMPACT STATEMENT 

Pursuant to Section 2<b> of the Antitrust 
Procedures and Penalties Act, 15 U.S.C. 
5 16(b). the United States of America hereby 
files this Competitive Impact Statement re¬ 
lating to the proposed Consent Judgments 
submitted for entry In this civil antitrust 
proceeding. 

I 

NATURE AND PURPOSE OP THE PROCEEDING 

On February 3. 1977. the United States 
filed a dvil complaint alleging that the De¬ 
fendants violated Section 1 of the Sherman 
Act, 15 U.S.C. | L The complaint alleges 
that the Defendants and various unnamed 
co-coaspirators conspired from 1972 
through 1974 to raise, fix. and stabilize the 
price of a certain military excursion fare ap¬ 
plicable to travel between the United States 
and the Federal Republic of Germany 
("FRO") by military personnel on leave and 
their dependants. The United States sought 
an injunction prohibiting the conduct al¬ 
leged to have given rise to the violalioa 

Entry by the Court of the proposed Con¬ 
sent Judgments will terminate the action, 
except that the Court will retain Jurisdic¬ 
tion over the matter for possible further 
proceedings which might be required to in¬ 
terpret. modify, or enforce the Judgments 
or to punish alleged violations of any of the 
provisions of the Judgments. 

The civil complaint was brought as a com¬ 
panion case to Criminal No. 77-73, filed the 
same day, and Instituted against the same 
three corporate Defendants by grand Jury 
indictment. The misdemeanor charges en¬ 
compassed the same alleged conspiracy, and 
that case was terminated on October 21. 
1977. when, after the entry of nolo conten¬ 
dere pleas, each Defendant was sentenced 
by the Court to pay a fine of $30,000. 

II 

description op PRACTICES GIVING RISE TO THE 
ALLEGED VIOLATION 

A. The Defendants 

Pan American World Airways. Inc. ("Fan 
American”), is a New York corporation with 
executive headquarters in New York City. It 
is a scheduled air carrier authorized to pro¬ 
vide service primarily between points in the 
United States, its territories and possessions 
on the one hand, and to numerous foreign 
countries on the other. 

Trans World Airlines. Inc. ("TWA”). Is a 
Delaware corporation with executive head¬ 


quarters in New York City. It Is a scheduled 
air carrier authorized to serve the continen¬ 
tal United States and several foreign coun¬ 
tries. 

Lufthansa German Airlines (Deutsche 
Lufthansa Aktiengesellschaft) ("Luft¬ 
hansa”) is a corporation organized and ex¬ 
isting under the laws of the FRO. with prin¬ 
cipal offices in Cologne. FRO. Lufthansa is 
a foreign scheduled air carrier authorized to 
serve the FRO. the United States and var¬ 
ious other countries. 

B. Trade and Commerce Involved 

Most International air transportation pro¬ 
vided by scheduled air carriers is conducted 
pursuant to agreements executed between 
the United States and other nation states. 
These agreements are commonly entitled 
Air Transport Agreements. Article 11 of the 
Air Transport Agreement between the 
United States and the FRO. entered into on 
July 7. 1955. as amended, establishes the 
mechanism for the setting of fares by those 
scheduled air carriers providing Internation¬ 
al air transportation between the United 
States and the FRO over routes allocated 
by the Agreement. Fares may be set by 
scheduled air carriers either Jointly or uni¬ 
laterally. Joint fare setting may occur under 
the procedures of the International Air 
Transport Association CIATA), an interna¬ 
tional scheduled air carrier organization. If 
I AT A procedures fall to result In an agree¬ 
ment which Is approved by the air carriers* 
governments, or such procedures are other¬ 
wise not applicable, the scheduled air carri¬ 
ers ordinarily must set fares unilaterally. If 
either the United States or the FRO disap¬ 
proves of such a unilaterally proposed fare, 
the fare must then be set through agree¬ 
ment between the governments. 

In accordance with the Federal Aviation 
Act of 1958, as amended ("the Act”), 49 
U.8.C. 5 1301 et seq.. the Civil Aeronautics 
Board ("the CAB" or lhe Board”) is the 
United States agency designated to regulate 
most aspects of international air transporta¬ 
tion. Under Section 412 of the Act all air 
carriers must file every Intercarrier agree¬ 
ment “relating to the establishment of 
transportation rates, fares, charges, or clas¬ 
sifications" with the Board, and the Board 
shall "disapprove any such contract or 
agreement . . . that It finds to be adverse 
to the public interest, or In violation of 
I the] Act** and shall approve the rest. 

The Board long ago approved a mecha¬ 
nism for the negotiation and setting of in¬ 
ternational fares by member scheduled air 
carriers. This mechanism is the IATA Traf¬ 
fic Conference, which meets on a regular 
basis to discuss and agree upon IATA fares 
for all members of the Conference. All three 
Defendants are members of the IATA North 
Atlantic Traffic Conference, which Includes 
United States-FRO markets. Like all inter- 
carrier agreements, however, each fare 
agreement reached under the IATA Confer¬ 
ence mechanism must Itself be submitted to 
the Board for approval. Once such a fare 
agreement is approved by the Board. Sec¬ 
tion 414 of the Act. Immunizes th$ agree¬ 
ment from the operation of the antitrust 
laws 

Although many international air trans¬ 
portation fares are established under the 
IATA procedures for Joint fare setting, 
other international air transportation fares 
are established unilaterally, rather than 
under the auspices of IATA. One such "non- 
IATA” are setting may occur as a response 
to the requirement or authorization of an 
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Indi victual government that an IATA* 
member scheduled air carrier provide a fare 
different from that which would otherwise 
be applicable under a currently effective 
TATA agreement. Upon the filing of a gov¬ 
ernment authorization with IATA pursuant 
to IATA procedures, the scheduled air carri¬ 
er in receipt of such authorization may set 
as fare which deviates from an agreed-upon 
IATA fare to the extent necessary to honor 
the government authorization. Other IATA- 
member scheduled air carriers authorized to 
fly the same routes are then permitted to 
make competitive responses. However, any 
agreement among scheduled air carriers to 
fix fares on traffic to or from the United 
States established pursuant to such a gov¬ 
ernment authorization, like all agreements, 
must be filed with the CAB for Its review 
and approval. 

During the period 1972-1974. the Defen¬ 
dants. all IATA members, provided regular¬ 
ly scheduled services between the FRO and 
the United States. During this same period, 
the United States had approximately 
300,000 troops stationed in the FRO. Many 
military personnel on leave and their depen¬ 
dents traveled In International air transpor¬ 
tation between the FRO and the United 
States, taking discretionary trips whose cost 
was borne by the Individual traveler. Pan 
American. TWA. and Lufthansa provided 
the predominant share of such internation¬ 
al air transportation services. 

The United States Department of Defense 
encouraged such travel by United States 
military personnel on leave and their depen¬ 
dents In the interest of the morale of the 
troops stationed In the FRO. In mid-1971, 
the Department of Defense requested that 
several domestic scheduled air carriers. In¬ 
cluding Pan American and TWA. Institute 
fares lower than the already established 
IATA military excursion fare for persona] 
discretion travel by United States military 
personnel on leave and their dependents. 
This request did not suggest a fare level 
other than to suggest generally that the 
fare should be lower than the IATA level. 

Shortly thereafter, pursuant to the IATA 
procedures. Pan American transmitted the 
Department of Defense s request to IATA as 
a government authorization and Implement¬ 
ed a non-IATA military excursion fare, ap¬ 
plicable for discretionary travel In Interna¬ 
tional air transportation by Untted States 
military' personnel on leave and their depen¬ 
dents between the FRO and the United 
States. This non-IATA fare wss $169.80 
round trip between Frankfurt and New 
York, a reduction of almost 25 percent from 
the comparable IATA military excursion 
fare of $222 TWA and Lufthansa shortly 
thereafter Implemented matching non- 
IATA military excursion fares. 

C. Defendants Practice 

The Government would have contended 
at trial that beginning sometime In 1972 and 
continuing through most of 1974. the De¬ 
fendants and unnamed co-conspirators en¬ 
gaged in a combination and conspiracy to 
fix. raise, stabilize and maintain the price 
levels of the non IATA military excursion 
fare between points In the FRO and points 
in the United States In violation of Section 
1 of the Sherman Act. 15 UB.C. f l. The 
Government would have claimed that this 
combination and conspiracy resulted in 
three Increases to the non-IATA military 
excursion fare s six percent Increase In the 
fare In May of 1973 from $169.80 to $180: a 
22 percent increase In the fare In March of 


1974 from $180 to $220; and a 30 percent in¬ 
crease in the fare in July of 1974 from $220 
to $286. The complaint charges that the De¬ 
fendants carried out the alleged combina¬ 
tion and conspiracy In several w~ays, includ¬ 
ing: 

(a) Engaging In communications with each 
other through meetings, telephone conver¬ 
sations. exchanges of telex messages and 
otherwise, regarding proposed alterations in 
the level of the non-IATA military excur¬ 
sion fare; 

<b> Refraining from disclosing the exis¬ 
tence of the agreement to the CAB; 

(c) Refraining from obtaining the approv¬ 
al of the CAB to establish and implement 
the agreement; and 

<d) Filing tariff revisions with the CAB 
which were the product of the agreement. 
The complaint also states that In 1974 the 
Defendants derived approximately $15.8 
million In revenues from sales to United 
States military personnel on leave and their 
dependents of international air transporta¬ 
tion services between the United States and 
the FRO under the non-LATA military ex¬ 
cursion fare. 

D. The Antitrust Violation 

As noted above, certain aspects of interna¬ 
tional air transportation are regulated by 
the CAB in accordance with the Federal 
Aviation Act. Whereas ordinarily, all combi¬ 
nations which tend to fix. raise, stabilize, or 
control prices would be considered illegal 
under Section 1 of the Sherman Act. the 
Federal Aviation Act exempts Intercarrler 
agreements on rates, fares and charges from 
the operation of the antitrust laws under 
certain circumstances. If the carriers submit 
their agreement to the CAB. and It grants 
approval of the agreement prior to Its Im¬ 
plementation. then any person subject to 
that approval order Is accorded antitrust im¬ 
munity in respect of any activities within 
the scope of that official approval. However, 
any Intercarrier agreement affecting rates, 
fares, and charges which has not been ap¬ 
proved by the CAB remains subject to the 
ordinary operation of the antitrust laws 

As alleged in the complaint, the Defen¬ 
dants failed to disclose the existence of 
their alleged price-fixing agreement to the 
CAB and failed to obtain the approval of 
the CAB to establish and implement their 
agreement. The alleged violation of Section 
1 of the Sherman Act. therefore, consisted 
of an agreement on fares entered into and 
implemented without the necessary review 
and approval of the CAB. 

Ill 

EXPLANATION OF THE PROPOSED CONSENT 
JUDGMENTS 

The United Slates has consented to the 
entry of two Final Judgments, one with De¬ 
fendants Pan American and TWA. and one 
with Defendant Lufthansa. The United 
8tates and Defendants have agreed in stipu¬ 
lations that these Final Judgments. In the 
forms negotiated by the parties, may be en¬ 
tered by the Court any time after compli¬ 
ance with the Antitrust Procedures and 
Penalties Act. provided that Plant Iff has 
not withdrawn its consent The Judgments 
provide that there have been no admissions 
by any of the parties with respect to any 
issue of fact or law. Under the provisions of 
Section 2<e> of the Antitrust Procedures and 
Penalties Act, entry of these Final Judg¬ 
ments is conditioned upon the Court's deter¬ 
mination that they are In the public inter¬ 


est. The United States believes the proposed 
Consent Judgments are in the public Inter¬ 
est. 

A. Prohibited Conduct 

The proposed Consent Judgments grant 
the fundamental relief the United Stales 
sought In the Complaint In Section IV of 
both Judgments the Defendants are prohib¬ 
ited from directly or Indirectly agreeing 
with any domestic or foreign air carrier to 
raise, fix, determine, maintain, stabilize, or 
adhere to any fare level or tariff condition 
for International air transportation unless 
such agreement Is approved by the CAB. 

B. Scope of the Proposed Judoments 

Section III of the Pan Ametican-TWA 
Judgment provides that Us terms shall 
apply to these Defendants and to each of 
these Defendants' officers, directors, agents, 
employees, subsidiaries, successors and as¬ 
signs. and to all other persons in active con¬ 
cert or participation with any of them who 
have received actual notice of the Final 
Judgment by personal service or otherwise. 
Section III of the Lufthansa Judgment pro¬ 
vides that Its terms shall apply to that De¬ 
fendant and to each of Its officers, directors, 
agents, employees, successors, and assigns, 
and to all other persons In active concert or 
participation with any of them who have re¬ 
ceived actual notice of the Final Judgment 
by personal service or otherwise. 

Further. Section V of both proposed Judg¬ 
ments provides that each defendant shall 
establish a reasonable education and com¬ 
pliance program to advise all of its person¬ 
nel involved in establishing international air 
transportation fare levels or tariff condi¬ 
tions of the corporation's and their obliga¬ 
tions under the Final Judgment. The pro¬ 
gram must Include, at a minimum, an expla¬ 
nation or copy of the Final Judgment and a 
statement of the corporate compliance 
policy under it In an appropriate company 
manual or memorandum. In addition, under 
the terms of Section V of the Lufthansa 
Judgment. Defendant Lufthansa must un¬ 
dertake a good faith effort to cause to be es¬ 
tablished a reasonable program for dissemi¬ 
nation of and education as to the Final 
Judgment, involving each corporate officer, 
director, employee and agent of its subsid¬ 
iary Condor Flugdienst G.m.b.H. 
("Condor") having responsibilities in con¬ 
nection with or authority over the establish¬ 
ment of international air transportation 
fare levels or conditions. For a period of five 
years. If requested, all of the Defendants 
must also provide the Department of Jus¬ 
tice with accounts of their required educa¬ 
tion and compliance programs. 

Section VI of the Lufthansa Judgment 
provides that that Defendant shall within 
sixty (60) days of the entry of the Judgment 
send by certified mall a copy of the Final 
Judgment to the Condor agent designated 
to receive service of process. 

In order to assure compliance with the 
Final Judgments. Section VI of the Pan 
Amertcan-TWA Judgment and Section VII 
of the Lufthansa Judgment confer upon 
duly authorized representatives of the De¬ 
partment of Justice the power to obtain 
access, upon reasonable notice, to the rec¬ 
ords. documents and personnel of each of 
the Defendants. The Lufthansa Judgment 
acknowledges that such power as to Defen¬ 
dant Lufthansa may be circumscribed when 
the sources of Information are located in 
the FRG. compliance Is prohibited by the 
laws of the FRG. and Lufthansa has becu 
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unable to obtain compliance permission 
from the appropriate authorities despite its 
good faith efforts to do so. Under both 
Judgments, the Assistant Attorney General 
for the Antitrust Division may also require 
submission of written reports by Defendants 
with respect to matters covered by the Final 
Judgment. 

C Effect of the Proposed Final Judgments 
on Competition 

The relief encompassed In the proposed 
Final Judgments is aimed at preventing any 
recurrence of the activities alleged In the 
complaint. It should be noted that w hile the 
complaint charged Defendants with agree¬ 
ing to fix a scheduled military excursion 
fare without CAB approval, the Consent 
Judgments would prohibit fixing without 
CAB approval any International fare—all 
scheduled fares, all cargo fares and all 
charter fares. Entry of the proposed Judg¬ 
ments will ensure that each Defendants* 
fare levels and tariff conditions for Interna¬ 
tional air transportation are set unilaterally 
unless such matters are formulated within 
the LATA mechanism for the negotiation 
and setting of International fares by 
member scheduled air carriers, or within 
other CAB approved procedures. This pro¬ 
posed relief vindicates the congressional 
Intent that antitrust immunity attach to an¬ 
ticompetitive conduct—such as Inlercarrier 
agreements—only after proper notice to. 
public review by and approval of the CAB. 

Accordingly, it is the opinion of the De¬ 
partment of Justice that the proposed Final 
Judgments adequately ensure the elimina¬ 
tion of unsupervised and unregulated price 
fixing by these Defendants and a return to 
the kind of balance between competition 
and regulation which Congress Intended for 
the air transportation industry. It is also 
the opinion of the Department that disposi¬ 
tion of the matter without further litigation 
is appropriate in view of the fact that the 
proposed Final Judgments embody substan¬ 
tially the form and scope of relief that 
might have been obtained after a full airing 
of the issues at trial. 

IV 

REMEDIES AVAILABLE TO POTENTIAL PRIVATE 
LITIGANTS 

Section 4 of the Clayton Act. 15 UJ3.C. 
515. provides that any person who has been 
injured in his business or property as a 
result of conduct prohibited by the anti¬ 
trust laws may bring suit in federal court to 
recover three times the damages such 
person has suffered, as well as costs and rea¬ 
sonable attorneys’ fees. Entry of the pro¬ 
posed Consent Judgments In this proceeding 
will neither impair nor assist the bringing of 
any such private antitrust actions. Under 
the provisions of Section 5<a) of the Clayton 
Act, 15 UJS.C. §16(a). these Judgments have 
no prima facie effect In any subsequent pri¬ 
vate lawsuits which may be brought against 
these Defendants. 

V 

PROCEDURES AVAILABLE FOR THE MODIFICATION 
OP THE PROPOSED PINAL JUDGMENTS 

The propose Final Judgments are subject 
to stipulations by and between the United 
States and the Defendants which provide 
that the United States may withdraw its 
consent to the proposed Consent Judgments 
at any time before their entry by the Court. 
In addition, by their terms, the proposed 
Judgments provide for retention of jurisdic¬ 


tion of this action, permitting any party to 
apply to the Court for such orders as may 
be necessary or appropriate for modification 
of the Judgments. 

As provided by the Antitrust Procedures 
and Penalties Act. any person who wishes to 
comment upon the proposed Final Judg¬ 
ments may submit written comments to El¬ 
liott M. Selden, Chief. Transportation Sec¬ 
tion. Department of Justice Antitrust Divi¬ 
sion. Washington. D.C. 20530. within the 60- 
day period provided by the Act. These com¬ 
ments and the responses to them will be 
filed with the Court and published in the 
Federal Register. All comments will be 
given due consideration by the Department 
of Justice to determine if there is any 
reason for withdrawal of Its consent to or 
for modification of the proposed Final Judg¬ 
ments. 


VI 

ALTERNATIVES TO THE PROPOSED FINAL 
JUDGMENTS 

The relief provided for In the proposed 
Consent Judgments is essentially that 
sought by the United States in Instituting 
this lawsuit. In negotiating these decrees, 
the United States originally sought in Sec¬ 
tion IV of both Judgments to enjoin the De¬ 
fendants from discussing, negotiating, or ex¬ 
changing any information with any air car¬ 
rier regarding any fare level or tariff condi¬ 
tion for International air transportation 
unless within the scope of a CAB order au¬ 
thorizing such conduct. This provision was 
deleted durlno negotiations. Defendants 
claimed that the provision was overbroad 
and inappropriate. There was also concern 
that the provision might unduly discourage 
legitimate business communications within 
this regulated industry. Ultimately, the De¬ 
partment determined that the public was 
adequately protected by the prohibition 
against intercarrier agreements not ap¬ 
proved by the CAB. because under that pro¬ 
hibition no price-fixing agreement flowing 
from such discussion could lawfully be im¬ 
plemented without prior CAB approval. 

Originally, the United States planned to 
enter only one Final Judgment which would 
Include all Defendants. However, it was per¬ 
suaded that certain problems unique to De¬ 
fendant Lufthansa made it more feasible to 
deal with the foreign air carrier separately 
from the domestic air carriers, although the 
two decrees are. except In the following re¬ 
spects. identical. Section HI of the Lufth¬ 
ansa Judgment does not make the proposed 
Judgment applicable to subsidiaries, al¬ 
though It is applicable to other named per¬ 
sons and entities related to that Defendant. 
“Subsidiaries*' was not included because 
Lufthansa contended that a Law of the FRO 
prohibited a parent company from consent¬ 
ing to any action which would be Inconsis¬ 
tent with the best Interests of its subsidiary. 
According to Lufthansa, such harm would 
result If It signed a decree binding Condor, 
its subsidiary corporation involved In 
charter airline operations, subjecting 
Condor not only to usual antitrust liability, 
but also to potential contempt liability for 
violation of the decree. Because the United 
States had no evidence that Condor had en¬ 
gaged in the illegal activity which prompted 
the institution of the criminal and civil 
cases, the United States concluded that no 
valid prosecutorial purpose would be served 
by attempting to subject Condor to the 
decree by possibly placing Lufthansa In 
direct violation of German Law. According¬ 
ly. it excluded “subsidiaries” from Section 


HI of the Lufthansa Judgment. In order to 
ensure, however, that Condor was aware of 
the general requirements of United States 
antitrust laws which are embodied in the 
Judgment, special obligations were imposed 
on Defendant Lufthansa to serve and edu¬ 
cate its subsidiary, as earlier set forth in 
Section III(B) of this Competitive Impact 
Statement. Finally, the Department has 
agreed to circumscribe Its enforcement 
power over Lufthansa in the limited circum¬ 
stances where Departmental access to 
German personnel, records amd documents 
poses a direct conflict w ith German law. 

VII 

DETERMINATIVE MATERIALS 

There are no materials or documents 
which the Government considered determi¬ 
native in formulating these proposed Final 
Judgments. Therefore, none is being filed 
with this Competitive Impact Statement.

Investigation has indicated that an 
accident on July 8. in which Pump 
Station No. 8 was destroyed and one 
person was killed, resulted from the 
failure of the pump station personnel 
to follow f Alyeska Pipeline Sendee Co. 
(Alyeska), operating procedures. An¬ 
other accident on August 15. In which 
crude oil spilled and could have Ignit¬ 
ed in Pump Station No. 9. also resulted 
from the failure of pump station per¬ 
sonnel to follow company procedures. 

The unique topography of this pipe¬ 
line system is such that Pump Sta¬ 
tions Nos. 8 and 10 or Pump Stations 
Nos. 9 and 10 must be operating to 
transport the crude oil to Valdez. 
Alaska. If Pump Station No. 9 had 
been destroyed on August 15 as Pump 
Station No. 8 was earlier, the entire 
pipeline system would have been shut 
down Indefinitely. This would have 
created the potential for crude oil so¬ 
lidification In the pipeline. 

The Safety Board's first two re com¬ 
mendations asked Alyeska to review 
all pump station startup procedures 
for inadequacies and to designate a 
manager at each pump station who 
would require that all personnel 
comply with the procedures. The Sep¬ 
tember 9 recommendations were in¬ 
tended to correct design and operating 
deficiencies in the pump rooms of 
each station. 

In its response of September 16 (42 
FR 54480. October 6. 1977), Alyeska 
indicated initiation in early July of a 
study of possible changes In pump con¬ 
trol locations, carrying the study a 
step further to include all booster 
pumps and the Pump Station 5 injec¬ 
tion pumps as well as the main line 
pumps.

21.1977); three. Nos. P-77-21 through 


Highway Safety Recommendation 
No. H-77-32. —In 1975 the Bureau of 
Motor Carrier Safety (BMCS). U.S. 
Department of Transportation, issued 
an advance notice of proposed rule- 
making in response to a petition by 
the S&ng&mo Electric Co., a tacho¬ 
graph manufacturer, concerning in¬ 
stallation of tachographs in interstate 
buses. 

In support of its petition. Sang&mo 
cited 1971 through 1972 BMCS statls- 
tics on some Class 1 common and con¬ 
tract carriers that used tachographs 
and some that did not. The users had 
an accident rate of 1.93 per million 


miles of intercity operations, a fatality 
rate of 7.23 per 100 million miles of op¬ 
erations. a bodily injury rate of 1.03 
per million miles, and an average of 
$4,716 in property damage per million 
miles. In contrast, statistics of the 
nonusers showed 2.42 accidents per 
million miles of operation. 8.34 fatali¬ 
ties per 100 million miles of operation. 
1.15 bodily injuries per million miles, 
and an average of $5,699 in property 
damage per million miles. 

BMCS withdrew the proposed rule 
In 1976. thus denying the San gam o pe¬ 
tition. In rejecting the petition. BMCS 
cited Industry data which Indicated 
that the use of tachographs does not 
reduce the accident rate. Greyhound 
Lines, Inc., and the American Truck¬ 
ing Associations. Inc., supplied backup 
information upon which BMCS based 
its conclusion that “factors other than 
use of tachographs can result In a 
good safety record.’’ 

The Safety Board has investigated 
seven commercial vehicle accidents in 
which the vehicles Involved had been 
traveling either at speeds considered 
too fast for conditions, or in excess of 
the legal limit. In one accident investi¬ 
gated by the Board, at Seattle. Wash., 
the driver alleged that his speed had 
been 45 mph, whereas the tachograph 
record Indicated that the speed had 
been 52 mph. The tachograph record 
made it possible to show that the vehi¬ 
cle's actual speed, only 2 mph above 
the posted speed, did not permit safe 
negotiation of this particular curve 
when the pavement was wet. 

In denying Sangamo’s petition. 
BMCS chose to cite industry statistics 
which Indicated that use of tacho¬ 
graphs does not reduce the accident 
rate. BMCS apparently did not consid¬ 
er Its own statistics which indicate 
that the use of tachographs might be 
significant. Further, no comparisons 
were made of types of vehicles, loads 
and weight distribution, or weather 
and road conditions. Therefore, on De¬ 
cember 16 the Safety Board recom¬ 
mended that BMCS— 

Conduct scientifically controlled studies 
to determine the effects and merits of the 
use of tachographs on commorial vehicles in 
reducing accidents. (H-77-32.) 

Responses to Safety 
Recommendations 

Aviation: A-77-6S through 67.—Fed¬ 
eral Aviation Administration's letter 
of November 28 is in answer to recom¬ 
mendations. involving dissemination 
and use of meteorological information, 
w hich were issued as a result of inves¬ 
tigation into the crash last/ April 4 of a 
Southern Airways DC-9-31 at New 
Hope, Ga. (See 42 FR 54479. October 
6. 1977.) 

In answer to recommendation A-77- 
65. w hich asked FAA to transmit SIG- 
MET*s more frequently on NAVAID's 
so that pilots can receive more timely 
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information about hazardous weather. 
FAA reports actions taken to provide 
enhanced dissemination of SIGMETs, 
Severe Thunderstorm Watch Bulle¬ 
tins. and Tornado Watch Bulletins. 
Prior to the Southern Airways acci¬ 
dent. FAA had acted to have both cen¬ 
ters and towers broadcast receipt of all 
SIGMETs. Identifying the area and 
alerting pilots to potentially adverse 
conditions, and enabling the pilot to 
call Flight Standards Service for com¬ 
plete information. 

While FAA does not now have equip¬ 
ment to broadcast SIGMETs auto¬ 
matically. as the FSS Modernization 
program develops and new equipment 
is placed in service, FAA should be 
able to provide a continuous broadcast 
of advisories through automated 
methods, the November 28 response 
indicates. 

FAA also reports issuance in May 
1977 of a revision to the priority of 
duties for FSS specialists. This revi¬ 
sion elevated notification actions to 
other Air Traffic facilities by FSS and 
in FSS broadcasts of SIGMENTs and 
AIRMET's. Required notifications 
now are only ranked after emergency 
actions and NAVAID malfunctioning 
requirements. Broadcast of SIGMET's 
and AIRMET's now are ranked only 
below services to airborne aircraft 
(other than above actions). This pro¬ 
vided for dissemination of vital infor¬ 
mation to pilots and controllers in a 
more timely and effective manner. 

Recommendation A-77-66 asked 
FAA to code, according to geographic 
applicability. Severe Thunderstorm 
Watch Bulletins and Tornado Watch 
Bulletins issued by the National 
Severe Storms Forecast Center for 
transmission to appropriate air traffic 
control facilities by the FAA Weather 
Message Switching Center so that air 
traffic control facilities can relay the 
earliest warning of severe weather to 
flightcrews. In response. FAA notes 
that in June 1977 it proposed to the 
National Weather Service that Severe 
Weather Forecasts of Bulletins 
(WW’s). be Implemented for aviation 
use. In reply. National Weather Ser¬ 
vice on September 19 outlined a sepa¬ 
rate aviation severe local storm watch 
for Service A that would be distribut¬ 
ed geographically according to States 
by the FAA Weather Message Switch¬ 
ing Center. This proposed format ap¬ 
pears to meet the needs of the pilot 
and the FAA. The product should be 
available early in 1978. 

In response to A-77-67. which rec¬ 
ommended that FAA require that 
each air traffic control facility depict 
on the map portion of its radar dis¬ 
plays those airports immediately out¬ 
side of that facility's jurisdiction to 
the extent that adjacent facilities 
depict those airports on their displays. 
FAA reports that it is now exploring 
the feasibility of the following meth¬ 


ods for display of emergency airports: 
(1) Display all airports with approved 
approaches within the display area, 
either by automated or mechanical/ 
electrical means: and (2) In NAS Stage 
A. place the display of all airports not 
required for normal operations on a 
separate filter key. These airports 
could then be brought up for display 
in emergency situations by depressing 
this key. 

Highway: H-76-4 .—Letter of Decem¬ 
ber 5 from the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration is in re¬ 
sponse to the Safety Board’s Novem¬ 
ber 4 inquiry (42 FR 60238, November 
25. 1977). reference NHTSA’s schedule 
for addressing the development and 
use of probationary licensing for 
young novice drivers. 

NHTSA reports that the feasibility 
study was completed, and States were 
solicited for proposals in response to 
an FY 1977- demonstration project 
work statement. Only two proposals 
were received from the States (New 
Jersey and Maryland). Following ex¬ 
tensive negotiation with both jurisdic¬ 
tions. the Maryland proposal was ac¬ 
cepted contingent upon passage of an 
enabling act at the next (1978). legisla¬ 
tive session. Planning funds have been 
provided to Maryland in the interim. 
Also, limited evaluation funds are 
being provided to New Jersey to deter¬ 
mine the effect of laws recently adopt¬ 
ed tn that State that deal with young 
novice drivers. If Maryland is able to 
achieve the planned legislation, the 
demonstration project will begin In 
earnest In that State In 1978, NHTSA 
reports. 

As to the recommended development 
of a provisional licensing model for in¬ 
corporation into the driver licensing 
standard, NHTSA notes that the 
Highway Safety Program Standards 
(HSPS). are under evaluation and may 
be vastly revised by the time this dem¬ 
onstration project is completed. How¬ 
ever. as positive results are identified 
under this project they will be pre¬ 
sented to the States and. if appropri¬ 
ate at that time, will be made a part of 
the HSPS program. 

Attached to NHTSA’s letter Is a 
copy of the final report which serves 
as the basis for a demonstration pro¬ 
ject for the provisional licensing of 
young novice drivers. The objective 
would be to ease the youthful new 
driver into the driving environment 
through controlled exposure to pro¬ 
gressively more difficult driving expe¬ 
riences, thereby reducing the number 
of automobile accidents and traffic 
violations by young novice drivers. 

Marine: M- 77-J2.—Letter of Decem¬ 
ber 6 from the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration. U.S. De¬ 
partment of Commerce, is In response 
to a recommendation issued by the 
Safety Board following investigation 
of the sinking on September 13. 1976, 


of the charter fishing boat PEARL-C 
on the Columbia River Bar near As¬ 
toria. Oreg. The recommendation 
asked NOAA to develop an oceanogra¬ 
phic measurement system to measure, 
process, and report those sea condi¬ 
tions which are Important to the safe 
navigation of boats crossing the Co¬ 
lumbia River Bar. (See 42 FR 57577, 
November 3. 1977.) 

NOAA’s Initial reaction Is that an ef¬ 
fective system can be provided. 
NOAA's Office of Ocean Engineering 
and other NOAA loaboratories are 
now developing measuring equipment 
for this application. A fully operation¬ 
al system must include analyses, fore¬ 
casts. and dissemination as well as ob¬ 
servations, NOAA stated. Any action 
taken regarding such a system w’ould 
depend on availability of funds. 

Pipeline: P-72-52.—Letter of Decem¬ 
ber 5 from the National Science Foun¬ 
dation is In response to the Safety 
Board’s request of November 2 (42 FR 
60238, November 25. 1977) that the 
Foundation study the flow' of natural 
gas through various basement wall 
materials and the sealing of entry 
points of gas pipes. 

NSF states that it is not authorized 
to support development activity but 
can support applied research activities. 
The particular problem of flow of nat¬ 
ural gas through basement walls ap¬ 
pears to require development activities 
for further improvement rather than 
basic or applied research. NSA sug¬ 
gests that this might be most appro¬ 
priate for a gas association or for gas 
companies to Investigate or for a mis¬ 
sion agency, such as the Safety Board, 
to support. NSF depends primarily 
upon unsolicited proposals to identify 
specific research problems and pro¬ 
jects for potential support and has not 
received research support requests in 
this particular research area in the 
past several years. 

Railroad: R-76-42 through 44.—The 
Greater Cleveland Regional Transit 
Authority on November 21 replied to 
the Safety Board’s Inquiry of Novem¬ 
ber 8 <42 FR 60240. November 25. 
1977) regarding automatic train con¬ 
trol or cab signals. The transit author¬ 
ity reports that it has— 

Installed cab signal testing loops in the 
existing storage loops In the existing storage 
yards at Windermere and Brookpark. In ad¬ 
dition. GCRTA has on order from General 
Railway Signal Co. test facilities for the 
Windermere and Airport terminals, these to 
be installed as soon as possible after deliv¬ 
ery. This will prohibit trains from departing 
from a yard or terminal with Inoperative 
train control or cab signals. (Reference rec¬ 
ommendation R-76-42.) 

A procedure has been developed to dis¬ 
charge passengers and remove trains from 
service immediately If they develop auto¬ 
matic train control or cab signal problems 
while en route. (R-76-43.) 

Train to tower control Supervisor radio 
communications are also monitored by the 
traffic control center to Insure dependable 
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operational control and to provide addition¬ 
al assistance In emergencies. Also LPL type 
land phones are available at all Interlocking 
areas. (R-76-44.) 

Railroad: R-76-48 and 49,— Letter of 
November 26 from the Connecticut 
Department of Transportation is in re¬ 
sponse to the Safety Board's inquiry 
of November 15 (42 PR 62054. Decem¬ 
ber 8, 1977). The Department reports 
that at its direction. Conrail has con¬ 
ducted safety demonstration classes 
for police, fire, and emergency rescue 
crews of the various towns along the 
New Haven Line; 29 classes were con¬ 
ducted on 17 dates between September 
18. 1976. and December 4. 1976. 
Thirty-six organizations were repre¬ 
sented by 450 of their personnel and 
an additional class was held last 
March 19 for trainees attending the 
State of Connecticut's Fire Training 
Program. Conrail is currently checking 
with the various organizations on the 
need for a refresher class due to per¬ 
sonnel changes. Classes were held on 
October 18. November 19, 20 and 26. 
1977. and five more are scheduled for 
December 1977. 

The Department also reports that 
Louis T. Klauder and Associates rec¬ 
ommended a ring-head turn screw be 
installed on the access panels to the 
emergency door operating handles. A 
sketch of the ring-head turn screws 
which eliminate the need for a coin or 
any other device to open this panel is 
attached to the Department’s letter. 
Both the Department and the Metro¬ 
politan Transportation Authority ap¬ 
proved the recommendation. These 
screws are now being installed on M-2 
cars during the monthly inspection 
and all in-service cars will be complet¬ 
ed by the end of November, the De¬ 
partment stated. 

Railroad : R-77-20 through 23.— 

Letter dated November 18 from the 
Greater Cleveland Regional Transit 
Authority is an initial response to rec¬ 
ommendations Issued following inves¬ 
tigation into the August 18. 1976. rear 
end collission in Cleveland. Ohio, of 
two trains operated by GCRTA. (See 
42 FR 42934. August 25. 1977.) 

In response to recommendation R- 
77-20. GCRTA has (l) developed a set 
of operating rules which are in draft 
form and which will be printed and 
Implemented within 60 days. (2) devel¬ 
oped an outline of the basic operator 
training procedures along with a 
schedule of the succeeding reviews and 
an annual reexamination to keep cur¬ 
rent with rule requirements, and (3) 
implemented a system of supervision 
which will enforce the rules through 
proficiency testing which will provide 
efficient operation. 

In response to R-77-21. GCRTA re¬ 
ports that trains now operate on an 
absolute block. When it becomes nec¬ 
essary to enter an occupied block, in 
an emergency, permission must be re¬ 


ceived from the tower control supervi¬ 
sor. In response to R-77-22. GCRTA 
reports that to insure that general 
orders and bulletins are read and un¬ 
derstood, operators must sign the bul¬ 
letins. Test facilities are now in oper¬ 
ation at the Windermere and Brook- 
park yards to insure predeparture 
tests of ATC. cab signals, before trains 
enter mainline service. This will be ex¬ 
panded with the installation of testing 
equipment, which is on order, to be in¬ 
stalled at the Windermere and Airport 
terminals where cars are disconnected 
from multicar trains to be used as 
single-unit trains. The defect card now 
In use does provide a record for the op¬ 
erator to indicate when inspections 
and repairs were made, GCRTA 
stated.

This description of 
a vehicle configuration is a simplifica¬ 
tion of the Environmental Protection 
Agency’s definition of the term, which 
can be found at 40 CFR §600.002- 
77<a>< 24). Avanti’s one configuration 
meets the 1978 emissions standards for 
California, and so can be offered for 
sale in all 50 states. The average 
Avanti II sells for approximately 
$16,000. and is said by Avanti to be 
comparable by reason of price, quality, 
hand-assembled workmanship, and ad¬ 
vanced styling to Cadillac, Mercedes- 
Benz. Jaguar, Lincoln Continental, 
and the Chrysler New Yorker. Avanti 
purchases its engines and transmis¬ 
sions from General Motors, and pro¬ 
duces the rest of the automobile itself. 

Avanti's annual production has been 
about 150 automobiles for each of the 
last 4 years. Avanti anticipates produc¬ 
ing 180 automobiles in the 1978 model 
year. The fuel economy values for 
Avanti’s 1977 automobiles were 13.8 
mpg in the city and 18.5 mpg on the 
highway. The combined city/highway 
fuel economy and fleet average fuel 
company were 15.6 mpg. To reach this 
average fuel economy level. Avanti’s 
most notable efforts in the past have 
been the use of a fiberglass body to 
reduce the total weight of the auto¬ 
mobile. a reduction of the cubic Inch 
displacement of the engine from 400 
to 350, and a reduction of the axle 
ratio from 3.54 to 3.07. Avanti began 
its 1978 model year production in Oc¬ 
tober. 

Avanti argues that its maximum fea¬ 
sible average fuel economy for 1978 is 
15.6 mpg. the same average fuel econo¬ 
my level as it achieved in the 1977 
model year. Avanti emphasized that 
its configuration competes with cer¬ 
tain other luxury passenger auto¬ 
mobiles. listed above. Within that 
group of passenger automobiles, Avan¬ 
ti’s 1977 fuel economy was as good as 
any other car and better than most. 
Avanti points out that the larger man¬ 
ufacturers can produce relatively fuel 
inefficient automobiles In this group 
and still comply with the applicable 
fuel economy standard by offsetting 
these automobiles with other more 
fuel efficient automobiles which they 
produce. Avanti can not engage in this 


averaging, since it produces only one 
vehicle configuration. 

For 1978. the General Motors engine 
and transmission used by Avanti will 
be technologically unchanged from 

1977. Avanti did not order a smaller 
engine or reduce its rear axle ratio for 

1978. since either of these steps would 
have reduced the Avanti ITs perfor¬ 
mance to a level lower than that of 
any of its principal competitors. 
Avanti has indicated that it will take 
both of these steps when its competi¬ 
tors do so and if it can obtain the com¬ 
ponents. 

Avanti’s petition for exemption also 
requested an exemption for the 1979 
and 1980 model years. However. Avan¬ 
ti’s petition and supplementary filing 
do not contain sufficient information 
to permit the NHTSA to assess Avan¬ 
ti’s maximum feasible average fuel 
economy for the 1979 and 1980 model 
years. If Avanti corrects the deficien¬ 
cies in its petition relating to those 
model years, the NHTSA will publish 
a new notice of receipt covering those 
model years. 

NHTSA Options 

The NHTSA will carefully evaluate 
Avanti's petition relating to the 1978 
model year, all comments received 
thereon and other relevant informa¬ 
tion. Following this evaluation, the 
NHTSA could find that Avanti plans 
to use all reasonably available means 
and strategies for improving its aver¬ 
age fuel economy and that its project¬ 
ed average fuel economy for the 1978 
model year is its maximum feasible 
average fuel economy for that model 
year. Alternatively, the NHTSA could 
find that AvAnti has some additional 
means and strategies available to it to 
improve its average fuel economy 
above the projected level for 1978. and 
make a determination of the maxi¬ 
mum feasible average fuel economy 
that could be achieved for 1978 if 
those means and strategies were im¬ 
plemented. 

If Avanti’s maximum feasible aver¬ 
age fuel economy Is determined by 
this agency to be equal to or greater 
than the generally applicable standard 
of 18.0 mpg.

If Avanti’s maximum feasible 
average fuel economy is determined to 
be less than 18.0 mpg. Avanti's peti¬ 
tion may be granted.

Checker projects that the fuel econo¬ 
my of these base levels will remain 
constant during the 1978 through 1980 
model years. 

Based on Its projected mix for the 

1978 model year, which Is about 60% 6- 
cylinder Federal. 25% 6-cylinder Cali¬ 
fornia, 12% 8-cylinder Federal, and 3% 
8-cylinder California. Checker states 
that its 1978 average fuel economy will 
be 18.8 miles per gallon. 

The New York City Taxi and Limou¬ 
sine Commission has set requirements 
that will require all new automobiles 
to be used as taxis or limousines in 
New York City to meet the applicable 
California emissions standards begin¬ 
ning with the 1978 model year. The 
New York City market is cruical for 
Checker, so it anticipates shifting its 
production mix in the 1979 and later 
model years to make more of Its auto¬ 
mobiles eligible for use in New York 
City as taxicabs and limousines.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: 
Part A of title III of the Energy Policy 
and Conservation Act (Pub. L. 94-163) 


amended the Motor Vehicle Informa¬ 
tion and Cost Savings Act (hereinafter 
referred to as “the Act”) by adding a 
new Title V. That title requires the 
Secretary of Transportation to imple¬ 
ment and administer a program for 
improving the average fuel economy 
of new automobiles sold in the United 
States. Authority to administer the 
program was delegated by the Secre¬ 
tary to the Administrator of the 
NHTSA; 41 FR 25015. June 22. 1976. 

Section 502(a)(1) of the Act estab¬ 
lishes average fuel economy standards 
for passenger automobiles at ifc miles 
per gallon (mpg) for 1978, 19 mpg for 
1979, and 20 mpg for 1980. They then 
steadily rise to a level of 27.5 mpg for 
1985 and thereafter. Under 49 CFR 
Part 523, Vehicle Classification, pub¬ 
lished at 42 FR 38362. July 28. 1977. 
passenger automobiles include station 
wagons, sedans, coupes, and sports 
cars. 

Section 502(a) of the Act provides 
that a low volume manufacturer of 
passenger automobiles may be 
exempted from the generally applica¬ 
ble average fuel economy standards if 
those standards are more stringent 
than the maximum feasible average 
fuel economy achievable by the low 
volume manufacturer, and If the 
NHTSA establishes an alternative 
standard for the low volume manufac¬ 
turer at the manufacturer s maximum 
feasible level. A low volume manufac¬ 
turer under the Act Is one which man¬ 
ufacturers (within or without the 
United States) fewer than 10.000 pas¬ 
senger automobiles In the model year 
for which the exemption is sought 
(hereinafter ’’the affected model 
year”), on which manufacture red 
fewer than 10.000 passenger auto¬ 
mobiles in the second model year pre¬ 
ceding the affected model year. In its 
determination of the maximum feasi¬ 
ble average fuel economy, the NHTSA 
Is required by the Act to consider— 

(1) Technological feasibility; 

(2) Economic practicability. 

(3) The effect of other Federal motor ve- 
hicle.standarda on fuel economy; and 

(4) The need of the Nation to conserve 
energy. 

Part 525 of title 49. Code of Federal 
Regulations, establishes the format 
and content requirements for petitions 
requesting exemption from the gener¬ 
ally applicable passenger automobile 
average fuel economy standards and 
describes the procedures that the 
NHTSA follow's In acting on these pe¬ 
titions (42 FR 38374, July 28. 1977). 
Section 525.8 of that rule states that 
the NHTSA will publish a notice an¬ 
nouncing receipt of a petition for ex¬ 
emption and summarizing the content 
of that petition. This notice is pub¬ 
lished in response to that section. 

Publication of this notice of receipt 
of a petition does not represent any 
agency decision or exercise other Judg- 
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ment concerning the merits of Rolls- 
Royce’s petition. 

Rolls*Royck’s Petition 

Rolls-Royce, which is not controlled 
by or under common control with any 
other manufacturer of automobiles, 
produces "high Quality prestige cars”, 
"concentrating upon refinement, ele¬ 
gance and longevity/* Annual produc¬ 
tion has increased steadily from 2.760 
in model year 1973 to 3.550 passenger 
automobiles in model year 1977. 

Production for each of model years 
1978. 1979 and 1980 is projected to 
remain at approximately the 1977 
model year level. Rolls-Royce esti¬ 
mates that approximately 1.200 Rolls- 
Royce automobiles will be sold in the 
U.S. during each of those model years. 
These automobiles will consist of nine 
different body styles. In the 1978 and 
1979 model years, these nine body 
styles will be grouped into two vehicle 
configurations. A vehicle configura¬ 
tion is a classification of automobiles 
that includes all automobiles produced 
by the same manufacturer with the 
same inertia weight and which are 
equipped with the same engine, emis¬ 
sions control system, transmission 
type (e g., manual, automatic, or semi¬ 
automatic). and axle ratio. This de¬ 
scription of a vehicle configuration is a 
simplification of the Environmental 
Protection Agency’s definition of the 
term, which can be found at 40 CFR 
$ 600.002-77(a)<24). For each of these 
model years, the two vehicle configu¬ 
rations will differ only in emissions 
control calibration. 

For model year 1980, Rolls-Royce 
will produce the same nine body 
styles, but they will be grouped into 
four vehicle configurations. This in¬ 
crease in the number of configurations 
will result from changes in the Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection Agency’s testing 
procedures for passenger automobiles. 
Model year 1980 automobiles built to 
comply with California emissions stan¬ 
dards will incorporate fuel injection 
and 3-way catalytic converters, while 
49-state configurations will retain car¬ 
buretors and oxidation catalysts. The 
California configurations will comprise 
approximately one-third of U.S. sales 
for each model year. 

The combined city/highway fuel 
economy values for Rolls-Royce 1977 
mode) year automobiles are 11.6 mpg 
for the 49-States configuration and 9.7 
mpg for the California configuration, 
giving Rolls-Royce a 1977 fleet average 
fuel economy of 10.9 mpg. 

Rolls-Royce will carry over the same 
configurations into the 1978 model 
year, and anticipates a fleet average 
fuel economy of 10.9 mpg. 

Model year 1979. Rolls-Royces will 
use an engine modified to reduce emis¬ 
sion levels. These modifications are ex¬ 
pected by Rolls-Royce to improve the 
fuel economy of the California con¬ 


figuration by 0.4 mpg to 10.1 mpg. but 
reduce the fuel economy of the 49- 
States configuration by 0.3 mpg to 11.3 
mpg. The resultant fleet average is ex¬ 
pected to be 10.9 mpg. 

Rolls-Royce anticipates that its 
plans to use fuel injection and a 3-way 
catalyst on its California configuration 
will improve that configuration's fuel 
economy by 1.0 mpg to 11.1 mpg. 
Rolls-Royce plans no changes for the 
49-States configuration, which is ex¬ 
pected to achieve 11.3 mpg. The antici¬ 
pated fleet average fuel economy for 
model year 1980 is projected to be 11.2 
mpg. 

In addition to the fuel economy im¬ 
provement measures planned for 
model years 1979 and 1980. Rolls- 
Royce Indicates that It has investigat¬ 
ed several additional means to improve 
its average fuel economy. Active and 
passive means of restricting uneco¬ 
nomic driving habits were tested, but 
resulted in only marginal differences 
in measured fuel economy and were 
"most irritating” to the driver. Pre¬ 
liminary tests indicated that an 18 per¬ 
cent reduction in gross vehicle weight 
would yield a 14 percent increase in 
average fuel economy, but Rolls-Royce 
states that it is unable to achieve any 
significant reduction in vehicle weight 
until it totally redesigns its vehicles. 
This step is not planned during the af¬ 
fected model years. Rolls-Royce noted 
that it already makes what It regards 
as extensive use of aluminum in its 
automobiles, because it uses aluminum 
for unstressed panels in the doors, the 
hood, and the trunk and in major cast¬ 
ings including the engine crankcase, 
cylinder heads, induction manifold 
and beams in the energy absorbing 
bumpers. It believes that any move to 
reduce the size of its vehicles which 
are currently classed by the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency as compacts 
based on their interior size, would 
meet with strong customer resistance. 

Rolls-Royce states that it has exam¬ 
ined several different engines for its 
vehicles. The Texaco Controlled Com¬ 
bustion System and the Honda Com¬ 
pound Vortex Controlled Combustion 
(CVCC) engines failed to yield fuel 
economy results satisfactory to Rolls- 
Royce and use of the diesel engine was 
rejected because of noise and odor 
considerations. Reduction of the rear 
axle ratio from 3.08 to 2.69 was found 
to produce significant fuel economy 
improvement, but with significant 
transmission slip at low speeds and in 
city traffic. 

Rolls-Royce states that Federal 
emissions standards will significantly 
impact its average fuel economy. For 
example, cars built to 1977 California 
emissions standards achieve 28 percent 
poorer fuel economy than cars built to 
1977 European emissions specifica¬ 
tions. Rolls-Royce also claims that 
Federal safety standards will have an 


adverse Impact on average fuel econo¬ 
my because they result in vehicle 
weight that would otherwise not be 
present. 

Finally. Rolls-Royce states that its 
small size and limited capital restrict 
the steps it can take to improve fuel 
economy. Rolls-Royce is essentially de¬ 
pendent on other manufacturers for 
technological developments, and must 
devote its resources primarily to meet¬ 
ing short-term regulatory require¬ 
ments. Low production volume and 
high tooling costs make frequent 
major changes economically infeasi¬ 
ble. Thus, Rolls-Royce states that 
most measures to improve fuel econo¬ 
my that it can take must be modifica¬ 
tions of existing vehicles, rather than 
significant redesign. 

Because of all these factors. Rolls- 
Royce states that Its currently 
planned average fuel economy is its 
maximum feasible average fuel econo¬ 
my. and thus petitions the NHTSA to 
exempt it from the otherwise applica¬ 
ble average fuel economy standards 
and establish alternative average fuel 
economy standards for Rolls-Royce of 
10.9 mpg for model years 1978 and 
1979 and 11.2 mpg for model year 
1980. 

NHTSA Options 

The NHTSA will carefully evaluate 
the Rolls-royce petition and ail com¬ 
ments received thereon. Following this 
evaluation, the NHTSA could find 
that Rolls-Royce plans to use all rea¬ 
sonably available means and strategies 
for Improving Its average fuel econo¬ 
my and that its projected average fuel 
economy for each affected model year 
is its maximum feasible average fuel 
economy for that model year. Alterna¬ 
tively. the NHTSA could find that 
Rolls-Royce has some additional 
means and strategies available to it to 
improve its average fuel economy 
above the projected level for one or ail 
of the affected model years, and make 
a determination of the maximum fea¬ 
sible average fuel economy that could 
be achieved for each affected model 
year if those means and strategies 
were Implemented. 

If Rolls-Royce’s maximum feasible 
average fuel economy for any affected 
model year is determined by this 
agency to be equal to or greater than 
the generally applicable standard. 
Rolls-Royce's petition will be denied 
for that model year. If Rolls-Royce’s 
maximum feasible average fuel econo¬ 
my for any affected model year is de¬ 
termined to be less than the generally 
applicable standard. Rolls-Royce's pe¬ 
tition may be granted for that model 
year. 

If Rolls-Royce's petition is granted 
for any affected model year, the 
NHTSA will establish an alternative 
average fuel economy standard appli¬ 
cable to Rolls-Royce during that 
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model year. The Act permits the 
NHTSA to establish that standard in 
one of three ways: <l)a standard may 
be established specifically for Rolls- 
Royce; (2) classes, based on factors 
such as design or size, may be estab¬ 
lished for the automobiles of exempt¬ 
ed manufacturers, with a separate 
average fuel economy standard appli¬ 
cable to each class; or (3) a single stan¬ 
dard may be established for all 
exempted manufacturers. 

Copies of the Rolls-Royce petition, 
except for those portions for which 
confidential treatment was requested, 
as well as supporting materials, other 
information, and any comments re¬ 
ceived. are available for public Inspec¬ 
tion at the address for comments pro¬ 
vided at the beginning of this notice 
between 8 a.m. and 4 p.m.. Monday 
through Friday. 

Comments on the Rolls-Royce peti¬ 
tion are invited from the public. These 
comments must be in writing, refer to 
Docket Number LVM 77-02. and be 
submitted to the address for com¬ 
ments. It is requested, but not re¬ 
quired. that five copies of the com¬ 
ments be submitted. 

All comments received before the 
close of business on the comment clos¬ 
ing date indicated above w f ill be consid¬ 
ered. Comments received after the 
closing date will be considered to the 
extent practicable. Comments received 
too late for consideration in develop¬ 
ing a proposed decision on this peti¬ 
tion will be considered in reaching a 
final decision.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: 
On November 17. 1977. Information 
was received in proper form pursuant 
to sections 153.26 and 153.27, Customs 
Regulations (19 CFR 153.26, 153.27). 
from counsel for Georgetown Steel 
Corp.. and Georgetown Texas Steel 
Corp.. indicating that carbon steel 
wire rod. not tempered, not treated, 
and not partly manufactured, from 
the United Kingdom, is being or is 
likely to be sold at less than fair value 
within the meaning of the Antidump¬ 
ing Act. 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 
160 et seq.). 

Price information in the petition rel¬ 
evant to sales during the spring of 
1977 indicates margins of roughly 83 
percent on sales compared. For estab¬ 
lishing the fair value of the merchan¬ 
dise, petitioner has suggested the use 
of ‘schedule prices'* notified to the 
Commission of the European commu¬ 
nities for all steel producers within the 
Community. For present purposes, 
such evidence of home market pricing 
practices by British exporters to the 
United States will be accepted, al¬ 
though in making any Tentative or 
Final Determination under the Act. 
the best available evidence of prices 
actually charged in the home market, 
or, if applicable, third country mar¬ 
kets. will be used. 

There is evidence on record concern¬ 
ing injury to. or likelihood of injury 
to, an Industry in the United States. 
This information indicates that the 
share of domestic consumption held 
by the U.S. Industry has declined sig¬ 
nificantly during the first three quar¬ 
ters of 1977 over that held during 
1970. Further there is information in¬ 
dicating that the share of domestic 
consumption held by imports from the 
United Kingdom has more than dou¬ 
bled during that same time period. At 
the same time prices of the subject im¬ 
ports have declined dramatically. The 
low* prices of the subject imports may 
have depressed prices of the domestic 
industry, causing loss of profits by Pe¬ 
titioner. 

In assessing the injury caused by the 
alleged sales at less than fdir value 
from the United Kingdom, it has been 
considered appropriate to accumulate 
the shares of the market held by im¬ 
ports from the United Kingdom to 
those from France noted in the Trea- 
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sury's Antidumping Proceeding Notice 
in respect of such imports from 
France (42 FR 55858). The products in 
question appear to be fungible. Under 
such circumstances, it would be unre¬ 
alistic to differentiate the alleged 
injury caused by imports from one 
country rather than another when its 
Is the cumulative effect of all. occur- 
ring within a discrete time frame, that 
creates the problem. 

Section 201(cX2) of the Act. adopted 
as part of the Trade Act of 1974. re¬ 
quires the Secretary to refer a petition 
to the United States International 
Trade Commission for a Determina¬ 
tion of whether there is "no reason¬ 
able indication" that an industry is 
being or is likely to be Injured, if he 
has "substantial doubt" than imports 
of the subject merchandise at less 
than fair value are the cause of pre¬ 
sent or likely injury to an existing in¬ 
dustry. Considering the evidence pre¬ 
sented and available regarding imports 
from the United Kingdom and France, 
no "substantial doubt" has been deter¬ 
mined to exist. 

Having conducted a preliminary in¬ 
vestigation as required by section 
153.29 of the Customs Regulations (19 
CFR 153.29), and having determined 
as a resuslt thereof that there grounds 
for so doing, the U.S. Customs Service 
is instituting and inquiry to obtain the 
facts necessary to enable the Secre¬ 
tary of the Treasury to reach a deter¬ 
mination as to the fact or likelihood of 
sales at less than fair value. 

A summary of information received 
from all sources is as follows: 

The information received tends to 
indicate that the prices of the mer¬ 
chandise sold, or offered for sale, for 
exportation to the United States are. 
or are likely to be. less than the prices 
for home consumption. 

This notice Is published pursuant to 
section 153.30 of the Customs Regula¬ 
tions (19 CFR 153.30).

Pursuant to the authority placed in 
Heads of Departments by section 10(d) 
of Pub. L. 92-463, and vested in me by 
Treasury Department Order 190. re¬ 
vised. I hereby determine that these 
meetings are concerned with Informa¬ 
tion exempt from disclosure under sec¬ 
tion 552tXcX4) and (9XA) of Title 5 of 
the United States Code, and that the 
public Interest requires that such 
meetings be closed to the public. 

My reasons for this determination 
are as follows. The Treasury Depart¬ 
ment requires frank and full advice 
from representatives of the financial 
community prior to making its final 
decision on major financing oper¬ 
ations. Historically, this advice has 
been offered by debt management ad¬ 
visory committees established by the 
several major segments of the finan¬ 
cial community, which committees are 
utilized by this Department at meet¬ 
ings called by representatives of the 
Office of the Secretary. When so uti¬ 
lized they are recognized to be adviso¬ 
ry committees under Pub. L. 92-463. 
The advice provided consists of com¬ 
mercial and financial information 
given and received in confidence. As 
such these debt management advisory 
committee activities concern matters 
which fall within the exemption cov¬ 
ered by section 552b(cX4) of Title 5 of 
the United States Code for matters 
which are "trade secrets and commer¬ 
cial or financial information obtained 
from a person and privileged or confi¬ 
dential". 

Although the Treasury's final an¬ 
nouncement of financing plans may or 
may not reflect the advice provided in 
reports of these committees, prema¬ 
ture disclosure of these reports would 
lead to significant financial specula¬ 
tion In the securities market. Thus, 
these meetings also fall within the ex¬ 
emption covered by 552b(c)(9XA) of 
Title 5 of the United States Code. 

The Assistant Secretary (Domestic 
Finance) shall be responsible for main¬ 
taining records of the meetings of 
these committees and for providing 
annual reports setting forth a sum¬ 
mary of their activities and such other 
matters as may be informative to the 
public consistent with the policy of 5 
U.S.C. 552b.

Roal Technical Requirements for Deter¬ 
mining a Sharp Point in Toys and Other 
Articles Intended for Use by Children 
Under 8 Years of Age 

AGENCY: Consumer Product Safety 
Commission. 

ACTION: Final regulation. 

SUMMARY: The Commission is issuing 
a regulation which establishes technical 
requirements for toys and articles in¬ 
tended for use by children under 8 years 
of age. These requirements identify 
sharp points on such articles that could 
injure children. If the Commission iden¬ 
tifies sharp points on particular chil¬ 
dren’s articles that present an unreason¬ 
able risk of injury to children under 
8 years of age. it will initiate rulemak¬ 
ing proceedings to ban those articles. 

DATES: The regulation becomes effec¬ 
tive on December 22. 1978. and it applies 
to all products subject to the regula¬ 
tion and introduced Into interstate com¬ 
merce after that date.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: 
Background 

On January 7. 1975, the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission, pursuant to 
section 2(f) (1HD) of the Federal Haz¬ 
ardous Substances Act <FHSA, 15 U.S.C. 
1261 (f) (I) (D)). proposed for public 
comment regulations to ban toys in¬ 
tended for children under 8 years of 
age 1 that present an unreasonable risk 
of personal injury from puncture or 
laceration hazards due to sharp points 
(40 FR 1491). The proposed regulations 
Included test criteria for determining 
whether such toys present these hazards. 

Following extensive review of the pub¬ 
lic comments received, as well as staff 
reevaluation of the proposal, the Com¬ 
mission withdrew the January 1975 pro¬ 
posal and proposed a new regulation for 
public comment on August 4. 1977 (42 
FR 39648-56). • 

The primary reason for proposing a 
new regulation in August 1977 was that

RULES AND REGULATIONS 

the Commission decided not to pursue 
a regulation of sharp points on toys 
that automatically banned all toys not 
meeting specified technical criteria. Ac¬ 
cordingly. the August 1977 proposed reg¬ 
ulation was designed to identify toys 
containing sharp points that the Com- 
mision preliminarily believed to be haz¬ 
ardous to children under 8 years of age. 
but not to ban them automatically. 

The final regulation issued below\ like 
the August 1977 proposal. Is a technical 
requirements regulation which prelimi¬ 
nary Identifies hazardous toys. The 
Commission will regulate those toys on 
a product-by-product basis whenever it 
believes that they present a mechanical 
hazard, as defined In the FIISA. 

The August 1977 proposal also con¬ 
tained some technical changes that were 
made to the test method of the Janu¬ 
ary 1975 proposal. Including a new set 
of articulated probes to determine ac¬ 
cessibility of sharp points, a new dimen¬ 
sion for the slot in the sharp point test 
device, and a maximum application 
force for the test procedure. All of the 
changes were fully discussed in the Au¬ 
gust 4. 1977 Federal Register document. 
The provisions of the August 4. 1977 pro¬ 
posal are fully discussed below. 

Proposed Regulation 

(a) RISK OF INJURY 

In issuing the proposed regulation, the 
Commission found that certain toys in¬ 
tended for children under 8 years of age 
cart puncture or lacerate skin and cause 
bleeding, during normal use or reason¬ 
ably foreseeable misuse, and thus pre¬ 
sent an unreasonable risk of injury. 
This finding was based in part on the 
staff’s investigation of the sharp points 
present on such toys that have been in 
the marketplace during the past few 
years. 

In addition, the Commission relied on 
an analysis of toy-related injuries con¬ 
tained in its ln-depth investigation re¬ 
ports and reported through its National 
Electronic Injury Surveillance System 
(NEISS). NEISS is a computer-based 
network of 119 statistically-selected hos¬ 
pital emergency rooms throughout the 
country which transmits injury data to 
tiie Commission. 

Unlike the in-depth reports. NEISS 
reports do not distinguish between 
product-caused and product-related In¬ 
juries and do not clarify whether an 
Injury resulted from the normal use or 
from the reasonably foreseeable misuse 
of a product However, NEISS surveil¬ 
lance data provide important Informa¬ 
tion on the type and severity of injuries 
and the ages of those being Injured. 

A review of NEISS Injury data indi¬ 
cates that a substantial number of chil¬ 
dren under 8 years of age receive lacera¬ 
tion and puncture injuries In toy-related 
incidents. In calendar year 1976, for ex¬ 
ample. an estimated 43.300 children In 
that age category were treated in hos¬ 
pital emergency rooms for toy-related 
injuries. 

To determine the extent to which lac¬ 
erations and punctures occur from toys 
intended for childen under 8 years of 


age, the Commission staff divided toys 
into the following three categories: 

(a) Toy* primarily InUsndwl for u*c by 
children under tho age of 8 years. 

(b) Toy* primarily Intended for use by 
children 8 years to 14 years of age. 

(c) Toy* Intended for use by children In 
both age group*. 

Of the estimated 43.300 injuries 
treated in emergency rooms in 1976, an 
estimated 9,000 were associated with 
products intended primarily for use by 
children under 8 years of age. An addi¬ 
tional 30.800 injuries were associated 
with products intended for use by chil¬ 
dren in both the under-8-year and the 
8-to-14-year age groups. In addition, 
baaed .on NEISS estimates, laceration 
and puncture injuries accounted for over 
half (approximately 53 percent) of all 
toy-related Injuries to children under 8 
years of age. 

By definition, the NEISS-reported in¬ 
juries which support the need for the 
technical requirements are serious 
enough to be treated in hospital emer¬ 
gency rooms. A purchaser of toys for 
children under 8 years of age certainly 
does not expect them to cause such in¬ 
juries to children. While many toy- 
related puncture and laceration Injuries 
may be scratches and finger prickings 
causing minor bleeding, there are a sub¬ 
stantial number of injuries which are 
more severe. Such Injuries warrant the 
adoption of reasonable regulations to 
reduce or eliminate their occurrence. 

In the proposal, the Commission em- 
phasislzed that the proposed technical 
requirements were Intended to set a 
standard of safety to reduce the risks of 
injury not only for the products cur¬ 
rently available to young children, but 
also for the new and redesigned products 
for which there are no hazard experience 
data available to the Commission. The 
Commission estimates that between 3.000 
and 5,000 new children’s products (of 
which a large ntimber are intended for 
children under 8) are Introduced into 
the marketplace each year. 

(b) PROCEDURES 

On August 4.1977 the Commission pro¬ 
posed a technical requirements regula¬ 
tion that established criteria for sharp 
points on toys Intended for children 
under 8 years of age. but did not ban 
automatically toys falling to meet those 
criteria. Under this approach, the Com¬ 
mission would regulate such toys on a 
product-by-product basis whenever they 
both failed to meet the test criteria and 
presented a mechanical hazard as de¬ 
fined in the FHSA, in the Judgment of 
the Commission. (The reasons support¬ 
ing this approach are detailed in the 
August 4. 1977 Federal Register docu¬ 
ment.) 

If the Commission decided to Initiate 
banning actions against anv toys found 
to be out of compliance with the tech¬ 
nical requirements. It could proceed In a 
few different ways. Under relevant :mo- 
vlsions of the Administrative Procedure 
Act (5 U.S.C. 553). which govern regula¬ 
tions issued under sections 2(f)(1)(D) 
and 3(e) of the FHSA (unless the Com- 
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mission specifically selects alternative 
procedures). the Commission cannot ban 
a toy until it publishes a general notice 
of proposed rulemaking In the Federal 
Register. In the alternative, persons sub¬ 
ject to the proposed rule could be named 
and either personally served or otherwise 
have actual notice of it <5 UJ6.C. 
553(b)). 

Depending upon the individual circum¬ 
stances of a potential banning situation, 
the Commission will decide how best to 
provide the required prior notice to man¬ 
ufacturers and others who are subject to 
n toy banning regulation. If Ihe timing 
of a ban is a crucial factor, the Commis¬ 
sion may decide that individualized 
notice to those subject to the proposed 
rule will best protect the public. Alter¬ 
natively. if comment from consumers- 
and other members of the public is con¬ 
sidered particularly important, the Com¬ 
mission would probably publish a notice 
in the Federal Register and accept com¬ 
ments for a specified time period. 

It may even be that the Commission 
would first notify manufacturers of a 
toy that has failed the test criteria before 
deciding whether to r elicit public com¬ 
ment in a Federal Register banning 
proposal. All of thfese options will be open 
to the Commission when it discovers that 
a particular toy does not meet the tech¬ 
nical requirements and when It decides 
preliminarily that such a toy presents a 
mechanical hazard under the FHSA. 

In whatever manner the Commission 
provides the necessary notice of a pro¬ 
posed bon, a toy is not banned unless and 
until the Commission issues a final regu¬ 
lation classifying the toy as a hazardous 
substance (and thus a banned hazardbus 
ubstance) according to sections 2(f) (1) 
<D), 2(q) (1) (A), and 3(e) of the FHSA. 1 
If the Commission decides that a toy that 
falls to meet the technical requirements 
nevertheless does not present a mechani¬ 
cal hazard, the Commission will not 
initiate action against that toy. 

CC) SHARI* POINT TEST CRITERIA 

The sharp point test criteria in the 
August 1977 proposal relied, to a large 
extent, on a test device that the Na¬ 
tional Bureau of Standards (NBS) de¬ 
veloped for the Commission. NBS de- 
figned tills sharp point test device to 
distinguish, on the basis of sharpness, 
between the sharp and dull points that 
children can contact during the casual 
handling of toys. Casual handling in¬ 
cludes the range of activity associated 
with unpacking, handling, operating, and 
playing with toys, including foreseeable 
misuse and other types of play not In¬ 
tended by the manufacturer. 

In determining the sharpness of vari¬ 
ous points to develop the tester. NBS 
considered data from three sources: 

1. Subjective evaluation by 50 adult 
males and 50 adult females 'nonphysl- 


* An exception Is that, under section 3(e) 
U) of the FH8A <16 u se. 1262(e) (2 )). a 
toy presenting an “Imminent hazard" may bo 
banned Immediately by publication of a 
Ungle notioe In the Feddul RjEctsm. 


clans) of the sharpness of a set of manu¬ 
factured conical metal points. The 100 
adults rated each point as either too 
sharp. Intermediate, or sufficiently dull 
for use In children's toys under casual 
handling conditions. 

U. Subjective evaluation by 37 physi¬ 
cians of a similar set of conical points. 
The physicians rated each point as ac¬ 
ceptable or unacceptable for use in chil¬ 
dren's toys under casual handling 
conditions. 

ill. Actual skin puncture tests per¬ 
formed with the metal points used in the 
subjective evaluation tests. The skin 
puncture tests, performed on both hu¬ 
man cadaver skin and pigskin samples, 
were designed to determine what com¬ 
binations of force and point configura¬ 
tion are necessary to cause punctures 
that penetrate human skin. 

The results from the two groups In the 
subjective evaluation tests and the re¬ 
sults of the skin puncture tests Indicated 
a similar demarcation between sharp 
and dull points. From these results, NBS 
developed a sharp point tester capable 
of judging the sharpness of a point of 
any shape based on its penetration into 
a gaging slot of specified width, length, 
and depth. The gaging slot measures 
0.040 Inch In widths, 0.045 inch in length 
and 0.020 inch in depth. 

NBS also incorporated as part of the 
test procedure a 0.5-pound spring which 
a test point mast override before an 
indication Is made that the point is 
sharp. NBS determined that if a point 
was flexible and could not retain its 
shape under a force of 0.5 pound, the 
point would be incapable of puncturing 
skin. 

The proposed test method also pro¬ 
vided that no more than 1.0 pound of 
force could be applied to a point when 
it Is inserted into the gaging slot of the 
tester. The purpose of this maximum ap¬ 
plication force is to preclude a false In¬ 
dication of sharpness occurring from a 
point that is shaved or extruded into the 
slot. This could occur when a point's 
configuration barely prevents It from 
entering the slot far enough to fail the 
test criteria. 

The testing criteria in the August 1977 
proposal Involved testing for sharp 
points before and after application of 
the Commission's "use and abase" test 
procedures (16 CFR 1500.50-53). These 
test procedures are intended to expose 
potential hazards that could result from 
normal use or the reasonably foresee¬ 
able damage or abuse to which toys and 
games are subjected. 

The Commission has concluded that, 
pending additional stair review, the bite 
test provisions in the use and abuse reg¬ 
ulations (16 CFR 1500.51(C). 1500.52(c), 
and 1500.53(c)) should not be incor¬ 
porated into the sharp point test cri¬ 
teria. The August 1977 proposal reflected 
this conclusion. 

(d) ACCESSIBILITY CRITERIA 

The August 1977 proposal Included 
criteria for determining when a sharp 
point was sufficiently accessible to pre¬ 
sent a hazard to children under 8 years 


of age. Any point that was inaccessible 
would not fall to meet the criteria, even 
if it would be considered sharp by the 
sharp point test device. 

The proposal specified tw o articulated 
probes that w'ere intended to determine 
accessibility of children’s fingers to po¬ 
tentially hazardous points. The Commis¬ 
sion selected the anthropometric meas¬ 
urements* of young children for the 
lengths and the diameters of the small 
and middle fingers as well as the dimen¬ 
sions for hand clearance. Because chil¬ 
dren up to the age of 8 years arc In a 
period of rapid growth, the anthropo¬ 
metric measurements were divided into 
two age groups—0 to 3 years and 3 years 
to 8 years of age. The two probes cor¬ 
respond to these same age groups. 

To Insure protection of the greatest 
number of children in each age group, 
the Commission selected anthropometric 
measurements that reflect the following 
assumptions: 

(i) That the younger children in each age 
group hare narrower hands and therefore 
can reach Into opening* which would be 
Inaccessible to an older child. 

(11) That the older children In each ago 
group hare longer Ungers and therefore can 
touch the Inside components of toys which 
would be Inaccessible to a younger child. 

Furthermore, anthropometric data are 
not available for the dimensions of a 
child's index finger. Those dimensions 
have been approximated by averaging 
the respective dimensions of the small 
and middle fingers of children in the tw f o 
age groups. 

In the 0- to 3-year age group, meas¬ 
urements for a fifth-percentile * 3- 
month-old’s small and middle fingers 
were averaged and used to approximate 
the diameter of the Index finger. Meas¬ 
urements for a 95th-percentile 1 3-year- 
old's small and middle fingers w*cre 
averaged and used to approximate the 
length of the index finger. The minimum 
hand-clearance measurement of a fifth- 
percentile 3-month-old child was se¬ 
lected. These measurements were then 
used to define the dimensions of probe A. 

Similarly for the 3-year to 8-year age 
group, measurements for the small and 
middle fingers of a flfth-percentilc child 
37-42 months of age were averaged to 
approximate th,? diameter of the Index 
finger. Measurements for the small and 
middle fingers of a 95th-percentile child 
85-96 months of age were averaged and 
used to approximate the length of the in¬ 
dex finger. The minimum hand-clear-

• A fifth-percentile 3-month-old child rep¬ 
resents a child this age who Is smaller than 
95 percent and larger than 5 percent of 
children the same age. 

•A 95 th-percentile 3-year-old child rep¬ 
resents a child this age who Is larger than 95 
percent and smaller than 5 percent of chil¬ 
dren the same age. 
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once dimensions for a fifth-percent lie 
child 37-42 months of age were selected. 
These dimensions were then used to de¬ 
fine the dimensions of probe B. 

Probe A determined the accessibility of 
points In holes, recesses, or openings on 
toys intended for children 3 years of age 
or less. Probe B determined the accessi¬ 
bility of points in holes, recesses, or open¬ 
ings on toys intended for children over 3 
years up to 8 years of age. 

Based on staff recommendations and 
the anthropometric measurements from 
the University of Michigan study on the 
physical characteristics of children 
(cited in footnote 2. above) in the two 
age groups, the Commission defined ac¬ 
cessibility for holes, recesses, and open¬ 
ings on toys and other children's arti¬ 
cles as follows: 

<1> Finger access. Section 1500.48(c) 
(3X1) of the proposed regulation pro¬ 
vided that access into openings which 
are large enough to accept a child's fin¬ 
ger but too small to accept a child's hand 
would be determined by the appropriate 
accessibility probe. 

Each of the two Joints on a probe could 
be rotated up to 90 degrees to simulate 
knuckle movement and the total depth 
of insertion for accessibility would be up 
to the collar on the probe that is appro¬ 
priate for either the 0- to 3-year age 
group (probe A) or the 3-year to 8-year 
age group (probe B). 

The diameter of the collar on each 
probe was representative of the hand- 
clearance diameter of a fifth-percentile 
child in the youngest age category with¬ 
in each age group. For the 0- to 3-year 
age group, the youngest age category is 
0-3 months of age and for the 3-year to 
8-year age group, the youngest age cate¬ 
gory is 37-42 months of age. 

(2) Hand access but not shoulder ac¬ 
cess. Section 1500.43(0 (3) Oil of the 
proposed regulation provided that access 
into openings large enough to accept a 
child's hand and arm but too small to 
admit the child's torso (body trunk) 
would be determined by the dimensions 
of the entrance of the opening. Such 
openings Include openings that are larg¬ 
er than the width of a child's hand but 
smaller than the breadth of a child's 
shoulders. The Commission proposed 
that a depth-of-insertion factor of two 
and one-quarter multiplied by the minor 
dimension of on opening be used to 
determine the accessibility of points In 
such openings. 

The ComndLsIm defined a minor di¬ 
mension of an opening ns the diameter 
of the largest sphere that will pass 
through the opening, and it could be de¬ 
termined by using a pair of calipers. This 
dimension, multiplied by two and one- 
quarter. determined the maximum depth 
of insertion for accessibility. 

The value of two and one-quarter is 
the approximate average of the ratio of 
arm length to shoulder breadth for a 
50th-perccntlle child in each of the two 
age groups. For example, the depth of 
insertion into an opening with a minor 
dimension slightly smaller than the 
breadth of a child's shoulders will be 
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slightly less than the length of the child's 
arm. 

(3) Total accessibility. The Commis¬ 
sion proposed that openings larger than 
the breadth of a child's shoulders 
should be considered totally accessible. 

For the 0- to 3-year age group, the 
Commission selected a shoulder breadth 
measurement of 7.36 inches. Tills meas¬ 
urement represents a fifth-percentile 
one-year-old child, since children who 
are under one-year of age arc less mobile 
and therefore are less likely to climb 
into cavities than children who are one 
year of age or older. 

For the 3-year to 8-year ago group, 
the Commission selected a shoulder 
breadth measurement of 9.00 inches. 
This measurment represents a fifth per¬ 
centile child In the age category of 37- 
42 months. 

The Commission proposed that, for 
toys intended for children 0 to 3 years 
of age, access into openings with a minor 
dimension of 7.36 inches or larger would 
be considered totally accessible to a child. 
For toys intended for children 3 years 
to 8 years of age, access into openings 
with a minor dimension of 9.00 inches or 
larger would be considered totally acces¬ 
sible to a child. Because openings that 
are totally accessible to children in 
the 0-8 years of age span may contain 
smaller openings that are not totally ac¬ 
cessible to such children, access into 
these smaller openings would be deter¬ 
mined by the appropriate procedures ex¬ 
plained above. 

(4) Inaccessible points. From the re¬ 
sults of sharp point tests conducted on a 
representative sample of toys, the Com¬ 
mission observed that tabs, wires, and 
other protrusions do not present a punc¬ 
ture or laceration hazard if such protru¬ 
sions are flush with a protecting surface 
which is part of the toy. The Commission 
therefore decided that a point should be 
considered inaccessible if it is protected 
by an adjacent surface and any gap be¬ 
tween the point and the adjacent surface 
does not exceed 0.020 inch. 

(e) EXEMPTIONS 

The proposed regulation exempted 
baby cribs and bicycles that are the sub¬ 
ject of safety regulations already Issued 
by the Commission under the FHSA (see 
16 CFR 1500.18(a) (12), 03). and U4>: 
16 CFR Parts 1508. 1509. and 1512). 
These children’s products, because they 
have already been addressed by the 
Commission in specific regulations, did 
not need to be addressed by the generic 
safety requirements for sharp points. 

Although the Commission had consid¬ 
ered whether other children's products 
should be exempted from coverage, it 
decided in issuing the proposal that no 
other such exemptions were necessary or 
appropriate. Of course if any toy or 
children's article intended for children 
under 8 docs not comply with the techni¬ 
cal requirements but does not present a 
hazard, the Commission would not Initi¬ 
ate any banning action against such an 
article. 

The Commission included in the pro¬ 
posed technical requirements an exemp¬ 
tion for children's products that hove 


sharp points by reason of their func¬ 
tional purpose (and that do not have any 
nonfunctional sharp points). Toys with 
functional sharp points, such as needles 
for toy sewing machines, were exempted 
as long as the toy was identified by a 
conspicuous, legible, and visible label as 
having a sharp polnt(s). Other children's 
articles with functional sharp points, 
such as the tips on writing instruments, 
were exempted and did not require any 
labeling. 

In addition, the Commission discussed 
the applicability of the regulation to 
model and craft kits. Most children 
under 8 years of age do not have the 
dexterity and the reading ability neces¬ 
sary for assembling complicated model 
and craft kits, and such products in the 
marketplace today are usually not in¬ 
tended for children in the under-8 age 
category. Therefore, the Commission 
clarified that model and craft kits were 
excluded from the scope of the proposed 
regulation. 

if) PREEMPTION 

Whether a technical requirements 
regulation would preempt a state or local 
regulation that applies to sharp points 
on toys is a crucial issue. However, it is 
possible that the Commission's interpre¬ 
tation of the FHSA's preemption provi¬ 
sion would not affect resolution of this 
question if a dispute arose. For example, 
if a state banned a toy and £he manu¬ 
facturer of the toy claimed that the 
state’s authority was preempted by the 
existence of the Commission's regula¬ 
tion. the Commission would not neces¬ 
sarily be a party to any litigation or 
any out-of-court negotiation which 
might occur. 

Nevertheless, the Commission Jnter- 
preted the FHSA preemption provision 
(section 18 of the FHSA) and stated its 
view of how that provision would apply 
to a technical requirements regulation 
established to protect against the hazard 
of sharp points on toys intended for 
children under 8 years of age. The Com¬ 
mission's position, as stated In the Au¬ 
gust 4,1977, Federal Register document, 
was that state and local governments 
would be prohibited from establishing 
or enforcing any nonidentfcal require¬ 
ment that addresses the hazard of sharp 
points on toys intended for children 
under 8. 

The Commission's proposed regula¬ 
tions are technical requirements that 
establish technical criteria for toys in¬ 
tended for children under 8. As long as 
states or local governments use these 
same criteria to regulate such toys, their 
requirements would be considered to be 
identical to the Commission's require¬ 
ments, and thus not prempted accord¬ 
ing to the Commission's stated view’ of 
the preemption provision. 

Even if a state or local government 
were to Impose different penalties or use 
different procedures to regulate toys, 
there would be no preemption as long as 
the technical criteria were identical. As 
an example, if a state were to ban auto¬ 
matically any toy not meeting the cri¬ 
teria. such a ban would not be preempted 
by the Commission's technical require - 
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mcnts. according to the position token 
by the Commission when it proposed the 
requirements In August. 

(g> xrrtcnvr date 

The regulation was proposed to be¬ 
come effective 365 days after its publi¬ 
cation in final form in the Federal Reg¬ 
ister, and to apply to all products in¬ 
troduced into interstate commerce after 
that date. 

The Commission further proposed that 
introduction into interstate commerce, 
for purposes of the regulation, be de¬ 
fined as follows: A toy manufactured 
outside the United States is Introduced 
Into interstate commerce when it is first 
brought within a U.S. port of entry. A 
toy manufactured in the United States 
is introduced into interstate commerce 
(a) at the time of its first Interstate 
sale, or (b) at the time of its first intra¬ 
state sale If one or more of its compo¬ 
nents and/or raw materials were re¬ 
ceived interstate, whichever occurs 
earlier. 

(h> ENVIRONMENTAL CONSIDERATIONS 

Before proposing the technical re¬ 
quirements regulation, the Commission 
assessed the environmental impact and 
concluded that no potentially significant 
environmental effects would be associ¬ 
ated with the regulation. The Commis¬ 
sion therefore found that there was no 
need for an environmental impact state¬ 
ment. 

Comments on Proposal 

The Commission received 25 comments 
on its August 1977 proposal of a technical 
requirements regulation. Twenty-one of 
these came from the toy industry, in¬ 
cluding comments from a large retailer, 
from the trade association Toy Manu¬ 
facturers of America. Inc. <TMA>. and 
from individual toy manufacturers. In 
addition, two individual consumers. Con¬ 
sumers Uniou. and a Johns Hopkins Uni¬ 
versity epidemiologist who specializes in 
the prevention of injuries commented on 
the proposal. These comments are dis¬ 
cussed below, according to the Issues they 
address (the Issues are categorized to 
correspond generally to the “Proposed 
Regulation'* discussion of this preamble). 

(a) risk op injury 

One manufacturer has commented 
that the Injury data discussed by the 
Commission in support of its August 1977 
sharp points proposal (1) do not ade¬ 
quately establish that an injury problem 
is associated with sharp points and (2) 
arc the same set of data that Justify the 
Commission's proposed sharp edges reg¬ 
ulation (published for comment In the 
Federal Register on September 1. 1977. 
42 FR 44160). 

In the Commission's view, the injury 
data indicate a need for regulation of 
sharp points on toys intended for chil¬ 
dren under 8 years of age. As discussed 
in section (a) of the "Proposed Regula¬ 
tion'* portion of this preamble, the 
NEISS data, in-depth investigation re¬ 
ports. and staff investigation of sharp 
points present in toys in the marketplace 
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during the last few years all point to the 
conclusion that certain toys can punc¬ 
ture and lacerate skin. This information 
must be considered with the staff's tech¬ 
nical judgment that certain types of 
sharp points on toys—some 90-degree 
comers on sheet metal toys, for exam¬ 
ple—are hazardous to children under 6 
years of age. 

The Commission reaffirms its finding 
that certain sharp points on toys may 
present an unreasonable risk of Injury 
to such children. In addition, since sharp 
edges on toys cause laceration injuries 
in much the same way that sharp points 
do. the same set of data is relevant to 
both toy regulations. 

(b) PROCEDURES 

The banning procedure for toys which 
fail to meet the criteria and which the 
Commission believes present an unrea¬ 
sonable risk of injury is discussed in sec¬ 
tion <b> under “Proposed Regulation." 
The procedure under the final regulation 
Is the same as the procedure proposed in 
August 1977. 

Before any toy can be banned, the 
Commission must notify those who would 
be affected by the ban. such as the man- 
facturer of the toy. TMA and numerous 
other industry commenters have sug¬ 
gested that the notification be divided 
into two stages. They believe that manu¬ 
facturers should be guaranteed a rea¬ 
sonable opportunity to respond to the 
Commission before any proposed bon is 
published in the Federal Register. 

The Commission recognizes that a 
publicly proposed ban could adversely 
affect the marketability of a product, 
even if a final ban is never imposed. How¬ 
ever. this factor must be balanced against 
the need for expeditious banning pro¬ 
cedures. This need can be especially im¬ 
portant because the current procedures 
already require a pre-screening proce¬ 
dure (testing according to the technical 
requirements), a banning proposal, and 
a final ban to remove a product from the 
market. 

Although the Commission may decide 
that prior notice to manufacturers of 
potentially hazardous toys would be fair 
and appropriate In particular circum¬ 
stances. it does not believe that it should 
be restricted to this approach in all cases. 
If safety demands that a toy be removed 
from the market without any unneces¬ 
sary delay, the Commission plans to 
notify affected persom individually or by 
Federal Register publication and then 
issue a final ban as soon as it has con¬ 
sidered the comments received. 

In a different comment concerning the 
procedures, one manufacturer has stated 
that a self-executing (automatic) ban¬ 
ning regulation would be preferable to 
the proposed technical requirements reg¬ 
ulation which does not distinguish be¬ 
tween “acceptable" and “non-accept- 
able" sharp points on toys. If the Com¬ 
mission could have devised a regulation 
which did distinguish points In this man¬ 
ner. it would have issued it as a self-ex¬ 
ecuting regulation. Since no available 
test device takes into account all of the 
necessary variables such as location. 
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however, the final regulation adopts the 
proposed approach which permits the 
Commission to take such variables Into 
account before banning any particular 
toy. 

The Commission recognizes that, prior 
to final Commission banning action, the 
final regulation does not provide to either 
manufacturers or consumers positive 
Identification of those products which 
may fall to meet the test criteria but 
which may not present an unreasonable 
risk of injury due to sharp points. Never¬ 
theless, products which meet the test 
criteria are positively identified as not 
presenting a hazard due to sharp points 
and manufacturers can use these criteria 
during product design to ensure that 
their products will comply with the 
regulation. 

In its comments, another toy manu¬ 
facturer has suggested (1) that an evalu¬ 
ation of a toy which falls to meet the 
technical criteria take place at the Com¬ 
mission's regional office level to make 
manufacturers' involvement more con¬ 
venient and (2) that Commission staff 
opinions on the safety of new toys be 
easily available. Whenever appropriate 
and feasible, the Commission field staff 
will be available to talk to manufac¬ 
turers of toys which fail to meet the test 
criteria. In addition, the enforcement 
staff is always available to discuss the 
applicability of the criteria to new toys, 
although It cannot, of course, provide 
premarket approval of toys or of any 
other product. 

fc> SHARP POINT TEST CRITERIA 

TMA has made several comments on 
the sharp point test criteria proposed in 
August 1977. TMA has suggested and the 
Commission has agreed that the engi¬ 
neering drawings of the test device that 
are on file with the Commission should 
be specifically referenced in the regula¬ 
tion. This change is reflected in 9 1500.48 
(d> of the final regulation Issued below. 

TMA has also recommended that. In 
the interests of convenience and uni¬ 
formity. the test device at figure 1 be re¬ 
designed to incorporate the 1.00 pound 
application force that is contained in the 
regulation ($ 1500.48(d) (2) (ill)). The 
Commission finds that the test Instru¬ 
ment in the proposed regulation Is satis¬ 
factory for its own testing purposes and 
will ensure that the 1.00 pound force 
limitation is not exceeded, if manufac¬ 
turers choose to add to their test instru¬ 
ments a feature to register application 
force automatically, they are free to do 
so. As is stated in the regulation, any de¬ 
vice which yields equivalent results to 
the test instrument shown in figure 1 
may be used. 

TMA has additionally suggested that 
the word "minimum" not be applied to 
the distance the sensing head is recessed 
in the explanation of howr the sharp point 
test device operates (9 1502.48(d)(1)). 
The Commission agrees with TMA that 
the inclusion of the word "minimum" 
which qualifies the depth of the sensing 
head below the face of the end cap may 
be confusing. Similarly, the word “maxi¬ 
mum" which qualifies the dimensions of 
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the rectangular gaging slot opening of 
0.040 Inch by 0.045 Inch, as well os the 
words "not more than" which qualify the 
1.00 pound application force at which a 
point is Inserted Into the gaging slot, may 
need clarification. The Commission In¬ 
cluded these qualifiers to the opening di¬ 
mensions of the gaging slot, the depth of 
the sensing head, and the application 
force to indicate to a manufacturer that 
these maximum dimensions, minimum 
depth, and maximum force ’represent the 
most stringent conditions that the Com¬ 
mission may use during compliance test¬ 
ing. To clarify these critical parameters, 
however, the qualifying words have been 
deleted from the final regulation and the 
following explanatory sentence lias been 
added to S 1500.48(d) <2>: "The test in¬ 
struments used by the Commission in its 
tests for compliance with this regulation 
shall have gaging slot opening dimen¬ 
sions no greater than 0.040 inch by 0.045 
Inch and shall have the sensing head re¬ 
cessed a depth of no less than 0.015 inch. 
The force applied by the Commission 
when Inserting the point Into the gaging 
slot shall be no more than 1.00 pound." 

The Commission believes that the 
addition of these sentences to the regu¬ 
lation clarifies the most stringent values 
for the critical parameters which define 
the gaging cavity of the test Instrument 
and the application force, which may be 
used during the Commission’s compliance 
tests. Manufacturers, on the other hand. 
If they wish to provide a margin of safety, 
should be sure that the gaging slot open¬ 
ing in their teat Instruments has opening 
dimensions of more than 0.040 Inch by 
0 045 inch and a sensing head depth of 
less than 0.015 inch. In addition, manu¬ 
facturers may wish to use an applica¬ 
tion force of more than 1.00 pound. The 
Commission points out that manufactur¬ 
ers are under no obligation to perform 
any testing to ensure compliance with 
the regulation. 

One manufacturer. Mattel, lias also 
commented on certain aspects of the 
sharp point test criteria. In describing 
1U own sharp point testing procedures, 
the manufacturer seems to suggest that 
its procedures would be preferable to 
the Commission’s proposed procedures 
(w T hlch were developed by the National 
Bureau of Standards). The Commission 
staff was already familiar with Mattel’s 
test procedures and had performed a 
comparison of the two procedures In De¬ 
cember 1975. Although there was a high 
degree of correlation between the two 
procedures, the Commission staff found 
the NBS tester more repeatable, easier 
to use, and more helpful to designers 
of toys because it rated point sharpness 
based on the specific geometry of the 
point. 

Mattel has suggested that the gaging 
slot opening dimensions in the Commis¬ 
sion's proposed test instrument be re¬ 
duced to determine the acceptability of 
a plastic point. If the suggestion made 
by this commentor were adopted as writ¬ 
ten, it would have the effect of permitting 
sharper plAstlc points on toys than would 
be permitted by the criteria issued below. 
The subject of plastic points is further 
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discussed below in section *c) on "Ex¬ 
emptions". 

(d) ACCESSIBILITY CRITERIA 

Consumers Union <CU) has com¬ 
mented in some detail about the acces¬ 
sibility probes that are incorporated Into 
the test criteria at S 1500.48(c), and has 
suggested the following: 

1. Taper the finger portion of the probe 
(a) to correspond with the cross sectional 
dimensions that vary and (b) to be 
equated with the fifth percentile of the 
respective age group. 

2. Taper the transition area, from the 
finger to the hand, to reflect more ac¬ 
curately the contour of the hand. CU has 
stated that the values of 1.02 inches and 
1.51 inches (for hand clearance In the 
two age groups) seem to be too large for 
the dimension representing the region 
of the hand, where the third Joint of the 
finger Joins the hand. 

3. Insert the probe, during testing, into 
the test openings with a force repre¬ 
sentative of the amount of force that 
children of the respective age groups may 
be expected to exert. 

4. Articulate the probes at the Junc¬ 
tion of the finger to the hand and at the 
Junction of the hand to the extension. 

In addition. Consumers Union does not 
find any realistic relationship between 
the minor dimension of the opening mul¬ 
tiplied by 2*4 and the depth to which a 
child may Insert his or her fingers, hand, 
and arm through an opening. Practical 
observations by CU Indicate that a 4% 
year-old child could insert his or her 
hand and arm a distance of 9.7 Inches 
through a 1*4-Inch-wide opening and 
a distance of 16.5 Inches, i.e. to the 
shoulder (torso) through a 2-Inch-wido 
opening. Based on these observations, the 
multiplication factors should be 5.5 and 
8.3, respectively. 

CU has concluded that the probes 
should be revised dimensionally and, with 
regard to articulation, should more ac¬ 
curately simulate the finger, hand and 
arm of the respective age ranges of chil¬ 
dren. CU also believes that the probe 
should be inserted into openings under 
evaluation as far as possible, in ail direc¬ 
tions possible, and at all degrees of artic¬ 
ulation. If force of Insertion causes flex¬ 
ing that may expose sharp points to con¬ 
tact, then insertion should be made with 
forces suitable for each age group. 

For a number of reasons, the Com¬ 
mission does not believe that any 
changes in the probes or the accessi¬ 
bility criteria are necessary. 

The development of the accessibility 
probes proposed in August 1977 was con¬ 
ducted in response to a number of com¬ 
ments on the January 1975 proposal. 
Those comments stated that any probe 
should be based solely on child anthro¬ 
pometric data and not on data which 
incorporated adult dimensions. 

Child dimensional data is available 
for the fingers, hand, and arm. How¬ 
ever, it Is Intuitively obvious that chil¬ 
dren in the age range of concern, 0-8 
years, become larger as they get older. 
Therefore, the problem of setting di¬ 
mensions for accessibility Is a dynamic 


one. One must first choose a small age 
range for which the dimensions ore de¬ 
sired and then decide what percentile 
within that group would be appropriate. 
It immediately becomes apparent that 
for a given percentile In a body of data, 
thet selected dimension will increase as 
age increases. 

With the above background points In 
mind, the Commission considered the 
problem of constructing a device which 
simulates the finger of a 95th percentile 
child. Since the device must have only 
one dimension each for length and di¬ 
ameter, it becomes necessary to select 
these single dimensions from the data. 
In order to construct the test device, the 
Commission made the following determi¬ 
nation : 

Only two probes should be used, one 
each for the age spans of 0-3 years and 
over 3 and up to 8 years. This was done 
in the interests of simplicity and econ¬ 
omy. Rather than build 8 probes based 
on data at yearly Increments, the Com¬ 
mission decided that two probes would 
be sufficient to cover the age ranges. The 
division point of three years was se¬ 
lected to correspond with that estab¬ 
lished In the already-issued Commission 
use and abuse testing procedures. To se¬ 
lect another division point would have 
simply added confusion to the Commis¬ 
sion's overall toy safety program. 

The Commission believes that adop¬ 
tion of CU’s first two suggestions would 
conflict with the philosophy behind the 
probes which Is reasonable representa¬ 
tion and simplicity. With the use of the 
extreme dimensions within each range 
there is no advantage to tapering the 
probes at any particular place. Tapering 
would not resolve the basic problem of 
which dimension should be required. 
Further, tapering the probes would add 
to the cost of fabrication without adding 
any appreciable degree of safety. 

Adoption of CU's suggestion that the 
probe be inserted with a force appro¬ 
priate to the respective age group would 
add substantially to the complexity of 
screening toys for accessible sharp 
points. To accomplish this suggestion 
would require a force transducer in se¬ 
ries with the probe and the suspected 
sharp point. This is difficult and contrary 
to the objective of maintaining simplic¬ 
ity. and the suggestion is rejected. 

With regard to articulation of the 
probe at the Junction of the finger to 
the hand, very little safety would be 
gained for the added cost of fabrication 
and complexity. The existing probes 
have the capability of flexing through 
an arc of 180 degrees. The suggested 
change would add 90 degrees to this 
capability after certain engineering 
changes. In only one instance would 
this capability be useful. This w'ould be 
an opening through which a child would 
curl his finger as in making a fist and 
then have sufficient strength left to 
puncture the skin. The Commission does 
not believe the situation occurs with 
frequency sufficient to justify the addi¬ 
tion. For the same reason, the Commis¬ 
sion Is rejecting the suggestion for ar¬ 
ticulation at the wrist. 
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Finally. CU has contended that there 
is qo rationale for the 2.25 multiplication 
factor with regard to large openings. 
This multiplication factor was derived 
from the ratio between a child's arm 
length and shoulder breadth and was 
found to be approximately 2.25 for chil¬ 
dren in any age group between 1 and 8 
years of age. The Commission wishes to 
point out that If an opening Is large 
enough to permit entry of a child's hand, 
tiie depth to which the child could reach 
would be equal to the child's arm length. 
However, In Its efforts to derive accessi¬ 
bility criteria which are reasonable and 
which reflect the probable actions of the 
majority of children, the Commission 
believes that the location of sharp points 
subject to the test should be related to 
the size of the entrance of the opening. 
The Commission therefore finds that the 
2.25 multiplication factor is reasonable 
and. In the absence of further informa¬ 
tion to guide the Commission, there is 
no compelling argument to change the 
multiplication factor to another quan¬ 
tity. • 

(C> EXEMPTIONS 

Various manufacturers and TMA have 
supported exemptions for various prod¬ 
ucts. including: Replicas of real-life de¬ 
vices that are neither model nor craft 
kits; gates or sprues on plastic toys which 
arise when the toys are broken off from a 
stringer produced in the molding process; 
sporting goods, camping goods, and ath¬ 
letic equipment; musical Instruments 
and furniture (but not toys which arc 
counterparts of such products): play¬ 
ground equipment; and kites. TMA has 
mentioned that its voluntary standard 
PS 72/76 excludes most of the above 
products, and has assorted that the 
listed products arc not Intended to be 
covered by the Commission’s regulation. 

The Commission, as stated clearly in 
the preamble to the August 1977 proposed 
regulation, does intend the regulation to 
include other articles intended for use by 
children under 8 years of age. as well as 
toys. The only Intended exemptions and 
exclusions have been discussed in section 
(e) under "Proposed Regulation." If the 
Commission did exempt a wide variety of 
products, as suggested, the purpose and 
effectiveness of a generic regulation 
would be defeated. In fact, one of the 
reasons for changing the "self-execu¬ 
ting” regulatory approach was to issue a 
broad generic regulation that regulates 
nearly all of the numerous products com¬ 
prising the play environment of children 
from birth to 8 years. 

The same reasoning applies to an ex¬ 
emption for plastic "gates" that are 
formed during the manufacturing proc¬ 
ess. Very often these gates arc hnrmlcss, 
even if left untrimmed, because of their 
location or because they are made of soft 
plastic. However. If the plastic is hard 
and the gate is prominently exposed, la¬ 
cerations or avulsions could result from 
use of the article by a child. The Com¬ 
mission would therefore use Its discretion 
before banning any toy because of a plas¬ 
tic gate, and this is exactly what will oc¬ 
cur under the "non-banning" approach 
embodied in the regulation issued below. 
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TMA has also requested that the reg¬ 
ulation Include a formal exemption pro¬ 
cedure for future use. Since the regula¬ 
tion can be amended according to the in¬ 
formal notice and comment rulemaking 
procedures of the Administrative Proce¬ 
dure Act. the Commission Intends that 
this would be the procedure for exempt¬ 
ing any products it subsequently believes 
should be exempt from coverage. Any in¬ 
terested person may, of course, petition 
the Commission to amend the regulation 
to exempt products from coverage. 

With regard to TMA’s request for an 
exemption for musical instruments, the 
Commission believes that full-size, real- 
life musical instruments are not within 
the scope of the regulation, even though 
they could occasionally be. used by chil¬ 
dren under 8 years of age. Therefore, no 
exemption for such instruments has been 
added. Toy musical Instruments and real- 
life musical instruments that because of 
their smaller size arc Intended primarily 
for children under 8. however, are clearly 
within the scope of the regulation. 

Finally, with regard to the functional 
sharp point exemption, the Pencil 
Makers Association. Inc. has suggested 
that the regulation be clarified to state 
specifically that a pencil is an example of 
an article included within the fi 1500.48 
(b) (2) (ill) exemption for functional 
sharp points. The Commission believes 
that such a clarification is unnecessary. 
The regulation already states that ball¬ 
point pens are one example of articles 
that may have a sharp point but are 
nevertheless exempted from the regula¬ 
tion because the point is a functional one. 
Pencils would certainly be another exam¬ 
ple, By Including one example, the Com¬ 
mission did not exclude other articles 
from the applicability of the functional 
sharp point exemption, 

(t) PREEMPTION 

As discussed in the preamble to the 
August 1977 Federal Register proposal 
and os discussed in section (f) under 
"Proposed Regulation" in this preamble, 
the Commission believes that State and 
local regulations would not be preempted 
by a technical requirements regulation. 
as long as they use the identical tech¬ 
nical criteria. The use of different proce¬ 
dures by State and local governments, 
including an automatic banning ap¬ 
proach for toys not meeting the criteria, 
would not change this result. 

Nearly all of the industry commcnters 
disagreed with this portion of the Com¬ 
mission's interpretation of the preemp¬ 
tive effect of the regulation Issued be¬ 
low. They cited and discussed the legis¬ 
lative history of the FHSA preemption 
provision to show the Congressional In¬ 
tent that State and local governments 
should be prohibited from addressing the 
same risk of Injury in a different manner 
than the Federal government. Chaos and 
a severe economic impact would result 
from the Commission's position, in the 
opinion of the industry commcnters. 

The Commission agrees that Congress 
intended manufacturers to be protected 
from the difficult task of complying with 
different manufacturing criteria in dif¬ 
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ferent parts of the country. As Senator 
Moss slated. In legislative history cited 
by TMA in its comments. "• • • to the 
extent possible, manufacturers who pro- 
duco products for a national market 
should be required to comply with only 
national standards" (Cong. Record, 
April 28. 1976. page 56147. Column 3. 
Dally Edition). It is partly for this rea¬ 
son that the Commission interprets the 
FHSA preemption provision as prevent¬ 
ing State and local governments from 
using non-Identical technical criteria. 

Under the Commission's interpreta¬ 
tion of preemption, manufacturers can 
rely on the technical criteria set forth in 
the regulation below. No State or locality 
could use differing criteria to ban, be¬ 
cause of sharp points, a toy Intended for 
children under 8 years of age. Despite 
the strong and articulate comments sub¬ 
mitted by the industry, however, the 
Commission still does not believe that the 
FHSA preemption provision prohibits 
States and localities from using different 
procedures in conjunction with the tech¬ 
nical criteria. FHSA preemption applies 
only to "requirements" and the Commis¬ 
sion’s two-stage banning approach is 
neither Included in nor required by the 
technical requirements regulation issued 
below. 

Nevertheless, the Commission believes 
that the technical requirements regula¬ 
tion should not be used to ban auto¬ 
matically all toys not meeting the tech¬ 
nical criteria. As a matter of public re¬ 
sponsibility and of fairness, a regulatory 
body should evaluate the hazard present¬ 
ed by any toy which fails to meet the 
technical criteria before banning that 
toy. 

The Commission's two-stage banning 
procedure, which provides an opportu¬ 
nity for considering the comments of the 
affected industry prior to banning, guar¬ 
antees this responsibility and fairness at 
the Federal level. The Commission 
strongly encourages the use of the same 
or similar procedures at the State and 
local levels prior to the banning of any 
toy intended for use by children under 
8 years of age that contains sharp points. 

(g) EFFECTIVE DATE 

The Commission has received no com¬ 
ments on what would be an appropriate 
effective date of the Anal regulation. As 
proposed, the regulation issued below will 
become effective December 22. 1978. All 
products introduced into interstate com¬ 
merce after this date are subject to the 
regulation. 

The Commission restates that, for pur¬ 
poses of the regulation, introduction into 
interstate commerce is defined as 
follows: A toy manufactured outside the 
United States is Introduced Into inter¬ 
state commerce when it is first orouvht 
within a U.8. port of entry. A toy manu¬ 
factured In the United States is intro¬ 
duced into interstate commerce (a) at 
the time of Its first interstate sale, or tb) 
at the time of Its first intrastate sale of 
one or more of its components and/or 
raw materials were received irterstate, 
whichever occurs earlier. 
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(h) ENVIRONMENTAL CONSIDERATIONS 

The Commission has received no com¬ 
ments on the environmental impact of 
the regulation or on its decision that 
there is no need for an environmental 
impact statement. 

(1) MISCELLANEOUS 

(1) TMA has suggested that the Com¬ 
mission reference section 2<q> of the 
FH8A as authority for issuing the tech¬ 
nical requirements regulation. As TMA 
has pointed out, the Commission’s pre¬ 
emption position makes clear Its view 
that the regulation is issued for the en¬ 
forcement of section 2(q). Nevertheless, 
the regulation is authorized by section 
10(a), which authorizes regulations ’’for 
the efficient enforcement” of the FHSA. 
and section 2(s), which defines articles 
that are “mechanical hazards.” Section 
2<q> defines “banned hazardous sub¬ 
stances" and the regulation issued below 
docs not ban any product. 

(2) Susan P. Baker, an Associate Pro¬ 
fessor in the Johns Hopkins University’s 
8chool of Hygiene and Public Health, has 
commented on the scope of the regula¬ 
tion. She believes that the regulation 
should address foreseeable behavior and 
accidents involving high velocity impact 
with toys. 

The Commission’s view is that certain 
types of injuries cannot be addressed by 
a regulation which deals solely with the 
Injury agent. A child who runs and falls 
onto any toys, or other household objects 
that are encountered daily, may sustain 
a laceration injury regardless of the 
shape of the toy or of the presence or 
absence of sharp points. By blunting or 
eliminating sharp points, the Commis¬ 
sion believes that this regulation will re¬ 
duce the severity of some of these types 
of Injuries. In addition. If the Commis¬ 
sion finds that a substantial number of 
additional toy-related injuries can be 
eliminated by further generic regulation, 
it will strongly consider issuing such a 
regulation. 

<3) Two consumers have questioned 
the ability of the Commission to regulate 
effectively and the need for the proposed 
regulation. Despite these comments, the 
Commission believes that the existing 
hazard data support the need to reduce 
the potential unreasonable risk of injury 
associated with certain sharp points on 
toys. In Addition, the Commission be¬ 
lieves that the regulation issued below 
will be effective in setting a standard of 
safety for the toys intended for children 
under 8 years of age that are currently 
available and for the thousands of new 
such toys introduced into the market¬ 
place each year. 

Final Regulation 

With the exception of the minor 
changes discussed above, the final tech¬ 
nical requirements regulation is identical 
to the August 1977 proposal. The Com¬ 
mission restates that English figures are 
used throughout the regulation. Their 
metric approximations are Included in 
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parentheses for convenience and infor¬ 
mation only. 

Accordingly, pursuant to provisions of 
the Federal Hazardous Substances Act 
<sccs. 2(8). 10<a), 74 Stat. 378 (15 U.S.C. 
1261. 1269)) In accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of 5 U.S.C. 553, and under au¬ 
thority vested in the Commission by the 
Consumer Product Safety Act (Pub. L. 
92-753, sec. 30(a). 86 8tat. 1231 (15U.8.C. 
2079(a)) >, the Commission Amends 16 
CFR Part 1500 by adding a new $ 1500.48, 
as follows: 

§ 1500,18 Technical requirement* for 
determining a »l>arp point in lov* and 
other article* intended for u*c by 
children under 8 year* of age. 

(a) Objective . The sharp point test 
prescribed by paragraph (d) of this sec¬ 
tion will be used by the Commission in 
making a preliminary determination 
that points on toys and other articles 
intended for use by children under 8 
years of age .md such points exposed in 
normal use or as a result of reasonably 
foreseeable damage or abuse of such toys 
and articles, present a potential risk of 
injury by puncture or laceration under 
section 2(s) of the Federal Hazardous 
Substances Act (15 U.S.C. 1261 (s)>. The 
Commission wU! further evaluate points 
that are identified as presenting a poten¬ 
tial risk of puncture or laceration injury 
to determine the need for individual 
product regulatory action. 

(b) Scope —(1) General. The sharp 
point test of paragraph (d> of this sec¬ 
tion is applicable to toys or other articles 
that are Introduced into interstate com¬ 
merce on or after December 22.1978. The 
sharp point test shall be applied to any 
accessible portion of the test sample be¬ 
fore and after subjecting the test sample 
to the use and abuse tests of 1500.51. 
1500.52, and 1500.53 (excluding the bite 
test-paragraph (c) of each section). 

(2) Exemptions, (i) Toys and other 
children’s articles that are the subject of 
any of the following regulations are ex¬ 
empt from this f 1500.48: The regula¬ 
tions for bicycles, non-full-size baby 
cribs, and full-size baby cribs (Parts 1508, 
1509. and 1512. of this chapter). 

<ii> Toys that by reason of their func¬ 
tional purpose necessarily present the 
hazard of sharp points and that do not 
have any nonfunctional sharp points are 
exempt from this 5 1500.48: Provided . 
Each toy is identified by a conspicuous, 
legible, and visible label at the time of 
any sale, as having functional sharp 
points. An example of such toys is a toy 
sewing machine with a needle. 

(ill) Articles, besides toys, intended for 
use by children that by reason of their 
functional purpose necessarily present 
(he hazard of sharp points and that do 
not have any nonfunctional sharp points 
are exempt from this 1 1500.48. An ex¬ 
ample of such articles is a ball-point pen. 

(c) Accessibility —(1) General Any 
point that 1s accessible either before or 
after these tests of Sft 1500.51. 1500.52. 
and 1500.53 (excluding the bite test— 
paragraph (c) of each section) are per¬ 
formed shall be subject to the sharp 


point test of paragraph <d> of this sec¬ 
tion. 

(2) Accessible points, (i) An accessible 
point for a toy or article intended for 
children 3 years of age or less is one 
that can be contacted by any portion 
forward of the collar of the accessibility 
probe designated as probe A in figure 2 
of this section. 

(ii) An accessible point for a toy or 
article intended for children over 3 years 
up to 8 years of age is one that can be 
contacted by any portion forward of the 
collar of the accessibility probe desig¬ 
nated as probe B In figure 2 of this sec¬ 
tion. 

(ill) An accessible point for a toy or 
article intended for children of ages 
spanning both age groups is one that 
can be contacted by any portion forward 
of the collar of cither probe A or B, as 
shown in figure 2 of this section. 

(3) Insertion depth for accessibility, (l) 

<3> Insertion depth for accessibility . 

(i) For any hole, recess, or opening 
having a minor dimension (The minor 
dimension of an opening is the diameter 
of the largest sphere that will pass 
through the opening.) smaller than the 
collar diameter of the appropriate probe, 
the total insertion depth for accessibility 
shall be up to the collar on the appro¬ 
priate probe. Each probe Joint may be 
rotated up to 90 degrees to simulate 
knuckle movement. 

(li> For any hole, recess, or opening 
having a minor dimension larger than 
the collar diameter of probe A but less 
than 7.36 inches (186 9 millimeters), 
when probe A Is used, or a minor di¬ 
mension larger than the collar diameter 
of probe B but less than 9.00 inches 
(228.6 millimeters), when probe B is 
used, the total insertion depth for 
accessibility shall be determined by in¬ 
serting the appropriate probe with the 
extension shown in figure 2 in any di¬ 
rection up to two and one-quarter times 
the minor dimension of the hole, recess, 
or opening, measured from any point in 
the plane of the opening. Each probe 
joint may be rotated up to 90 degrees to 
simulate knuckle movement. 

(ill) For any hole, recess, or opening 
having a minor dimension of 7.36 inches 
(186.9 millimeters) or larger when probe 
A Is used, or a minor dimension of 9.00 
Inches (228.6 millimeters) or larger 
when probe B is used, the total insertion 
depth for accessibility Is unrestricted 
unless other holes, recesses, or openings 
within the original hole, recess, or open- 
in gare encountered with dimensions 
specified in paragraph <c)(3> (1) or (ii) 
of this section. In such Instances, the 
appropriate paragraphs (c)(3) (i) or 

(ii) of this section shall be followed. If 
both probes arc to be used, a minor 
dimension that is 7.36 Inches (186.9) 
millimeters) or larger shall determine 
unrestricted access. 

(4) Inaccessible points. Points shall be 
considered Inaccessible without testing 
with a probe if they lie adjacent to a 
surface of the test sample and any gap 
between the point and the adjacent sur¬ 
face does not exceed 0.020 inch (0.50 
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millimeter) either before or after the 
tests of U 1500.51* 1500.52. and 1500.53 
(excluding the bite test—paragraph <c> 
of each section) are performed. 

<d) Sharp point test method —(1) 
Principle of operation. The principle of 
operation of the sharp point tester 
shown in figure 1 of this section is as 
follows (Detailed engineering drawings 
for a suggested sharp point tester are 
available from the Commission's Office 
of the Secretary.): A rectangular open¬ 
ing measuring 0.040 inch (1.02 milli¬ 
meters) wide by 0.045 inch (1.15 milli¬ 
meters) long in the end of the slotted 
cap establishes two reference dimen¬ 
sions. Depth of penetration of the point 
being tested determines sharpness. If the 
point being tested can contact a sensing 
head that Ls recessed a distance of 0.015 
inch (0.38 millimeter) below the end cap 
and can move the sensing head a further 
0.005 inch (0.12 millimeter) against a 
0.5-pound (2.2-newton) force of a return 
spring, the point shall be identified as 
sharp. A sharp point tester of the general 
configuration shown in figure 1 of this 
section or one yielding equivalent results 
shall Identify a sharp point. In conduct¬ 
ing tests to determine the presence of 
sharp points, the Commission will use 
the sharp point tester shown in figure 
1 of this section and the accessibility 
probes designed as A or B in figure 2 
of this section. 

(2) Procedure. (i> The sample to be 
tested shall be held in such a manner 
that It does not move during the test. 

(11) Part of the test sample may need 
to be removed to allow the sharp point 
testing device to test a point that is 
accessible by the criteria of paragraph 
(c) of this section. Such dismantling of 
the test sample could affect the rigidity 
of the point in question. The sharp point 
test shall be performed with the point 
supported so that its stiffness approxi¬ 
mates but is not greater than the point 
stiffness in the assembled sample. 

(ill) Using the general configuration 
shown in figure 1 of this section, the 
adjustment and operation of the sharp 
point tester ls as follows: Hold the sharp 
point tester and loosen the lock ring by 
rotating it so that it moves towards the 
indicator lamp assembly a sufficient dis¬ 
tance to expose the calibration reference 
marks on the barrel. Rotate the gaging 
cap clockwise until the indicator lamp 
lights. Rotate the cap counterclockwise 
until an equivalent of five divisions (the 
distance between the short lines on the 
cap) have passed the calibration refer¬ 
ence mark. Lock the gaging cap in this 
position by rotating the lock ring until 
it fits firmly against the cap. Insert the 
point into the gaging slot in all direc¬ 
tions in which it was accessible by the 
criteria of paragraph (c) of this sec¬ 
tion. and apply a force of 1.00 pound 
(4.45 newtons). A glowing light identifies 
the point as sharp. 


(iv) The test instruments used by the 
Commission in Its tests for compliance 
with this regulation shall have gaging 
slot opening dimensions no greater than 
0.040 Inch by 0.045 inch and shall have 
the sensing head recessed a depth of no 
less than 0.015 inch. The force applied 
by the Commission when inserting a 
point into the gaging slot shall be no 
more than 1.00 pound. 

(e) For the purpose of conformance 
with the technical requirements pre¬ 


scribed by this | 1500.48. the English 
figures shall be used. The metric ap¬ 
proximations are provided In parentheses 
for convenience and information only.

The purpose of these amended regula¬ 
tions is to delineate the requirements 
governing < I > extension of the Scholar¬ 
ship program Into graduate study and 
<2> the work-experience program.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: 
The following regulations were first 
adopted by the Board of Trustees of the 
Harry S. Truman Scholarship Founda¬ 
tion on September 20,1976 (41FR 42666). 
and have been most recently amended 
with respect to graduate study and the 
work-experience program on Decem¬ 
ber 12,1977. 

The Harry S. Truman Memorial Schol¬ 
arship Act honors the thirty-third Pres¬ 
ident of the United States by creating a 
perpetual education Scholarship pro¬ 
gram to help college students prepare for 
public service careers. The program was 
established as a living memorial to Pres¬ 
ident Truman because of his high regard 
for the public trust, his lively exercise of 
political talents, his broad knowledge and 
understanding of the American political 
and economic system, and his strong de¬ 
sire for Increased educational opportu¬ 
nities for young people. 

The Harry S. Truman Scholarship 
Foundation Is authorized to award 
Scholarships to persons preparing for 
a career in public service. The Founda¬ 
tion has defined public service to mean 
participation in government, with em¬ 
phasis on administration and manage¬ 
ment and on potential leadership ability. 
Careers at all levels and functions of gov¬ 
ernment are specifically included in this 
definition. 

The Foundation carries out an annual 
nationwide Scholarship competition for 
outstanding undergraduate college stu¬ 
dents who plan to follow careers In public 
service. Nominees for Truman Scholar¬ 
ships must specify in their application 
their interest in pursuing a career in 
public service and how their educational 
plans will prepare them for the chosen 
career goal. 
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They should detail how the planned 
academic program will prepare for a spe¬ 
cific career in government. Courses in 
history, politicrt science, public admin¬ 
istration, public policy, law. economics 
and finance, and international relations 
are among the types of studies consid¬ 
ered by many educators to be appropri¬ 
ate in this connection. No such list of 
areas of study can be coir prehensi^ or 
exhaustive, however, and applicants 
should feel free to offer other g rmane 
fields of study*that they believe would 
help them prepare for a career In gov¬ 
ernment. 

The regulations set forth below govern 
the annual Scholarship competition. 
They are Issued under the authority of 
the Harry 8. Truman Memorial Schol¬ 
arship Act, Pub. L. 93-642 <20 U.8.C. 
2001 - 2012 ). 

The amendments adopted to th^so reg¬ 
ulations on December 12. 1977, are meant 
to deal In a comprehensive way with the 
graduate portion of the Truman Schol¬ 
arship Program, typically the final two 
years of the maximum four years of sup¬ 
port permitted under the Act. The 
amendments also deal with the work- 
experience program—a period of time 
not to exceed one year—during which 
Truman Scholars are encouraged to ob¬ 
tain practical experience working In a 
Federal. State, or local government of¬ 
fice. The Foundation plans to assist 
Scholars in obtaining such employment. 

The newly adopted amendments add a 
new' Subpart D to the regulations, thus 
requiring the rcdcsignation of existing 
Subpart D. subsequent subparts, and 
c *?rtain other provisions. 

New Section 1801.30 states that only 
Truman Scholars who. among other 
things, satisfactorily complete their 
undergraduate education, are eligible 
for continued Foundation support for 
their graduate study. No separate com¬ 
petition will be conducted at the gradu¬ 
ate level. 

The purpose of new Section 1801.31 is 
to provide information on the proce¬ 
dures that a Truman Scholar must follow 
in order to obtain approval of his or her 
proposed program of graduate study. 
Foundation approval of the Scholar's 
proposal Is required before financial sup¬ 
port is granted for graduate work. 
Courses in history, political science, pub¬ 
lic administration, public policy, law. 
economics and finance, and internation¬ 
al relations are among the types of stud¬ 
ies considered ty many educators to be 
appropriate for a career in government. 

Section 1801.32 requires that Truman 
Scholars who pursue graduate work 
must enroll only at accredited colleges 
and universities that offer graduate de¬ 
gree work. 

The new section 1801.33 explains the 
details of the work-experience program. 
All Truman Scholars without substantial 
prior government experience are encour¬ 
aged to participate following their bac- 
ic&lAureate wor and before beginning 
graduate study. 

In addition to the new sections sum¬ 
marized above, three new terms have 


been added to the definitions governing 
the Harry S. Truman Scholarship Pro¬ 
gram: •'Graduate study," "Senior’* and 
"Work-experience program/'

effective February 1. 1978.

A student Is eligible to be nominated as 
a Truman Scholar if he or she:

(e) Is a national of the United States, 
or Is in the United States for other than 
a temporary purpose and Intends to be¬ 
come a permanent resident, or Is a per¬ 
manent resident of the Trust Territory 
of the Pacific Islands. 

§ 1801.4 Definition*. 

As used in this part: 

“Academic year" means the period of 
time, typically 8 or 9 months, in which 
a full-time student would normally com¬ 
plete two semesters, two trimester, three 
quarters, or the equivalent. 

“Foundation** means the Harry S. 
Truman Scholarship Foundation. 

“Full-time student’* means a student 
who Is carrying a sufficient number of 
credit hours or their equivalent to se¬ 
cure the degree or certificate toward 
which he or she is working. In no more 
than the length of time normally taken 
at the institution of higher education. 

Graduate study** means courses of 
study beyond the baccalaureate level 
which may lead to an advanced degree. 

“Institution of higher education** has 
the mooning given In section 1201(a) of 
the Higher Education Act of 1965 <20 
U.S.C. 1141(a)). 

“Junior” means a student who has re¬ 
ceived credit for more than one-half of 
the courscwork required to complete the 


second year of college, but not more than 
one-half of the coursework required to 
complete the third year of college. 

“President * means the principal offi¬ 
cial responsible for the overall direction 
of the operations of an institution of 
higher education. 

“Public service** means a career at any 
level or in any function of government. 

“Resident * means a person who has 
legal residence in the State, recognized 
under State law. If a question arises con¬ 
cerning the State of residence, the 
Foundation determines, for the purposes 
of this program, of which State the per¬ 
son is a resident, taking into account 
parents* place of residence, eligibility for 
“in-State” tuition rotes at public insti¬ 
tutions of higher education, nnd place 
of registration to vote. 

‘’Senior’* means the academic level 
recognized by the institution of higher 
education as having fourth year stand¬ 
ing. 

“Sophomore’* means the academic level 
recognized by the institution of higher 
education as having second year 
sta nd ing. 

“Work-experience program** means 
employment approved by the Founda¬ 
tion that involves an intensive period of 
practical work in a Federal, State, or 
local government office. 

Subpart B—Nominations 

§ 1801.10 Nomination by institution of 
higher education. 

To be considered In the competition, a 
student must be nominated by the insti¬ 
tution of higher education that he or she 
attends. 

§ 1801.11 Animal nomination. 

(a) Except as provided In H 1801.12 
and 1081.13. each institution of higher 
education may nominate one student 
annually. 

<b> The nomination must be made by 
the President of the Institution or the 
designated Faculty Representative, after 
the President asks for and considers rec¬ 
ommendations by the faculty.

How¬ 
ever. a component that is organized 
solely for administrative purposes and 
has no students enrolled may not nomi¬ 
nate a student.

(a) Each Institution which nominates 
a student or which has a Truman 
Scholar in attendance must give the 
Foundation the name, business address, 
and business telephone number of a 
member of the faculty who will serve 
as liaison between the institution and 
the Foundation.

(а) The Foundation provides a form 
that must be used as the application.

<2> A statement that the student plan- 
to pursue a career In public service; 

(3) A list of the student’s public serv¬ 
ice activities, such as those associated 
with government agencies, community 
groups, political campaigns, and chari¬ 
ties; 

<4> A list of leadership positions the 
student has held during high school and 
during the first two years of under¬ 
graduate school: 

(5) A statement that the student is 
willing to participate in an internship 
or seminar sponsored by the Founda¬ 
tion:

§ 1801.42 Definition of 

As used In this part. "fee” means a 
typical and usual non-refundable charge 
by the institution of higher education 
for a service, a privilege, or the use of 
property. 

§ 1801.43 Allowance for book*. 

The cost allowed for a student s books 
is $180 per year. 

§ 1801.44 Allowance for room and board. 

The cost allowed for & student’s room 
and board is the amount the Institution 
of higher education reports to the Col¬ 
lege Scholarship Service as the average 
cost of room and board for the student's 
Institution, given the type of housing the 
student occupies. 

§ 1801.45 Deduction for benefit* from 
other source*. 

(a) The cost allowed for a students 
tuition, fees, books, and room and board 
must be reduced to the extent that the 
cost Is paid for by another organisation. 

(b) This section does not apply to 
benefits the student receives from the 
Veterans Administration. 

Subpart F—Payment Conditions and 
Procedures 

§ 1801.50 Acceptance of the ftcholamhip. 

To receive any payment, a Truman 
Scholar must sign an acceptance of the 
scholarship and submit It to the Founda¬ 
tion.

Subpart G—Duration of Scholarship

Supplementation of 
prior releases on this subject is required 
with respect to the large body of new 
and diverse circumstances that have 
arisen since the last release was issued in 
1972. The release provides current guid¬ 
ance regarding the Commission's policy* 
rules and administrative determinations 
pertaining to the independence of ac¬ 
countants who audit and report on fi¬ 
nancial statements filed with the Com¬ 
mission.

This Accounting Series Release < ASR) 
is published to provide current informa¬ 
tion on interpretations and administra¬ 
tive determinations which have been 
made under Rule 2-01 of Regulation S-X 
<17 CFR 310.2-01). Qualifications of ac¬ 
countants. and Commission policy re¬ 
garding the independence of accountants 
with respect to audits of financial state¬ 
ments filed or to be filed with the Com¬ 
mission. This release supplements ASR 
Nos. 47 <11 FR 10930). 81 <23 FR 9777), 
112 <33 FR 11901). and 126 <37 FR 
14294). issued on this subject in the past, 
through coverage of diverse new circum¬ 
stances affecting the independence of ac¬ 
countants. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS 

The administrative determinations 
published In this release deal principally 
with circumstances which differ in some 
respects from the cases in past releases 
or with situations that were rarely en¬ 
countered previously in order to Illus¬ 
trate the application of the Commis¬ 
sion's policy and interpretations of 
5 210.2-01 in the widest range of circum¬ 
stances. Interpretations and policy were 
most recently discussed in ASR No. 126 
issued on July 5. 1972. The determina¬ 
tions herein have been made on a case- 
by-case basis, and each conclusion is ap¬ 
plicable only to the specific facts and 
circumstances of the particular care. 

One of the principal factors which 
will adversely affect the Independence of 
accountants Is, as specified in $ 210.2-01 
<b) <1). the ownership of any interests In 
an audit client or its affiliates. Under this 
rule an accounting firm, all partners, and 
all professional employees participating 
in the audit or located in an office of the 
firm participating in a significant por¬ 
tion of the audit, are precluded from 
holding any direct or material indirect 
financial Interest in an audit client or 
any of its affiliates during the period of 
the audit engagement or at the date of 
the audit report. 

In ASR No. 112 a less strict construc¬ 
tion was given of thte rule in regard to 
financial interests of partners of an ac¬ 
counting firm, other than the principal 
accounting firm, for an international 
business, engaged to conduct an audit of 
the financial statements of a nonmate¬ 
rial division or subsidiary of the inter¬ 
national business located in «i foreign 
area where the principal accounts do 
not practice. With regard to the holding 
by these partners of securities of the 
parent or the subsidiary in these situa¬ 
tions. ASR No. 112 pro/ides that the 
other accounting firm would be deemed 
to be not independent only If such securi¬ 
ties are owned by any partners of the 
firm who are located in the office which 
conducts the audit or otherwise partici¬ 
pates In the engagement. 

Although ASR No. 112 speaks only of 
situations Involving United 8tates par¬ 
ent companies and their foreign divisions 
or subsidiaries, it Is equally applicable 
to situations involving non-U.S. parent 
companies subject to the Jurisdiction of 
the Commission with divisions or sub¬ 
sidiaries in other foreign countries. The 
release would also apply to less than 50 
percent investees and other types of 
joint ventures os well as to divisions and 
subsidiaries. 

Subsequent to the issuance of ASR No. 
112, 4 210.2-01 was amended to empha¬ 
sise that the specified restrictions on fi¬ 
nancial interests apply not only to part¬ 
ners, but air 3 to professional employees 
of an accounting firm in certain cir¬ 
cumstances. Inasmuch as ASR No. 113 
deals only with the ownership of secu¬ 
rities by partners of an accounting firm 
in specified circumstances questions have 
been raised regarding whether ASR No. 
112 and the circumstances cited therein 
are also applicable to professional em¬ 
ployees. ASR No. 112 docs not deal with 


or affect the restrictions in g 210.2-01 re¬ 
garding financial interests of profes¬ 
sional employees. However, these re¬ 
strictions, applicable In all situation 
are essentially the same as the modifk 
restrictions for partners In the situations 
discussed in ASR No. 112. 

Interests in Nonclient Affiliates 

Since ASR No. 112 was Issued, and 
with the advent of the use by investor 
companies of the equity method of ac¬ 
counting for less-than-50 percent invest¬ 
ments in investees, questions have been 
raised regarding whether relaxation of 
the provisions of f 210.2-01 regarding fi¬ 
nancial interests might also be appropri¬ 
ate with respect to the independence of 
accountants in relation to noclient par¬ 
ents, subsidiaries, less-than-50 percent 
owned investees, or other affiliates of 
audit clients where the investor com¬ 
pany's interests in the investee are not 
material. 

The American Institute of Certified 
Public Accountants <AICPA) issued 
Ethics Ruling No. 49 regarding situations 
where different accounting firms per¬ 
form the audits of the investor and the 
investee companies. The ruling specific, 
in substance, that if the investor's in¬ 
vestment or the annual increase in 
equity in the investment constitutes more 
than a few percent of the assets or oper¬ 
ations of the investor, the Investors 
auditors should be Independent of the 
Investee and the Investee’s auditors 
should be independent of the investor 

In commenting on guidelines devel¬ 
oped by accounting firms regarding the 
percentage limitations specified in the 
AICPA ruling, the Chief Accountant 
stated that there would be no objection 
to application of such guidelines with 
regard to the restrictions on financial 
Interests by accountants as stated in 
1210.201(b), if they provide that the 
investor's investment in the investee docs 
not exceed 5 percent of the investor’s 
consolidated total assets and the inves¬ 
tor's equity in the investee's net increa.se 
docs not exceed 5 percent of the inves¬ 
tor’s consolidated net income. In situa¬ 
tions of the type to which ASR No. 112 
relates, however, the nonm&terialUy of 
the segments of a business is determined 
In aocordancc with the definition of 
“significant subsidiary” in g 210.1-02 of 
Regulation S-X. While no current deter¬ 
minations have been made on specific 
cases involving the applicability of this 
materiality test for relaxation of the 
independence requirements, it would be 
considered applicable In the situation 
described In Cose No. 37 1 of ARS No 81. 
if a determination were made on such 
situation currently. 


’Car* No. 37 of ASR No. 81 react® m fol¬ 
lows: Registrants A and B each own 60 per¬ 
cent of the out®landing stock of Company C. 
but are otherwise not related. The account¬ 
ing firm which audita Registrant A would 
not be disqualified because at ownership • f 
a small number of shares of stock of Bee¬ 
troot B. However, the accounting firm which 
audits Company C would not bo considered 
Independent if any of Its partners had an 
Interest In either Registrant A or B. 
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Financial Interests by Foreion 
Accountants 

The proscription of ownership of in¬ 
terests in clients and their affiliates un¬ 
der § 210.2-01 is applicable to all ac¬ 
countants who practice before the 
Commission. However, it is recognized 
that the proscription of ownership of 
direct interests, as well as trust relation¬ 
ships. is not as extensive under the pro¬ 
fessional codes of ethics of independent 
accountants in some foreign countries as 
in the United States. These differences 
are recognized in the consideration of 
independence of foreign accountants 
who examine financial statements filed 
with the Commission by foreign regis¬ 
trants. Some minor variations from our 
requirements have been accepted, in¬ 
cluding one dealt with in ASR No. 112. 
os described above. Another exception 
involving trusts holding immaterial in¬ 
terests in clients is illustrated below. 

1. An Inquiry was received regarding 
whether the independence of a foreign 
accounting firm would be adversely af¬ 
fected with respect to the examination of 

. financial statements of a client in the 
foreign country to bo Included In a regis¬ 
tration of securities if partners of the 
firm retained trusteeships in trusts which 
hold securities of the client and its sub¬ 
sidiaries. This is understood to be an 
accepted practice under the professional 
rules of ethics for accountants in the 
foreign country. Conclusion: The inde¬ 
pendence of the accounting firm was not 
deemed to be adversely affected inas¬ 
much as the securities of the client held 
by the trusts did not represent a material 
interest in the client and in view of the 
fact that appropriate restrictions were 
placed on the trustee-partners. 

2. The partners of a foreign account¬ 
ing Ann act as trustees of several trusts 
which hold interests in its clients in the 
foreign country. This U understood to be 
an accepted practice under the profes¬ 
sional rules of ethics for accountants In 
the foreign country. One of the clients 
planned to file a registration statement 
with the Commission. The shares of the 
client which are held by the trusts of 
which the partners are trustees consti¬ 
tute an insignificant Interest in the 
client. Conclusion: The Independence of 
the accounting firm w*as not questioned 
with respect to the audit of the financial 
statements to be Included in the registra¬ 
tion statement in view* of the insignifi¬ 
cance of the trusts’ interests in the client 
and inasmuch as the partners acting as 
trustees in the trusts were not deemed to 
hold a material indirect interest in the 
client. 

Family Relationships 

The restrictions against holding inter¬ 
ests in an audit client by an independent 
accountant set out in $ 210.2-01 (b) (1) 
and against holding official positions and 
associations with the client, as specified 
In | 210.2-01 (b)(2), arc also applicable 
to relatives of the accountant in varying 
degrees depending on the closeness of the 
relationship. Finally relationships in 
these situations require careful consider- 
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atlon In every case to determine whether 
independence in fact or the appearance 
of independence of the accountant may 
be impaired. Many of these problems 
were discussed in ASR No. 126. In gen¬ 
eral, financial interests and business re¬ 
lationships of an accountant’s immediate 
family or other dependent relatives with 
an audit client would be ascribed to the 
accountant and would accordingly im¬ 
pair his or his firm's independence with 
respect to that client. 

There would also be a presumption of 
impairment of Independence wlien other 
close relatives of the accountant have 
material financial Interests or business 
relationships or hold Important positions 
with a client. The impairment in these 
situations relating to other close relatives 
may be mitigated with respect to the ac¬ 
countant and his firm where there is ade¬ 
quate geographical separation of the ac¬ 
countant from the relative and from the 
audit engagement to preclude the possi¬ 
bility of contacts and influence that could 
cause a conclusion that the accountant's 
or his firm’s Independence appeared to 
be impaired. In a geographical area in 
which two or more cities are located that 
have closely linked business communities, 
separation as between cities within the 
area normally’ would not be sufficient to 
mitigate the Impairment. Recently, the 
AICPA published helpful guidelines re¬ 
garding these types of determinations in 
Interpretation No. 101-4 of the Rules of 
Conduct. These guidelines were con¬ 
sidered in the following determinations 
involving family relationships. 

J. A large accounting firm employed 
the son of the president of a very large 
client as a professional accountant in the 
local office which performed the contin¬ 
uing audits of financial statements of the 
client that are filed with the Commission. 
The son was not a dependent of his 
parents and did not reside with them. 
Conclusion: This close family relation¬ 
ship between a professional employee of 
the accounting firm and the president of 
a client impairs the appearance of in¬ 
dependence of the firm with respect to 
the client. While such impairment may 
be mitigated in some instances by geo¬ 
graphical separation of the related par¬ 
ties. or by removal of the employee from 
the office performing the audit, it could 
not be mitigated In this case because of 
the large size of the client, the promi¬ 
nence of its president, and the relative 
Importance of the auditing fee to the 
accounting firm. 

4. An accounting firm Inquired whether 
its independence would be imparled with 
respect to the audit of a client’s financial 
statements to be filed with the Commis¬ 
sion, if the firm gave summer employ¬ 
ment as a professional accountant to 
the son of the president of the client. 
The son was a college student who was 
dependent on his parents and resided 
with them. Conclusion: The appearance 
of independence of the accounting firm 
with respect to this client would be Im¬ 
paired by this family relationship if the 
son of the president of the client w r ere 
employed by the firm when the son was 
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dependent on his parents and residing 
with them. 

5. An accounting firm which has only 
one office inquired if its independence 
would be questioned with respect to a 
future audit of the financial statements 
of a bank affiliated with another bank 
to be included In a filing with the Com¬ 
mission by a holding company control¬ 
ling the other bank because the assistant 
controller of the holding company is the 
brother of a partner in the accounting 
firm. The assistant controller has no di¬ 
rect relationships with the financial 
records of the affiliated bank to be 
audited. Conclusion: The appearance of 
independence of the accounting firm 
would be impaired in regard to an audit 
of the bank's financial statements by 
this close family relationship between * 
a partner of the firm and on important 
official of the holding company. 

6. An accounting firm employed the 
son of a major stockholder of an audit 
client at the beginning level for pro¬ 
fessional accountants. The son Is not de¬ 
pendent on the father, they do not live 
In the same community or have frequent 
contact, and the audit assignment would 
be performed by a branch office other 
than the branch to which the son is as¬ 
signed . Conclusion: The appearance of 
independence of the accounting firm 
with respect to the audit of the client's 
financial statements, which would other¬ 
wise be presumed impaired by this 
father-son relationship, was not con¬ 
sidered to be impaired. In view of the 
geographical separation of the son from 
the father and from the audit assign¬ 
ment. 

7. A partner in an accounting firm 
who specialized in tax services was the 
brother-in-law of the treasurer and 
principal accounting officer of a client 
company planning to make an initial 
public offering of its securities. Although 
the lax partner had no audit responsi¬ 
bilities with regard to the client, he had 
given tax advice to the client and hod 
reviewed its tax returns. The client and 
the accounting firm, as well as the resi¬ 
dences of the brothers-in-law, were lo¬ 
cated in the same city. Conclusion: The 
appearance of independence of the ac¬ 
counting firm in regard to the audit of 
the client's financial statements was Im¬ 
paired by this close family relationship 
between the partner and the official of 
the client. 

6. A tax partner of an accounting firm 
was the brother-in-law of the financial 
vice president and stockholder of a pub¬ 
licly held company which had been a 
client for many years. The tax partner 
was only recently admitted to the part¬ 
nership and was located In the office 
which conducts the audits of the client. 
The accounting firm Inquired whether 
the impairment of the appearance of its 
independence with respect to the client 
caused by this family relationship could 
be mitigated by a transfer of this audit 
assignment to another branch office In 
an adjacent city. Conclusion: The Im¬ 
pairment of the appearance of independ¬ 
ence would not be mitigated by a trans¬ 
fer of the audit assignment to the branch 
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office in the adjacent city since the two 
business communities are so closely 
linked that there would not in effect 
be any separation of the partner train 
his relative or from the audit assign¬ 
ment 

9. A number of situations haw been 
reported where the spouse of a profes¬ 
sional staff member of an accounting firm 
is employed by a client company in a 
non-executive capacity and makes con¬ 
tributions to an employee savings or 
profit sharing plan of the company, 
which mokes matching contributions. 
The total contributions are invested in 
the company’s stock. The plans may be 
administered by the company or by a 
trustee or individual employee accounts 
may be established at a brokerage firm. 
Dividends are paid on the number of 
shares allocated to the employee. In 
some Instances the employee may not 
have immediate access to the allocated 
shares. Conclusion: The independence of 
the accounting firm was not questioned 
in these situations, provided that the 
professional member was not a partnr in 
the firm and was not connected with the 
audit of the client and that the shares 
of stock allocated to the spouse would be 
disposed of immediately after the spouse 
received the stock or the right to possess 
the stock. 

Rrrutro Past* cos 

Financial Interests in or official asso¬ 
ciations with a client or Its affiliates by a 
retired partner of an accounting firm 
may affect the independence of the firm 
as if the partner were not retired, if any 
circumstances exist indicating that the 
retired partner in fact retains some in¬ 
fluence or participation In the Arm or 
that would give the appearance to an 
outside party that influence was re¬ 
tained. Any payments to the retired part¬ 
ner of salary or retirement benefits 
which are related to current revenues 
would indicate continuing influence in 
the Arm. An appearanee of continuing 
influence in the Arm may also be created 
if the retired partner was closely con¬ 
nected to the professional services rend¬ 
ered to the client before retirement 
and very shortly after retirement ac¬ 
quires an interest in or becomes associ¬ 
ated with the client. A similar situation 
may exist if the firm continues to main¬ 
tain connections or benefits for the re¬ 
tired partner, such as free office space 
and secretarial services or continued 
listing as an active partner or retention 
of the name of the retired partner in the 
firm name. The cases below relate to 
these types of problems. 

10. A two-man partnership was 
merged into another accounting Arm and 
immediately thereafter one of the two 
partners retired. Under the retirement 
agreement the retired partner would 
render without compensation 10 hours 
of professional service per month for 3 
years to the firm in connection with 
services that would be performed for 
the former clients of the merged part¬ 
nership. He would receive percentages of 
the receipts from the services performed 
for the former clients and for new cli¬ 
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ents referred to the firm by him and of 
collections of tire receivables of the 
merged partnership. The accounting firm 
inquired whether its independence would 
be adversely affected with respect to the 
audit of the financial statements of a 
new client with no prior connections 
with cither the merged or present firms 
In which the retired partner had ac¬ 
quired a stock interest, if the firm waived 
the requirement for professional serv¬ 
ices by the retired partner. Conclusion: 
The accounting firm’s independence 
would be adversely* affected, because the 
retired partner was continuing to re¬ 
ceive contingent retirement payments 
through participation in the fees for 
certain professional services rendered by 
the firm. 

11. A partner officially retired from 
his partnership in an accounting firm 
in 1909 and severed all active relation¬ 
ships with the firm in 1971. At the time 
of his retirement a fixed settlement for 
the repayment of his capital account 
and for retirement benefits was negoti¬ 
ated, the payments for whlgji were com¬ 
pleted in March 1974. The retired part¬ 
ner became a director of a company in 
1973 which proposed, near the end of 

1974, to engage the firm to audit its 
financial statements for the years 1972. 
1973 and 1974 to be filed with the Com¬ 
mission. Conclusion: The firm’s inde¬ 
pendence would not be adversely affected 
because the retired partner was a direc¬ 
tor of the prospective client. Inasmuch 
as he had severed all active association 
with the firm in 1971 and the payments 
which were received until March 1974 
were based on a fixed settlement nego¬ 
tiated in 1969. 

12. A partner who retired from an ac¬ 
counting firm on December 31. 1974 was 
nominated in February’ 1975 to be a di¬ 
rector of a client for which he had been 
partner-in-ch&rgc of the audita of the 
financial statements for several years 
prior to 1974. At the beginning of the en¬ 
gagement to audit the financial state¬ 
ments for 1974. the partner was receiv¬ 
ing payments of his capital balance 
which was to be liquidated in 36 equal 
monthly installments. He was also to re¬ 
ceive annual retirement payments, the 
total amount of which bad been deter¬ 
mined at the date of retirement. Conclu¬ 
sion: The appearance of independence 
of the firm would be impaired with re¬ 
spect to the audit of the client’s finan¬ 
cial statements for 1974 if the retired 
partner became a director in February 

1975. because of his prior close associa¬ 
tion with the audits for the client and 
his very recent retirement from the firm. 

13. An accountant, who stated that he 
was a retired partner of a small firm 
which bears his name, inquired whether 
the firm could be considered inde¬ 
pendent with respect to the audit of fi¬ 
nancial statements to be included in a 
filing with the Commission by a client In 
which the accountant holds a financial 
interest. The accountant was receiving a 
small salary from the firm and a small 
participation In its professional fees, 
which were said to be in lieu of retire¬ 
ment payments. Coac/orto*; The ac¬ 


counting firm’s independence would be 
adversely affected, inasmuch as the ac¬ 
countant was deemed to continue to be 
a partner in the firm by virtue of the 
salary and participations he continued 
to receive. Even If he gave up the salary 
and participations or they were con¬ 
verted to a lump-sum settlement, there 
would still be a lack of appearance of 
independence for the firm because of the 
fort that it bears the accountant's name. 

14 An accounting firm inquired 
whether its independence would be ad¬ 
versely affected with respect to a client 
who has a retired partner on Its Board 
of Directors and on the committee which 
selected this firm as the auditors. Th^ 
retired partner utilizes office space and 
telephone service of the firm and con¬ 
tinues to be listed as a partner in the 
office directory. Conclusion: All connec ¬ 
tions and associations. Including the of¬ 
fice amenities, between the retired part¬ 
ner and the firm would have to be 
severed in order for the accounting Ann 
to be considered independent of this 
client 

Business Relationships With a Client 

The adverse effects of direct or Indi¬ 
rect business relationships with clients 
on accountants’ independence were dis¬ 
cussed in ASR No. 126. Numerous situa¬ 
tions were cited in which accounting 
firms’ independence was deemed to be 
adversely affected as a result of busine.v 
relationships which were maintained di¬ 
rectly between a firm and a client or in¬ 
directly through firm members’ interest 
in businesses which have such relation 
with a client. Additional cases Involving 
different factual circumstances arc 
given here. 

i5. A computer firm is engaged exclu¬ 
sively in computer-processing lnconu 
tax return data for professional tax re¬ 
turn preparers, including various locaJ 
offices of many national accounting 
firms. When the computer company wa. 
contemplating making a public offering 
of its stock, an inquio* was made regard 
ing whether an accounting firm which 
utilized this computer service could be 
deemed independent with respect to the 
audits of the financial statements of the 
computer firm required for the purpose 
of the public offering. Conclusion: An 
accounting firm’s independence would 
be adversely affected if billings for thi> 
service from the computer firm to the 
accounting firm or to the local officr 
which would perform the audit were sig¬ 
nificant to the accounting firm, its local 
office, or to the computer firm. Sine* 
these computer serv ices are a direct part 
of the professional tax service rendered 
by the accounting firm, any material 
amount of such computer services would 
create a mutuality of interests tho: 
would impair the appearance of objec¬ 
tivity of the accounting firm necessan 
for the performance of the audit. 

10. A partner in an accounting firm 
acquired, and assigned to his minor 
daughter, a 10 percent voting Interest in 
a corporation which owned a retail store 
franchised from a proposed client that 
also operates similar stores directlv 
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Conclusion: Independence of ihe ac¬ 
counting Arm would be adversely af¬ 
fected with respect to the audit of the 
client's financial statements, because 
the partner is deemed to have a direct 
interest in a company over which the 
client may exercise control through the 
franchise agreement for operation of the 
retail store. In addition, the company has 
a close Identity in fact and appearance 
with the client through the operation of 
* imiliar retail stores. 

17. Five partners of an accounting 
firm owned 10 percent of the voting in¬ 
terests in a small business investment 
company which planned to participate 
with another small business investment 
company in a loan to a client of the ac¬ 
counting Arm. In conjunction with the 
loan the lending companies would re¬ 
ceive warrants for 5 percent of the com¬ 
mon stock of the audit client. Conclu¬ 
sion: Independence of the accounting 
firm would be adversely affected with re¬ 
spect to the audit of the clients financial 
statements if the partners retained 
their interests in the small business in¬ 
vestment company, which would have a 
creditor relationship with the client and 
a right to acquire an equity interest as a 
result of the loan. 

18. An accounting Arm inquired 
whether its independence would be ad¬ 
versely affected with respect to a client 
if the controlling share holder became a 
limited partner in a partnership which 
is controlled by partners of the account¬ 
ing Arm in their capacity as general 
partner. Conclusion: The accounting 
firm's independence would be questioned 
in these circumstances Inasmuch as the 
joint business venture would impair ihe 
appearance of independence of the ac¬ 
counting firm. 

19. A partner in a foreign accounting 
firm that performed the audit of Anan- 
clal statements of a client in the foreign 
country which was a subsidiary of a 
company registered with the Commission 
also owned an industrial equipment com¬ 
pany from which the client had ordered 
an expensive piece of equipment. A Urge 
leposit on the purchase commitment was 
held by the partner's company during 
the audit engagement. Engaging in com¬ 
mercial transactions with a client does 
not conflict with the professional stand¬ 
ards for independence of accountants in 
the foreign country. Conclusion: The 
accounting Arm's independence Is ad¬ 
versely affected inasmuch as the part¬ 
ner's commercial company was depend¬ 
ent on the client for a profit on the com¬ 
mercial transaction and was in a debtor 
position in relation to the client as a 
result of the large deposit. These factors 
rrcated a question regarding the ob¬ 
jectivity of the Arm in conducting the 
audit 

Accounting Services Rendered 
to a Client 

It is the Commission's position that an 
accounting Arm cannot be deemed in¬ 
dependent with regard to auditing A- 
uancial statements of a client if it has 
participated closely, either manually or 
through its computer services, in main¬ 
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tenance of the basic accounting records 
and preparation of the financial state¬ 
ments. or if the Arm performs other ac¬ 
counting services through which it par¬ 
ticipates with management in opera¬ 
tional decisions. 

A major value of an audit of Anancial 
statements by an Independent account¬ 
ant Is derived from the fact that the ac¬ 
counting records and financial state¬ 
ments of management are reviewed and 
examined from an independent or out¬ 
side viewpoint by knowledgeable profes¬ 
sional accountants who are not connected 
with management. The application of an 
independent viewpoint is particularly im¬ 
portant with respect to judgments ex¬ 
ercised in the determination of appro¬ 
priate principles and methods applicable 
to the recording, classification and pres¬ 
entation of Anancial data. By their na¬ 
ture such Judgments cannot subsequently 
be evaluated on an impartial and objec¬ 
tive basis by the same accountant who 
made them. 

In A SR No. 126 an example was given 
(Example No. 8) in which independence 
with regard to audit work to be performed 
was not questioned where certain ac¬ 
counting services had been performed in 
earlier years because the accounting serv¬ 
ices had been discontinued and the serv¬ 
ices, which were mechanical in nature, 
did not involve the exercise of judgment 
or the making of decisions by the ac¬ 
countants. A similar decision Is not pos¬ 
sible if the accounting services are more 
than routine or mechanical in nature, 
even though they may have been dis¬ 
continued prior to the start of the audit. 

20. An accounting Arm's computer 
processes much of the basic accounting 
source data of a client and produces al¬ 
most all of the basic accounting records 
and the Anancial statements as well. 
This process required the exercise of 
Judgment by the Arm regarding the re¬ 
cording. classiflcation and presentation 
of the data. The Arm inquired whether it 
could be deemed independent with re¬ 
spect to the audit of the Arst two of three 
years' financial statements required in 
a registration statement to be filed with 
the Commission if the client engaged 
another accounting firm to conduct the 
audit of the financial statements for the 
most recent year. The firm cited Case 8 
in ASR No. 126 as a pertinent precedent 
for a favorable ruling In this situation. 
Conclusion: The accounting firm's Inde¬ 
pendence would be adversely affected 
with respect to the audit of the financial 
statements for any year in which it ren¬ 
dered the computer services. Inasmuch as 
these services required the exercise of 
judgment by the accounting firm to pro¬ 
duce the basic accounting records and 
financial statements, the Impairment of 
independence cannot be mitigated as it 
was in Case 8 where the computer serv¬ 
ices were largely mechanical and the 
processing was subject to control by the 
client 

21. An accounting firm inquired In 
early 1975 whether its independence 
would be questioned with respect to the 
ongoing audit of a client's annual finan¬ 
cial statements for 1972, 1973 and 1974 
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which were required in a report to be 
filed with tlie Commission, because of the 
fact that significant accounting services 
had been performed for the client prior 
to December 31.1973 by present members 
of the firm who at the time of performing 
the services were associated with another 
accounting firm which was merged Into 
tlie subject firm in 1974. Conclusion: In¬ 
asmuch as the accounting services to the 
client had been discontinued for more 
than a year prior to the end of the latest 
year under audit and the accounting firm 
gave assurance that no personnel from 
the predecessor firm would be associated 
with the audit engagement, no question 
was raised regarding the independence 
of the accounting firm. 

22. An accounting firm provided de¬ 
tailed guidance to personnel of a small 
client for the dally maintenance of the 
accounting records, reviewed and cor¬ 
rected such records periodically, and pre¬ 
pared the financial statements, which the 
client stated were the full responsibility 
of the accounting firm. Conclusion: The 
accounting firm was considered not in¬ 
dependent with respect to the audit of 
such financial statements to be filed with 
the Commission, because it was effec¬ 
tively maintaining the accounting sys¬ 
tem of the client and had assumed full 
responsibility for the financial state¬ 
ments which it prepared. It cannot ob¬ 
jectively review and evaluate its own 
work. 

23. An accounting firm audited the 
brokerage operations of a financial con¬ 
cern and planned to perform what it 
considered to be consultative or advisory 
work for another branch of the business 
which marketed an estate planning serv¬ 
ice. This additional work would consist 
chlefiy of developing individual estate 
planning packages for customers and 
making recommendations jointly with 
management to the customers. Conclu¬ 
sion: The accounting firm's independ¬ 
ence would be adversely affected with 
respect to the audit of the brokerage op¬ 
erations If it performed the additional 
services for another branch of the busi¬ 
ness. because it would be participating 
with management in the development 
and the sale of a product to be marketed 
by the company. 

Unpaid Prior Professional Fees 

In ASR No. 126 it was indicated that If 
fees for audit and other professional 
services are owed to an accountant for 
an extended period of time and become 
material In relation to the fee expected 
to be charged for a current audit there 
may be a question concerning the ac¬ 
countant's independence with regard to 
the current audit because the accountant 
may appear to have a direct interest in 
the results of operations of the client. It 
was also Indicated that normally prior 
year audit fees should be paid before a 
current audit engagement is commenced 
in order for the accountant to be deemed 
independent with respect to the current 
audit. The prior year fees for all other 
professional services normally should be 
paid also for this determination to be 
made.

When this problem exists in connec¬ 
tion with the required audits of financial 
statements to be Included in annual re¬ 
ports Wed with the Commission that 
position has been modified somew hat. In 
general a question would not be raised 
in such situations if, at the time the cur¬ 
rent audit engagement is commenced, a 
firm commitment is made by the client 
to pay the prior year fee before the audit 
report is issued, or an arrangement is 
agreed upon for periodic payments to 
settle the delinquent fee and there is rea¬ 
sonable assurance that the current audit 
fee can be paid on n timely basis. Do¬ 
minations on unpaid prior fee problems 
are illustrated in the following cases. 

24. When an accounting firm was en¬ 
gaged U> perform an audit of the finan¬ 
cial statements of a client to be included 
In the annual report to the Commission, 
the fee for the prior year audit remained 
unsettled. As a condition for accepting 
the current engagement the accounting 
firm specified that the prior fee must be 
paid In full prior to the issuance of the 
audit report. Conclusion: The accounting 
firm’s independence with respect to the 
current audit was not questioned be¬ 
cause of the unpaid prior year fee at the 
start of the engagement, in view of the 
requirement for the fee to be paid as a 
condition for issuance of the audit 
report. 

25. An accounting firm had performed 
the 1973 annual oudit of the financial 
statements of a parent company, a par¬ 
tially-owned insurance subsidiary and 
certain wholly-owned subsidiaries. When 
the accounting firm was engaged to per¬ 
form the 1974 audit of the Insurance sub¬ 
sidiary. the 1973 audit fees for the parent 
and the other subsidiaries had not been 
settled because those entitles were ex¬ 
periencing financial difficulties. As a 
means of resolving the financial difficul¬ 
ties. the parent had agreed to dives¬ 
titure of its interest in the insur¬ 
ance subsidiary. The accounting firm 
requested an opinion regarding Its 
independence with respect to the au¬ 
dit of the insurance subsidiary’s 1974 
financial statements to be filed with 
the Commission. Cor elusion: The ac¬ 
counting firm’s independence was not 
questioned with respect to the 1974 an¬ 
nual audit of the financial statements 
of the insurance subsidiary. Inasmuch as 
no prior audit fees for that subsidiary 
were outstanding at time of the engage¬ 
ment. the subsidiary had a favorable 
profit record and is precluded from in¬ 
volvement In the financial difficulties of 
the parent by the state insurance regula¬ 
tory authority, and the subsidiary would 
soon cease to be related to the parent 
and the other subsidiaries. 

26. When an accounting firm was au¬ 
diting a company’s December 31. 1973 
consolidated balance sheet to be included 
In a proxy statement to be used in solic¬ 
iting stockholders’ consent to a Con¬ 
solidated Plan of Arrangement under 
Chapter XI of the Bankruptcy Act, it was 
engaged to audit certain financial state¬ 
ments for an interim period ending 
July 31. 1974, which were also to be ln- 
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eluded in the proxy statement. The let¬ 
ter of engagement for the 1973 audit 
was signed by the Debtor in Possession 
and provided for compensation at nor¬ 
mal hourly rates plus expenses in ac¬ 
cordance with usual professional prac¬ 
tice. Because of changes in the Rules of 
Bankruptcy Procedure, compensation 
for the 1974 interim period audit work 
would be determined by the court, giving 
due consideration to the nature, extent 
and value of the services rendered. An 
opinion was requested regarding whether 
the fact that the 1973 audit fees, which 
were material, were unpaid at the start 
of the 1974 interim period audit would 
impair independence, and whether the 
compensation for the 1974 interim audit, 
determined as specified by the Rules of 
Bankruptcy Procedure, would be con¬ 
strued as a contingent fee and thus im¬ 
pair independence. Conclusion: Inde¬ 
pendence would not be deemed to be 
impaired In either of these circum¬ 
stances. inasmuch as (l) the unpaid 
fees for the first Audit would be out¬ 
standing a relatively short time at the 
start of the second audit and the Debtor 
In Possession and the court would be 
responsible for settling both audit fees: 
and <2> the compensation for the second 
audit determined by the court in ac¬ 
cordance with the Rules of Bankruptcy 
Procedure would not be deemed a 
contingent fee. 

27. When an accounting firm was en¬ 
gaged to perform an audit of financial 
statements to be included In a client’s 
annual report to the Commission, a sub¬ 
stantial portion of the prior year fees 
for audit and other professional services 
was unpaid. The client gave the firm 
promissory notes which provided for full 
payment of the unpaid balance of the fee 
within one year in equal monthly install¬ 
ments. and two principal stockholders of 
the client gave oral assurance of payment 
if the client failed to pay the debt. Con¬ 
clusion: The accounting firm’s independ¬ 
ence with respect to the current audit 
was not questioned because a substan¬ 
tial portion of the prior year fees was 
unpaid at the beginning of the current 
engagement, inasmuch as the arrange¬ 
ment agreed ujjon for payments provides 
reasonable assurance that the unpaid 
balance will be paid in full in one year 
in e^ual monthly installments. 

28. When an accounting firm was en¬ 
gaged to perform an audit of financial 
statements to be included In a client's 
annual report to the Commission, the 
prior year fees for the annual audit and 
other audit services had not been paid. 
The client agreed to pay two-thirds of 
the amount due before issuance of the 
current audit report and gave the firm 
a promissory note for the balance to be 
paid in ten equal weekly Installment’! 
starting at the approximate date of the 
audit report. Conclusion: The account¬ 
ing firm’s independence was not ques¬ 
tioned with respect to the current audit, 
inasmuch as two-thirds of the prior year 
fee would be paid before the audit report 
was issued and there was reasonable as¬ 


surance that the balance of the fee would 
be paid within three months thereafter. 

LITIGATION INVOLVING ACCOUNTANTS AND 

Their Clients 

In recent years litigation involving ac¬ 
countants and their clients has increased 
and related problems involving questions 
of independence of accountants have also 
increased. These questions have been re¬ 
solved on a case-by-case basis and in 
this process some general guidelines and 
interpretations hare evolved which ore 
applied in tne consideration of individ¬ 
ual cases 1 The poUcy, general guidelines 
and Interpretations followed by the Chief 
Accountant in making determinations in 
specific litigation situations and illustra¬ 
tions of their application are set forth 
below. 

When an adversary position between a 
client and its accountant with respect to 
the audit services rendered or to be ren¬ 
dered is created as a result of litigation 
the accountant cannot be considered im¬ 
partial or capable of exercising objective 
Judgments in the performance of the 
audit work and could not be deemed to 
meet the Commission’s requirements for 
independence. Other situations involv¬ 
ing litigation or the possibility of litiga¬ 
tion require careful consideration by the 
accountant to determine whether an ad¬ 
versary position is created which im¬ 
pairs his independence with respect to 
the audit work performed or to be per¬ 
formed. 

In general, litigation would Impair in¬ 
dependence whenever It might be ex¬ 
pected to alter substantially the normal 
relationship between client and public 
accountant. Such a relationship must be 
characterised by complete candor and 
full communication between client and 
auditor regarding all aspects of the cli¬ 
ent's business operations. In addition, the 
relationship must be marked by an ab¬ 
sence of bias on the part of the auditor 
so that he may be in a position to exer¬ 
cise detached professional Judgment on 
financial reporting decisions made by his 
client. 

When the management of a client 
commences or threatens to commence 
legal action against a public accountant, 
or the accountant commences litigation 
against the client, in connection with 
audit work performed in serving that 
client, it is presumed that the auditor 
and the client management are placed 
in an adversary situation in which nor¬ 
mal audit communication will be affected 
by legal considerations or behavioral re- 


r Because of the Increasing amount and 
complexity of the litigation claim* and aet- 
Uementa. the Commission eoncluded that 
guidelines were needed regarding the effect 
of litigation on the independence of ac¬ 
countants with respect to the examination of 
financial statements filed or to be filed with 
the Commission by a registrant which U 
connected directly or indirectly to the liti¬ 
gation Accordingly, the Commission Issued 
a release (Release Nos. 3S-S0S6. 34-14363. 35- 
30314. IC- 10060 ( 43 PR 64311 >). concurrently 
with this release, proposing an amendment to 
Rule 9-01 of Regulation 8-X to provide such 
guidelines In the rule 
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actions related to the lawsuit. Accord* 
ingly. the existence or expressed threat 
of such litigation would adversely affect 
the Independence of the accountant. 

Even the likelihood of litigation may 
have such an effect if the auditor con¬ 
cludes that there is a strong probabil¬ 
ity that a suit will be brought. In such 
cases both parties may be taking actions 
primarily designed to protect their legal 
positions and which will prejudice ef¬ 
fective communication between them. 

Where an auditor is sued by a stock¬ 
holder acting individually or on behalf 
of a class of stockholders, the situation 
may be different. Such an action would 
not necessarily affect independence, if 
the relationship between the auditor and 
the officers and directors is not affected. 
All the circumstances must be examined, 
however, both with respect to the com¬ 
plaint and the answer made by the 
charged parties. If officers and directors 
are sued at the same time as the audi¬ 
tors. for example, and it becomes ap¬ 
parent that one such defendant is likely 
to assert that any ailedged deficiencies 
were those of the auditor, the funda¬ 
mental relationship between auditor and 
client would be changed. Similarly, if an 
auditor defends himself in such a suit 
by asserting management deceit or fraud, 
the same result would ensue. 

Third party suits against public ac¬ 
countants must be similarly analyzed. 
In most cases, a suit by a third party 
would not alter fundamental relation¬ 
ships between auditor and client and 
hence would not have an unfavorable 
impact on independence. The facts al¬ 
leged in complaints, however, and the 
responses to such allegations by all 
charged parties must be considered. 

Finally, independence could also be 
adversely affected by litigation in situ¬ 
ations where management and auditor 
are bound so closely together that the 
appearance of independence might be 
impaired. For example, in one recent 
situation, management and auditors 
were charged with agreeing together to 
withhold certain information from 
stockholders and from the staff of the 
Commission. Under such circumstances, 
it is doubtful whether auditors could be 
considered independent since they have 
a commonality of legal interest with the 
client. Similarly, in a case where con¬ 
spiracy between auditor and client is 
charged, further inquiry would be needed 
into the problems of appearance. The 
naming of auditors and client os code¬ 
fendants in a civil suit would not in and 
of itself have this effect, however. 

The staff has also been asked whether, 
once conditions giving rise to a lack of 
independence are eliminated, it is pos¬ 
sible for the independent auditor to re¬ 
port on a client’s financial statements 
that cover a period during which litiga¬ 
tion was taking place. While the facts 
of the particular circumstances must 
always govern, in general it appears that 
a report can be independently rendered 
for such a period as long as no audit 
Held work was done while the circum¬ 
stances which would have prejudiced in¬ 
dependence existed. In addition, if an 
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accountant was independent when his 
report was initially rendered, he may 
generally re-sign this report or consent 
to its use at a later date while his in¬ 
dependence is impaired, as long as no 
post-audit work is performed during the 
period when he is not independent. The 
term ’’post-audit work." in this context, 
does not Include inquiries of subsequent 
auditors, reading of subsequent finan¬ 
cial statements, or such procedures os 
may be necessary to assess the effect of 
subsequently discovered facts on the fi¬ 
nancial statements covered by the pre¬ 
viously issued report. 

The following cases are illustrative of 
the problems in these situations. 

29. An accounting firm and its client 
were named as co-defendants in litiga¬ 
tion by a third party which alleged that 
the audited financial statements of the 
client were incorrect and misleading. The 
accounting firm filed a cross-claim suit 
against the client. Conclusion: Inasmuch 
as a direct adversary relationship that 
would preclude complete candor between 
the accounting firm and its client was 
created by the filing of the cross-claim 
suit, the accounting firm would not be 
deemed independent with respect to au¬ 
dits of the client's financial statements to 
be filed with the Commission while the 
suit Is pending. 

30. After an accounting firm issued an 
audit report on the financial statements 
of a client, the client considered legal ac¬ 
tion against the firm, either directly or 
through subrogation of a claim to its 
bonding company, because the client be¬ 
lieved that the firm should have detected 
a significant defalcation which had oc¬ 
curred. Conclusion: When there is litiga¬ 
tion by a client pending against on audi¬ 
tor (or litigation 1s being considered) re¬ 
lating to the audit services performed by 
the auditor for the client, an adversary 
relationship is created which would im¬ 
pair the appearance of independence of 
the auditor with regard to any work per¬ 
formed while the litigation is pending or 
being considered, whether the claim is 
asserted directly by the client or by the 
bonding company. 

31. During the annual audit of the 
financial statements of a client, an ac¬ 
counting firm became aware that the In¬ 
ternal Revenue Service had disallowed 
substantial losses claimed* in the tax re¬ 
turns of the Chairman of the Board and 
substantial shareholder of the client that 
had been prepared by the accounting 
firm. It was expected that substantial 
damages would be assessed against the 
Chairman. The accounting firm received 
assurance from the Chairman that, based 
on the facts known at the time, the ac¬ 
counting firm would not be named as a 
defendant In any litigation regarding the 
damages. Prior to completing the audit 
the firm requested an opinion regarding 
its independence In light of these cir¬ 
cumstances. Conclusion: The firm’s inde¬ 
pendence was not deemed to be adversely 
affected with respect to the audit because 
no adversary relationship existed dur¬ 
ing the period of the audit, and the 
Chairman of the Board had given as¬ 
surance that no claim against the ac¬ 
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counting firm was contemplated at that 
time.

QUALIFICATIONS OF ACCOUNTANTS 

AGENCY: Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 

ACTION: Propased rule. 

SUMMARY: The Commission is propos¬ 
ing to amend its rules pertaining to the 
Independence of accountants in order to 
establish definitive guidelines regarding 
the Impact of situations involving litiga¬ 
tion on the independence of public ac¬ 
countants with respect to their examina¬ 
tion of financial statements filed or to 
be filed with the Commission. The need 
for these guidelines is indicated by an 
increase in recent years in the volume 
and complexity of litigation involving 
accountants. The improved guidelines 
will aid accountants in assessing their 
status with respect to independence in 
these situations.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: 
The Commission’s rules pertaining to 
the Independence of accountants In re¬ 
gard to examinations of registrants’ fi¬ 
nancial statements filed with it are con¬ 
tained in Rule 2-01 (Qualifications of 
accountants) of RegulaUon S-X (17 CFR 
Part 210). Paragraph (b) of that rule 
deals specifically with the effects on an 
accountant’s independence of financial 
Interests In, and employment relation¬ 
ships with, a client. Paragraph <c) in¬ 
dicates that the Commission will give 
consideration to all relevant circum¬ 
stances in making a determination with 
respect to the Independence of an ac¬ 
countant in a particular situation. 

These determinations have been made 
on a case-by-case basis as questions arise. 
From time to time the Commission issues 
Accounting Series Releases containing 
interpretations and general guidelines 
developed under Rule 2-01 by the Chief 
Accountant in making determinations of 
independence, and examples of their ap¬ 
plication In particular cases are provided. 
The principal releases of this type pre¬ 
viously Issued are Accounting Series Re¬ 


lease Nos. 47 (11 FR 10930). 81 (23 FR 
9777). and 128 (37 FR 14294). None of 
these releases contain interpretations or 
guidelines regarding the effect of litiga¬ 
tion on the Independence of accountants, 
because litigation Involving accountants 
and their clients was relatively rare prior 
to 1972 when Accounting Series Release 
No. 126 was issued. 

Since that time litigation involving 
accountants and their clients has in¬ 
creased and cases considered by the 
Chief Accountant involving questions 
of independence of accountants in litiga¬ 
tion situations have Increased. Some gen¬ 
eral guidelines and interpretations have 
evolved that arc being applied in the 
consideration of Individual cases. The 
interpretations and guidelines, and ex¬ 
amples of their application, are included 
in a general interpretative release (Ac¬ 
counting Series Release No. 234 > (42 
FR 64304) issued concurrently with this 
release. As Indicated in that release, 
circumstances and factors relating to 
situations Involving litigation which af¬ 
fect determinations regarding independ¬ 
ence vary widely in individual cases. 
However, the Commission has con¬ 
cluded, In the light of the increasing 
amount and complexity of the litigation 
claims and settlements, that rules should 
be developed, to the extent practicable. 
Such rules are herein proposed for pub¬ 
lic comment. 

Proposed Amendments 

Rule 2-01 would be amended to 
designate specific situations involving 
litigation which would adversely affect 
the independence of the public ac¬ 
countant involved in the litigation. These 
areas of litigation designated in the 
proposed rule include (1) litigation 
against a client by the accountant al¬ 
leging fraud or deceit related to his audit 
work, (2) litigation or a threat of litiga¬ 
tion against the accountant by a client 
alleging deficiencies in his audit work, 
and (3) litigation (or a threat of litiga¬ 
tion by the client) betw r een the account¬ 
ant and the client (Instituted by either 
party) which is unrelated to the audit 
work, unless the amount of the claim is 
not material in relation to the annual 
audit fee. In regard to all other situa¬ 
tions where actual or threatened litiga¬ 
tion involving the accountant is pend¬ 
ing during the designated period, in¬ 
cluding situations where the accountant 
and the pc/son or its affiliates or other 
related persons are or may be co-de¬ 
fendants. situations involving the ac¬ 
countant and former directors or officers 
of the person or its affiliates or other 
related persons, and situations involving 
a claim by a third party whose financial 
statements arc also examined by the ac¬ 
countant relating to the audit work per¬ 
formed for the person or its affiliates or 
other related persons, the Commission 
will consider whether the particular cir¬ 
cumstances of a situation may impair 
the independence of the accountant. 

A technical amendment, not related to 
the above, is proposed in paragraphs 


<b). (b)<2) and (c> of Rule 2-01 and 
included in the new paragraph (b><3) 
proposed in this release, to expand the 
list or group of parties related to the 
registrant or person cited to include 
"oUier related persons." which term is 
defined in a new paragraph <d) under 
the rule as persons associated in an 
Investor or investee relationship with 
the person where the equity method of 
accounting for the investment is ap¬ 
propriate. 8uch persons are considered 
in the same position as subsidiaries or 
other affiliates in current determinations 
on independence under the rule. 

Commission Action

(2) With which, during the period of 
his professional engagement to examine 
the financial statements being reported 
on, at the date of his report or during 
the period covered by the financial state¬ 
ments. he or his firm or a member 
thereof was connected as a promoter, 
underwriter, voting trustee, director, of¬ 
ficer. or employee, except that a firm will 
not be deemed not independent in re¬ 
gard to a particular person if a former 
officer or employee of such person is 
employed by the firm and such indi¬ 
vidual has completely dissociated him¬ 
self from the person and Its affiliates and 
other related persons and does not par¬ 
ticipate in auditing financial statements 
of the person or its affiliates or other

threat of litigation, pending by the per¬ 
son or its affiliates or other related per¬ 
sons against the accountant alleging de¬ 
ficiencies in the current or any prior 
audit work performed by the account¬ 
ant: or (11D there Ls litigation by the 
accountant, or actual or seriously threat- 
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ened litigation against the accountant, 
pending which is not related to audit 
work performed by the accountant, un¬ 
less the amount of the claim is not ma¬ 
terial to the accountant’s fee for the 
moat recent completed annual audit or 
the estimated fee for the audit in 
progress. 

<c> In determining whether on ac¬ 
countant may in fact be not independent 
with respect to a particular person, the 
Commission will give appropriate con¬ 
sideration to all relevant circumstances, 
including evidence bearing on all rela¬ 
tionships between the accountant and 
that person or any affiliate or other 
related person thereof, and will not con¬ 
fine Itself to the relationships existing 
In connection with the filing of reports 
with the Commission. 

(d) For the purpose of this section 
the term “member’* means all partners 


in the firm and all professional em¬ 
ployees participating tn the audit or 
located In an office of the firm participate 
ing in a significant portion of the audit, 
and the term “other related persons** 
means other persons associated in an 
investor or investee relationship with the 
person where the equity method of ac¬ 
counting for the investment is appro¬ 
priate.

ment Survey’ Act of 1976. as regards 
studies, analyses, and mandatory surveys 
of U.S. direct Investment abroad and 
foreign direct investment In the United 
States. The President’* responsibilities 
concerning direct investment were dele¬ 
gated to the Secretary of Commerce pur¬ 
suant to Executive Order 11961. 

EFFECTIVE DATE: This rule becomes 
effective December 22. 1977.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: 
On April 15. 1977, the Department of 
Commerce published proposed regula¬ 
tions (42 FR 19888) giving notice that 
the Secretary of Commerce was con¬ 
sidering promulgating new and amended 
regulations concerning UR. direct In¬ 
vestment abroad and foreign direct in¬ 
vestment in the United States as a new 
Part 806; and amending Part 803. to 
cover only the reporting of International 
Transactions in Royalties and Fees with 
UnaflUlated Foreign Residents, but with 
no change made in the current reporting 
requirements for these Utter Items. 

On October 11. 1976. the President 
signed the International Investment 
survey Act of 1976 <Pub. L. 94-472 ; 90 
Stat. 2059; 22 UR.C. 3101-3108—here¬ 
inafter "the Act”) which provides au¬ 
thority for the collection and analysis 
of data relating to international invest¬ 
ment and its effect on the national secu¬ 
rity, commerce, employment, inflation, 
general welfare, and foreign policy of 
the UR 

In section 3 of Executive Order 11961 
of January' 19. 1977, the President dele¬ 
gated the authority granted under the 
Act as concerns direct inveatment to the 

Secretary of Commerce..In the 

absence of any contrary delegation or 
direction by the Director ■ • •" of the 
Ofllce of Management and Budget, and 
the Secretary of Commerce has redele¬ 
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gated this authority to the Bureau of 
Economic Analysis (BEA). 

Section 5(a) of the Act authorises the 
promulgation of such rules and regula¬ 
tions as may be necessary to carry out 
the purposes of the Act. 

The changes appearing In these final 
rules reflect comments received from 
interested parties, including members of 
the general public. 

A. No substantive changes were made 
to 15 CFR Port 803. 

B. The following substantive changes 
w’ere made to 15 CFR Part 806 (all ref¬ 
erences are to sections, etc., os contained 
In these final rules): 1. Part 806.3—Sev¬ 
eral specific examples of the types of 
persons who may be required to report 
are given.

6. Part 806.14(e) (1). (2). and (3) — 
Increases the exemption level from 
$750,000 to $1,000,000 for each of the 
three report forms. 

7. Part 806.14*0 (1). (2), and (3) — 
In the "Supplementary Information" 
section of the notice of proposed rule- 
making it was stated that Forms BE- 
133. BE-133B. and BE-133C. previously 
voluntary, would be made mandatory, 
but that the sample of UR. Reporters 
would "remain constant for a short pe¬ 
riod pending development of a method 
for selecting a new sample of Report¬ 
ers." It has now been determined that 
the new requirements—that a UR. Re¬ 
porter must file for each majority- 
owned foreign affiliate exceeding an ex¬ 
emption level of $8,000,000 (os contained 
in the notice of proposed rulemaking) — 
will be effective with the next filing of 
each of these forms. For the BE-133.

9. Part 806.15(b)—Changes the con¬ 
solidation rule for UR. affiliates of for¬ 


eign persons to require consolidation 
except where specifically otherwise re¬ 
quired or not normally done and to 
require written BEA permission not to 
consolidate affiliates for reporting 
purposes. 

10. Part 806.15(e) <1>. (2), and <3> — 
Increases the exemption level from 
$2,000,000 to $5,000,000 for each of these 
report forms 

11. Part 806.15(e)(4)— Drops the re¬ 
quirement for Form BE-609. The infor¬ 
mation which would have been collected 
on BE-609 will be collected on the Form 
BE-605 or BE-606 which a particular 
UR. affiliate must file.

§806.1 Purpose. 

The purpose of this Part is to set forth 
the rules and regulations necessary to 
carry out the data collection program 
and analyses concerning direct invest¬ 
ment as required by. or provided for in. 
the International Investment Survey Act 
of 1976 ( Pub. L. 94-472, 90 Stat. 2059, 22 
U.S.C. 3101 to 3108). hereinafter "the 
Act". The overall purpose of the Act is 
to provide comprehensive and reliable in¬ 
formation pertaining to international 
investment, including direct investment, 
and to do so with a minimum of burden 
on respondents and with no unnecessary 
duplication of effort. 

5 806.2 Itcrordkrcping requirement*. 

In accordance with section 5(b) (1) of 
the Act (22 U8.C. 3104) persons subject 
to the jurisdiction of the United States 
shall maintain any Information (includ¬ 
ing Journals or other books of original 
entry, minute books, -took transfer rec¬ 
ords. lists of shareholders, or financial 
statements) which is essential for carry¬ 
ing out the surveys and studies provided 
for by the Act. 

§ 806.3 Reporting requirement*. 

In accordance with section 5(b) (2) of 
the Act (22 UJ3.C. 3104) persons subject 
to the jurisdiction of the United States 
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shall furnish, under oath, any report 
containing information which is deter¬ 
mined to be necessary to carry out the 
surveys and studies provided for by the 
Act. 

Such reports may be required from, 
among others, UJ8. persons which have 
direct investment abroad. U.S. persons 
in which foreign persons have direct in¬ 
vestment, UJ3. intermediaries, and US. 
persons which assist or intervene in the 
purchase or sale of direct investment In¬ 
terests, such as real estate brokers and 
brokerage houses acting as managers of 
tender offers. 

§ 806.4 Hf«ponw required. 

Reports, as specified below, are re¬ 
quired from all persons coming within 
the reporting requirements, whether or 
not they are contacted by BEA. In addi¬ 
tion, any person BEA contacts, either by 
sending them report forms or by written 
inquiry concerning the person’s being 
subject to the reporting requirements of 
a survey conducted pursuant to this Part 
must respond in waiting. The response 
must be made by filing the properly com¬ 
pleted report form, or by submitting in 
writing, within 30 days of being contact¬ 
ed, a valid exemption claim (including 
the situation where the statistical data 
requested on the form are not applica¬ 
ble) or by certifying in writing to the 
fact that the person has no direct in¬ 
vestments within the purview of the Act 
or the regulations contained herein.

(1) "Associated group" means two or 
more persons who. by the appearance of 
their actions, by agreement, or by an un¬ 
derstanding. exercise their voting privi¬ 
leges in a concerted manner to influence 
the management of a business enterprise. 
Each of the following are deemed to be 
an associated group: 

(1) Members of the same family. 

(2) A business enterprise and one or 
more of its officers and directors. 

<3> Members of a syndicate or Joint 
venture, or 

(4) A corporation and its domestic 
subsidiaries; 

<m> "Branch" means the operations 
or activities conducted by a person in a 
different location in its own name rather 
than through an incorporated entity; 
and 

(n) "Intermediary” means an agent, 
nominee, manager, custodian, trusts as 
described In 1806.11(b)(2) and (3). or 
any person acting in a similar capacity. 

§ 806.8 Heal estate 

Real estate held exclusively for per¬ 
sonal use and not for profit-making pur¬ 
poses Is exempted from being reported. 
A residence which is leased by an owner 
who Intends to reoccupy it Is considered 
real estate held for personal use. If a 
business enterprise, otherwise required 
to report, is in the form of real property 
not Identifiable by name, reports are re¬ 
quired to be filed by and in the name of 
the beneficial owner, or in the name of 
such beneficial owner by the intermedi¬ 
ary of such beneficial owner. 

§ 806.9 Airline* and *hSp operator*. 

Foreign stations, ticket offices, and 
terminal and port facilities of U.S. air¬ 


lines and ship operators; and U.S. sta¬ 
tions. ticket offices, and terminal and 
port facilities of foreign airlines and 
ship operators; which provide services 
only to their own operations are ex¬ 
empted from being reported. Reports arc 
required when such affiliates produce 
significant revenues from services pro¬ 
vided to unaffiliated persons. 

§ 806.10 Determining place of rr*idcnre 
and country of jurisdiction of indt* 
vidua!*. 

An Individual will be considered a 
resident of. and subject to the Jurisdic¬ 
tion of. the country in which physically 
located, subject to the following 
qualifications: 

<a> Individuals who reside, or expect 
to reside, outside their country of citi¬ 
zenship for less than one year are con¬ 
sidered to be residents of their country 
of citizenship. 

ib) Individuals who reside, or expect 
to reside, outside their country of citi¬ 
zenship for one year or more are con¬ 
sidered to be residents of the country 
in which they are residing, except as 
provided in 5 806.10(0. 

<c> Notwithstanding paragraph <b>. if 
an owner or employee of a business en¬ 
terprise resides outside the country of 
location of the enterprise for one year 
or more for the purpose of furthering the 
business of the enterprise, and the coun¬ 
try of the business enterprise is the coun¬ 
try of clthenship of the owner, then such 
owner or employee shall nevertheless 
be considered a resident of the country 
of citizenship provided there is the in¬ 
tent to return within a reasonable peri¬ 
od of time. 

<di Individuals and members of their 
immediate families who are residing out¬ 
side their country of citizenship as a 
result of employment by the government 
of that country—diplomats, consular of¬ 
ficials, members of the armed forces, 
etc.—are considered to be residents of 
their country of citizenship. 

§806.11 Eftlale*, Iru*!*, *nd inter* 
roediarin. 

(a> An estate, either U.S* or foreign, is 
a person and therefore may have direct 
investment, and the estate, not the bene¬ 
ficiary. Is considered to be the owner. 

(b) A trust, either XJB. or foreign, is 
a person, but is not a business enterprise 
For direct investment purpose*, a trust 
may be considered cither an owner or an 
intermediary depending on whether the 
trust is revocable or irrevocable and 
whether the setUor(s). creator(s) and 
beneficiaries of the trust have control 
over the activities of the trust. 

(1) Where a trust is irrevocable and 
the creator(s) and the beneficiarydes) 
of the trust have no control over the ac¬ 
tivities of the trust, then the existence 
of direct Investment shall be deter¬ 
mined in reference to the trust instru¬ 
ment, and the trust shall be considered 
to be the earner as concerns any direct 
investment activity. 8uch investment 
shall be reported in the name of the 
trust and not Its creator(s) or benefici¬ 
ary! ies>. 
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<2> Where a trust is revocable or the 
creator<s> or beneficiarydes) of the 
trust in fact exercLse. or may exercise 
some control over the activities of the 
trust, then the existence of direct Invest¬ 
ment shall be determined in reference to 
the creator's* or beneficiary<icsi of the 
trust and the creutor(s) and/or benefici¬ 
ary «ies> shall be considered to be the 
ownerisi as concern s any direct invest¬ 
ment activity. The trust shall be con¬ 
sidered the same as an intermediary and 
reporting should be as outlined in para¬ 
graph <c> of this section. 

<3> A U S. business enterprise in which 
a foreign person beneficially' owns, di¬ 
rectly or indirectly. io per centum or 
more of the voting securities if an incor¬ 
porated business enterprise, or an equiv¬ 
alent interest if an unincorporated 
business enterprise, but for which a U.S. 
trust has been created to hold voting 
control and ownership in order to comply 
with certain legal regulations, such as 
Defense Department regulations pro¬ 
hibiting the control by a foreign person 
of a business enterprise with defense 
contracts, shall, nevertheless, be consid¬ 
ered a U S. affiliate of the foreign person. 
This determination is made for the sta¬ 
tistical purposes of this Part; it is based 
only on the foreign person's beneficial 
ownership of the U.S. business enterprise 
and does not imply that control over the 
enterprise is. or can be, exercised by the 
foreign person. Notwithstanding para¬ 
graphs <b> (1) and (2) of this section, 
the U.S. trust shall be considered the 
same as an Intermediary and reporting 
shall be as outlined in paragraph <c>*3) 
of this section. 

<c> Intermediary, il) if a particular 
US. direct investment abroad is held, 
exercised, administered, or managed by 
a UE. intermediary', such intermediary 
fhall be responsible for reporting the re¬ 
quired information for. and in the name 
of. its principal or shall instruct the 
principal to submit the requlied infor¬ 
mation. Upon Instructing the principal, 
the intermediary shall be released from 
further liability provided It has informed 
this Bureau of the date such Instructions 
were given and the name and address of 
the principal, and has supplied the prin¬ 
cipal with any information in the posses¬ 
ion of. or which can be secured by. the 
intermediary, that is necessary to permit 
the principal to comple.e the required 
reports. When acting in the capacity of 
an Intermediary, the accounts or trans¬ 
actions of the U.S. intermediary with the 
foreign affiliate shall be considered as ac¬ 
counts or transactions of the U S. bene¬ 
ficial owner with the foreign affiliate. 

*2) If a U.S. person holds a foreign 
affiliate through a foreign intermediary, 
the U.S. person will be considered to ow r n 
the foreign affiliate directly and all ac¬ 
counts or transactions of the U.S. per¬ 
son with the intermediary wUI be con¬ 
sidered to be with the foreign affiliate. 

*3) If a particular foreign direct in¬ 
vestment in the United States is held, 
exercised, administered, or managed by 
a U.S intermediary for the foreign 
beneficial owner, such intermediary shall 
be responsible for reporting the required 


information for. and in the name of. 
the U.S. affiliate, and shall report on 
behalf of the U.S. affiliate or shall in¬ 
struct the U.S. affiliate to submit the 
required information. Upon so instruct¬ 
ing the U-S. affiliate, the intermediary 
shall be released from further liability 
provided it has Informed this Bureau 
of the date such instructions were given 
and the name and address of the U.S. 
affiliate, and has supplied the U.S. af¬ 
filiate with any information In the pos¬ 
session of. or which can be secured by, 
the intermediary that is necessary to 
permit the U.S. affiliate to complete the 
required reports. When acting in the 
capacity of an intermediary, the accounts 
or transactions of the U.S. Intermediary 
with a foreign beneficial owner shall be 
considered as accounts or transactions 
of the U.S. affiliate with the foreign 
beneficial owner. 

< 4 > If a foreign beneficial owner holds 
a U.8. affiliate through a foreign inter¬ 
mediary, the U.S. affiliate may report 
the Intermediary as its foreign parent 
but. when requested, must also identify 
and furnish information concerning the 
foreign beneficial owner, if known, or 
If such information can be secured. Ac¬ 
counts or transactions of the U.8. af¬ 
filiate with the foreign intermediary 
shall be considered as accounts or trans¬ 
actions of the US. affiliate with the 
foreign beneficial owner. 

£806.12 Partnerfthipft. 

Limited partners do not have voting 
rights in a partnership and therefore 
cannot have a direct investment in a 
partnership; their investment is con¬ 
sidered to be portfolio investment De¬ 
termination of the existence of direct 
investment in a partnership shall be 
based on the country of residence of. 
and the percentage control exercised by. 
the general partner(s). although the 
latter may differ from the financial in¬ 
terest of the general partners. 

§ 806.13 Minrrliiinroug, 

(a) Accounting methods and records. 
Generally accepted U.S. accounting prin¬ 
ciples should be followed. Corporations 
should generally use the same methods. 
and records that are used to generate 
reports to stockholders, unless otherwise 
specified in the reporting instructions 
for a given report form. Reports for un¬ 
incorporated persons must be generated 
cr. an equivalent basis. 

<b> Annual stockholder’s report. Busi¬ 
ness enterprises issuing annual reports to 
stockholders are requested to furnish a 
copy of their annual reports to this 
Bureau. 

(c> Required information not avail¬ 
able. All reasonable efforts should be 
made to obtain information required for 
reporting. Every question on each form 
should be answered, except where 
specifically exempted. When only partial 
information is available, an appropriate 
indication should be given. 

<d> Estimates. If actual figures are 
not available, estimates should be sup¬ 
plied and labeled as such. When a data 
item cannot be fully subdivided as re¬ 


quired. a total 8nd an estimated break¬ 
down of the total should be supplied. 

re* Specify. When "specify" is in¬ 
cluded m certain data items, the type 
and dollar amount of the major items 
included must be given for at least the 
items mentioned in the Une instruction. 

<f» Space on form insufficient . When 
space on a form is Insufficient to permit 
a full answer to any Item, the required 
information should be submitted on 
supplementary sheets, appropriately 
labeled and referenced to the item num¬ 
ber and the form. 

<g* Extensions. Requests for an exten¬ 
sion of a reporting deadline will not 
normally be granted. However, in hard¬ 
ship cases, written requests for an ex¬ 
tension w ill be considered provided they 
are received 15 days prior to the date of 
ttyc report and enumerate substantive 
reasons necessitating the extension. 

ih> Number of copies. A single original 
copy of each report shall be filed with 
the Bureau of Economic Analysis; this 
should be the copy with the address 
label if such a labeled copy has been 
provided. In addition, each respondent 
must retain a copy of its report. Both 
copies are protected by law; see 5 806.5. 

<i> Other. Instructions concerning fil¬ 
ing dates, where to send reports, and 
whom to contact concerning a given 
report are contained cm each form.

§ 806. I t l .S. tlirrrl in\r»lmrnt abroad. 

(a) Specific definitions. <I> "U.S. di¬ 
rect investment abroad" means the 
ownership or control, directly or 
indirectly, by one U.S. person of 10 per 
centum or more of the voting securities 
of an incorporated foreign business 
enterprise or an equivalent interest in an 
unincorporated foreign business' enter¬ 
prise. including a branch. 

<2> "U.S. Reporter" means the U.S. 
person which has direct investment in a 
foreign business enterprise, including a 
branch. (If the U.S. person is an in¬ 
corporated business enterprise, the U S. 
Reporter is the fully consolidated U8. 
domestic enterprise consisting of the 
U.S. parent corporation which is not 
owned to the extent of more than 50 per 
centum of its voting stock by another 
U.S. corporation and all other domestic 
corporations in which the parent corpo¬ 
ration directly or indirectly owns more 
than 50 per centum of the outstanding 
voting stock. 

(3> "Foreign affiliate** means an af¬ 
filiate located outside the United States 
in which a U.S. person has direct invest¬ 
ment. 

(4* "Majority-owned foreign affiliate" 
means a foreign affiliate in which the 
combined "direct investment interest" of 
all U.S. Reporters of the affiliate exceeds 
50 per centum. 

<b> Foreign affiliate consolidation. In 
cases where the recordkeeping system 
of foreign affiliates makes it im- 
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possible or extremely difficult to file a 
separate report for each foreign affiliate, 
a UB, Reporter may consolidate affiliates 
in the same country when the following 

(1) The affiliates arc in the same BEA 
3-digit industry as defined in the in¬ 
dustry Classifications and Export and 
Import Trade Classification* Booklet; or 

(2) The affiliates are integral parts of 
the same business operation. For ex¬ 
ample. if German affiliate A manufac¬ 
tures tires and a majority of its sales 
are to German affiliate B which produces 
autos, then affiliates A and B may be 
consolidated. 

Any affiliates consolidated shall there¬ 
after be considered to be one affiliate 
and should be consolidated in the same 
manner for all reports required to be 
filed pursuant to this section 

(c) Report* required. The place and 
time for filing, and specific instructions 
and definitions relating to. a given report 
form are given on the form. Reports are 
required even though a foreign affiliate 
may have been established, acquired, 
seized, liquidated, sold, expropriated, or 
inactivated during the reporting period. 

<d) Exemption levels . Exemption levels 
for Individual report forms will normally 
be stated in terms of total assets, net 
sales or gross operating revenues exclud¬ 
ing sales taxes, and net Income after In¬ 
come taxes, whether positive or negative, 
although different or special criteria 
may be specified for a given report form. 
If any one of the three items exceeds 
the exemption level and if the statistical 
data requested In the report are appli¬ 
cable to the entity being reported, then 
a report must be filed. Since these 
items may not have to be reported on a 
given form, a U5. Reporter claiming ex¬ 
emption from filing a given form must 
furnish a certification as to the levels of 
the items on which the exemption is 
based or must certify that the data re¬ 
quested are not applicable. The exemp¬ 
tion-level teats shall be applied as out¬ 
lined below. 

<1) For quarterly report forms, as to 
the assets test, reports are required be¬ 
ginning with the quarter in which total 
assets exceed the exemption level; as to 
the test for sales < revenues > and net In¬ 
come after income taxes, reports are re¬ 
quired for each quarter of a year In 
which the annual amount of these Items 
exceeds or can be expected to exceed, the 
exemption level. Quarterly reports for a 
year may be required retroactively when 
it is determined that the exemption level 
has been exceeded 

(2) For report forms requesting an¬ 
nual data after the close of the year in 
question, the test shall be whether any 
one of the three items exceeded the ex¬ 
emption level during that year. 

(3) For the semi-annual plant and 
equipment expenditures survey, which 
requests actual data for the past year 
and/or annual projections for the cur¬ 
rent and following year, the test will be 
made for each year as to whether any 
one of the three items exceeded, or Is 
expected to exceed, the exemption level; 
data must be reported only for the year 
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or years in which the exemption level 
is, or is expected to be, exceeded. 

If total assets, sale* or net income ex¬ 
ceed the exemption level in a given year, 
it is deemed that the exemption level 
will also be exceeded in the following 
year. 

The number and title of each report 
form, its exemption level, and other re¬ 
porting criteria. If any, pertaining to It, 
are given below. 

<e) Quarterly report forms. (1) BE- 
577—Direct Transactions of U S Report¬ 
er With Foreign Affiliate Incorporated 
Abroad: One report is required for each 
foreign affiliate exceeding an exemption 
level of $1,000,000. 

(2) BE-578—Transactions of UB. Re¬ 
porter With Unincorporated Foreign Af¬ 
filiate, Except a Bank: One report is 
required for each foreign affiliate exceed¬ 
ing an exemption level of $1,000,000. 

(3) BE-578B—Transactions of U.S. 
Reporter With Unincorporated Foreign 
Banking Affiliate: One report is required 
for each foreign banking affiliate exceed¬ 
ing an exemption level of $1,000,000. 

(f ) Annual report forms. <1> BE-133— 
Sources and Applications of Funds of 
Uj8. Direct Investments Abroad: One re¬ 
port is required for each majority-owned 
foreign affiliate exceeding an exemption 
level of $8,000,000. 

Nor*.—This survey will not be conducted for 
the year for which a BE 10. Benchmark Sur¬ 
vey of U8 Direct InveaUnent Abroad, is con¬ 
ducted. 

(2) BE--133B—Follow-up Schedule of 
Expenditures for Property, Plant and 
Equipment of UB. Direct Investment 
Abroad: ThLs is a schedule-type report 
form on which each majority-owned 
foreign affiliate exceeding an exemption 
level of $8,000,000 must be listed and the 
requested data given for each. 

(3) BK-133C—Schedule of Expendi¬ 
tures for Property. Plant, and Equipment 
of UB. Direct Investment Abroad: This 
is a schedule-type report form on which 
each majority-owned foreign affiliate ex¬ 
ceeding an exemption level of $8,000,000 
must be listed and the requested data 
given for each. 

(4) BE-577S—UB. Reporter’s Directly- 
Owned Foreign Affiliate’s Share in Net 
Income of Indirectly-Owned Foreign Af¬ 
filiates: This is a schedule type report 
form on which each indirectly-owned 
foreign affiliate exceeding an exemption 
level of $2,000,000, based only on net 
income (whether positive or negative), 
must be listed and the requested data 
given for each. A further qualification 
is that reporting is required only if both 
the directly- and the indirectly-owned 
foreign affiliates are incorporated. 

(g) Other report forms. (1) BE-507— 
Industry Classification Questionnaire: 
In general. U.S. Reporters and their 
foreign affiliates will each be assigned 
a BEA 3-digit industry code in the 
BE-10 Benchmark Surveys required by 
the Act to be conducted at least once 
every five years However, interim re¬ 
ports on Form BE-507 are required: 

(1) For each foreign affiliate newly 
established or acquired by a U.S. person 
on or after January 1. 1978. or 


(11) For each UB. person who becomes 
a UB. Reporter on or after January 1, 
1078 by virtue of establishing or acquir¬ 
ing a foreign affiliate; or 

(Hi) For an existing foreign affiliate 
or UB. Reporter whose industry classi¬ 
fication changes on or after January 1, 
1078 so that a previous BE-507 report or 
the BE-10 report required to be filed for 
1978 doss not accurately reflect the cur¬ 
rent industry classification of the entity. 

For new UB. Reporteis or foreign affili¬ 
ates. the BE-507 report must be filed 
only if one of the other reports must be 
filed and shall be submitted with the 
initial filing of the related report. For 
a change in on existing U.S. Reporter or 
foreign affiliate which is currently filing 
one of the other reports, the BE-507 re¬ 
port must be filed whenever it is deter¬ 
mined that change from one 3-digit in¬ 
dustry classification to another has 
occurred 

(2) BE-10—Benchmark 8urvey of UB. 
Direct Investment Abroad: Section 4b 
of the Act (22 U.8.C. 3103) provides that 
a comprehensive benchmark survey of 
UB. direct Investment abroad shall be 
conducted at least once every five years. 
The survey, referred to as the “BE-10.'* 
consists of Form BE-10A for reporting 
Information concerning the UB. Re¬ 
porter and Form BE-10B for reporting 
information concerning each foreign af- 
fllate. Exemption levels, specific require¬ 
ments for. and the year of coverage of. 
a given BE-10 Survey may be found in 
l 806.16. 

§806.15 Forrign dirwl ime*tmcnl in 
the tnilcd Stair*. 

(a) Specific definitions. (I) “Foreign 
direct investment in the United States” 
means the ownership or control, directly 
or indirectly, by one foreign person of 
10 per centum or more of the voting 
securities of an incorporated UB. busi¬ 
ness enterprise or an equivalent interest 
in an unincorporated UB. business en¬ 
terprise. Including a branch. 

(2) “UB. affiliate” means an affiliate 
located in the United States in which 
a foreign person has a direct Investment 

(3) “Foreign parent" means the for¬ 
eign person, or the first person outside 
the United 8tates in a foreign chain of 
ownership, which has direct investment 
in a UB. business enterprise, including 
a branch. 

(4) “Affiliated foreign group'* means 
(!) the foreign parent. (ID any foreign 
person, proceeding up the foreign par¬ 
ent's ownership chain, which owns more 
than 50 per centum of the person below 
it up to and including that person which 
is not owned mors than 50 per centum 
by another foreign person, and (iii) any 
foreign person, proceeding down the 
ownership chain (s) of each of these 
members, which is owned more than 50 
per centum by the person above it. 

(5) “Foreign affiliate of foreign par¬ 
ent" means, with reference to a given 
UB. affiliate, any member of the affiliated 
foreign group owning the affiliate that is 
not a foreign parent of the affiliate. 

(b) Consolidated reportinq by U S. af¬ 
filiates.—A U.8. affiliate shall file on a 
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fully consolidated basis, including in the 
consolidation all other UB. affiliates in 
which it directly or indirectly owns more 
than 50 per centum of the outstanding 
voting stock, unless the instructions for 
a given report form specifically provide 
otherwise. However, separate reports 
may be filed where a given U.S. affiliate 
is not normally consolidated due to un¬ 
related operations or lack of control, 
•provided written permission has been re¬ 
quested from and granted by BE A. 

(c) Reports required. The place and 
time for filing, and specific Instructions 
and definitions relating to. a given report 
form, will be given on the form. Reports 
are required even though a U.8. affiliate 
may have been established, acquired, 
liquidated, sold, or inactivated during the 
reporting period. 

(d) Exemption levels . Exemption levels 
for individual report forms will normally 
be stated in terms of total assets, net 
sales or gross operating revenues exclud¬ 
ing sales taxes, and net income after in¬ 
come taxes, whether positive or nega¬ 
tive. although different or special cri¬ 
teria may be specified for a given report 
form.

<2> For report forms requesting an¬ 
nual data after the close of the year in 
question, the test shall be whether any 
one of the three items exceeded the ex¬ 
emption level during that year.

(2) BE-606—Transactions of Unincor¬ 
porated UB. Business Enterprise (Except 
a Bank) With Foreign Parent: One re¬ 
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port Is required for each U.8. affiliate ex¬ 
ceeding an exemption level of $5,000,000. 

(3) BE-606B—Transactions of U.S. 
Banking Branch or Agency With Foreign 
Parent: One report is required for each 
U.S. banking affiliate exceeding an ex¬ 
emption level of $5,000,000. 

it) Annual report forms. (1) BE-15— 
Annual Survey of Foreign Direct Invest¬ 
ment in the U.S.—This form is not re¬ 
quired at this time, but a notice of pro¬ 
posed rulemaking concerning it will be 
inserted in the Federal Register at a 
later date. 

(g) Other report forms. (1) BE-507— 
Industry' Classification Questionnaire: In 
general, a UB. affiliate will be assigned a 
BEA 3-digit industry code in the BE-12 
Benchmark Surveys required by the Act 
to be conducted at least once every five 
years. However, interim reports on Form 
BE-607 are required: 

<i) For each U.S. affiliate newly estab¬ 
lished or acquired by a foreign person; 
or 

Oi) For an existing UB. affiliate whose 
industry classification changes so thAt 
either a previous BE-607 report or the 
last BE-12 report required to be filed 
does not accurately reflect the current 
Industry classification of the U.8. affili¬ 
ate. 

For new U.S. affiliates, the BE-607 report 
must be filed only if the affiliate must 
file one of the other reports and shall 
be submitted with the initial filing of the 
related report. For a change in an exist¬ 
ing U.S. affiliate which is currently fil¬ 
ing one of the other reports, the BE-607 
report must be filed whenever it Is deter¬ 
mined that a change from one BEA 3- 
digit industry classification to another 
har accurred.

All direct and indirect lines 
of ownership interest held by a U.S. per¬ 
son in the given foreign business enter¬ 
prise must be summed to determine 
whether the enterprise is a foreign affil¬ 
iate of the U.S. person for purposes of 
reporting. (A UB. person's percentage 
of indirect voting ownership in a given 
foreign business enterprise Is the product 
of the direct voting ownership percent¬ 
age of the U.S. person in the first for¬ 
eign business enterprise in the ownership 
chain times that first enterprise's direct 
voting ownership percentage in the sec¬ 
ond foreign business enterprise times 
each succeeding direct voting ownership 
percentage of each other intervening 
foreign business enterprise in the owner¬ 
ship chain between the UB. person and 
the given foreign business enterprise.) 

(2) Total exemption and Inactive for¬ 
eign affiliates—A Form BE-10B need not 
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be filed If the foreign affiliate’s total as¬ 
sets. net sales or gross operating rev enues 
excluding sales taxes, and net income 
after income taxes, are each less than 
$500,000.00 (positive or negative), and 
the foreign affiliate does not own an¬ 
other foreign affiliate for which a Form 
BE-10B must be filed. If the latter con¬ 
dition is not met. then Form BE-10B 
must be filed for the foreign affiliate 
holding the equity Interest regardless of 
the value of its assets, sales, or income. 
That is. all affiUate* upward In a chain 
of ownership must be reported. 

Inactive foreign affiliate: A Form BE- 
10B need not be filed for an affiliate 
which has no net sales or gross operat¬ 
ing revenues excluding sales taxes, has 
less than $50,000.00 (positive or nega¬ 
tive) of net income after income taxes, 
and for which the change in total assets 
during the year was less than $50,000.00, 
even if Us total assets exceed $500,000.00. 
Such inactive foreign affiliates shall be 
treated as exempt. 

(3) Number of Form’s BE-10B re¬ 
quired—If two or more UJ3. Reporters 
Jointly own a foreign affiliate, directly 
or indirectly, each U.S. Reporter must 
submit a Form BE-10B for the affiliate.

For ex¬ 
ample. if German affiliate A manufac¬ 
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tures tires and a majority of ite sales are 
to German affiliate B which produces 
autos, then affiliates A and B may be 
consolidated. 

In oil other situations, the U.S. Re¬ 
porter should call this office at 202-523- 
0632 for guidance. Under no circum¬ 
stances may a UB Reporter consolidate 
foreign affiliates in different countries. 

(d) Relationship between Forms BK- 
10A and BE-10B. The term M U.S. Re¬ 
porter** as defined means the fully con¬ 
solidated UJ3. domestic enterprise; 
therefore, on Form BE-10B. when data 
on trade and financial relationships be¬ 
tween the UB. Reporter and the foreign 
affiliate arc requested, the data must 
reflect the foreign affiliate’s relation¬ 
ship with the entire U-8. enterprise, not 
merely with one division or part. 

(e) Specialized report forms for 
banks —Specialized report forms have 
been adopted for banks, that is. a busi¬ 
ness enterprise for which over 50 percent 
of its total revenues are generated by 
activities classified in BEA Industry code 
600. because much of the information on 
banks' foreign activities which is re¬ 
quested on the standard forms is already 
being reported on a regular and system¬ 
atic basis to agencies of the Federal 
Government. The specialized report 
forms are designed to yield only such 
additional information as Is deemed 
necessary. Use of specialized Forms BE- 
10A Bank and BE-10B Bank rather than 
the standard forms U at the discretion 
of BEA; in situations where their pos¬ 
sible use is not clear-cut, permission 
must be secured from BEA in advance of 
filing. 

A specialized report form—BE-10A 
Bank—has been developed for reporting 
by a U.8. Reporter which is a bank or a 
bank holding company. It is not to be 
used by a UB. Reporter which may tech¬ 
nically be classified as a bank holding 
company because of an interest in a 
banking activity, but which has over 50 
percent of ite revenues generated by 
non-bank activities. (Activities of sub¬ 
sidiaries which may not be banks but 
which provide support to the parent 
company, such as real estate subsidi¬ 
aries set up to hold the office building 
occupied by the parent company, are 
considered bank activities.) 

A specialized report form—BE-10B—
